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HISTORICAL  STATEMENT. 


The  doctrine  and  spirit  of  Primitive  Christianity 
haye  existed  at  different  times  and  In  different  de- 
grees in  all  branches  of  the  kingdom  of  Christ  among 
men.  They  were  embodied  In  a  new  form  on  this 
wise: 

"In  1729  two  young  nien  in  England,  reading  the 
Bible,  saw  they  could  not  be  saved  without  holiness, 
followed  after  It,  and  incited  others  so  to  do.  Ii^l737 
they  saw,  likewise,  that  men  are  Justified  before  they 
are  sanctified ;  but  still  holiness  was  their  object.  God 
then  thrust  them  out  to  raise  a  holy  people." 

This  was  the  rise  of  Methodism,  as  given  in  the 
words; of  its  founders,  John  and  Charles  Wesley,  of 
Oxford  University,  and  Presbyters  of  the  Church  of 
England.  Their  evangelical  labors  were  accompanied 
by  an  extraordinary  divine  Ihfiuence;  other  Minis- 
ters and  many  Lay  Preachers  were  raised  up  to  aid 
t^em;  and  throughout  England  and  in  Scotland  and 
Ireland  arose  United  Societies  of  tnen  having  the 
form  and  seeking  the  power  of  godliness.  These  sub- 
sequently became  the  Wesleyan  Churches  of  Great 
Britain, 

In  the  year  1766  Piilip  Embury,  a  Wesleyan  Local 
Preacher  from  Ireland,  began  to  preach  in  New  York 
13  •      ' 
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city  and  formed  a  Society,  now  the  John  Street 
Church.  Another  Local  Preacher,  Thomas  Webb, 
captain  in  the  British  army,  soon  joined  him,  and 
also  preached  elsewhere  in  the  city  and  its  vicinity. 
About  the  same  time  Robert  Strawbridge,  from  Ire- 
land, settled  in  JPredexick  Comiit^,-  Mairylan,4,  preach- 
ing there  and  forming  Societies.  In  1769  Mr.  Wesley 
sent  to  America  two  Itinerant  Preachers,  Richard' 
Boardman  and  Joseph  Pilmoor,  and  in  1771  two 
others^  Francis,  Asbury  and  Richard  Wright.  ,The 
work  thus  ^egun  was  signally  owned  of  God,  so  that, 
at  the  close  of  the  Revolutionary  War,  the  number 
ftf  Traveling  Preachers  was  about  eighty,  and  of 
Members  in  Society  about  fifteen  thousand. 

When  the  independence  of  the  Unite4  3tates  was 
acknowledged,  by  the  treaty  of  1783,  the  American 
Methpdists,  most  of  whoni  had  been  members  of  the 
Church  of  England,  wpre,  according  to  the  express 
declaration  of  Mr.  Wesley,  "totally  disentangled  both 
from  the  State  and  the  English  hierarchy."  He 
added:  "They  are  now  at  ifull  liberty  simply  to 'fol- 
low, the  Scriptures  and  the  Primitive  Church,  and' we 
judge  it  best  th^t  they  should  stand. fast  in  that  lib- 
erty wherewith  .  God.  lias '  so  strangely '  made  thejoi 
free."  ,  The  pai^ish  clergy  had  mostly  returned  to 
England.  The  Methodist  Societies  were  witiioiit  or- 
d.ained. Pastors^  and  "for  hundreds  of  miles  together" 
were  destitute  of  the  Christian  sacraments.  As  his 
children  in  the  Gospel,  t|iey  appealed  to  Mr.  Wesley 
for  advice  and  help.    .     . 

He    responded    by    ordaining   the    Revs.    Richard 
Whatcoat  find^Thomaa  Vasey  as.  Presbyters  (or  Eld- 
ers) for  America,;  and  also  (since  be  preferred  the 
Episcopal  form  of  Church  government)   by  setting 
14 
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apartj  by  prayer  aii4  the  imposition  ot  hands,  the 
Rev.  Thomas  Coke,  Doctor  of  OiTll  Law,  and  a  Pres- 
byter of  the  Church  of  England;  to  be  a  Skuperintend- 
ent,  ''to  presidia  over  the  flock  ot  €hrist*'  in  America. 
In  these  services  )he  was  assisted  by  other. ordained 
ministers.  He  also  commlssioxied  Dr,  Coke  t6  ordain, 
aii  joint  Superintendent  with  himself,  the  Bev.  Frau- 
ds Asbury»  then  General  Assistant  for  the  American 
Societies.  Mr.  Wesley  also  '  prepared  «'' Articles  of 
Religion"  and  a  ^'Sunday  Service,"  both  abbreviated 
ttom  the  Book  of  Ooaimoil  Prayer  of  the  Church,  of 
Bngland.'  In  the  '-Sunday  Service"'  were  included 
forms: for  the  Administration  of  the  Sacraments  and 
for  the  ordinatioii  of  Ministers^ 

At  the  "Christmas  Conference,"  begun  In  Balti- 
mol'e,  Maryland,  December  24,  1784,  sixty  Preachers 
met  Dr.  Coke-  and  his  companions.  The  plan  of  Mr. 
Wesley  was  submitted  to  them,  andwas  unanimously 
and  heartily  approved.  Thereupon  they  organized 
the  MfcTHODtsT'^pisooPAXi  CmTRCK,  Itud  adopted  the 
Articled  of  Religion  and  the  Sunda4»  Service  pr^Mired 
by  Mr.  Wesley,  adding  to  the  Artides  one  containing 
a  recdgifttion  of  the  new  Civil  Government^  and  in- 
serting in  the  Ritual  a  prayer  for  the  Siipreme  Rulers 
of  the  United  States.  They  also  ensiCted  all  laws 
necessary  for  <the  government  of  the  new  caiurch.. 
Mr.  Afibury  was  elected  to  the  Episcopal'  office  con^ 
Jointly  with  Dr.  Coke,  by  wh%»m,  with  the  assistance 
of  several  Presbyters,  he  wa6  duly  consecrated  a 
Bishop.  Others  were  ordained  Deacons,  and  thirteen 
wer^'^ected,  and  either  then  or  soon  thereafter  were 
duly  otdained  Elders,  two  of  them  for  missionary 
wor%  in  NoVa  Scotia  aind  one  for  like  work  in  An- 
tigua, in  the  West  Indies.

HiSTOBicAL  Statement. 

Such  was  tlie  origin  of  the  Methodist .  Episcopal 
Church,  the  first  with  an  Episcopal  form  of  govern- 
ment to  attain  an  independent  existence  in  the  new 
Republic.  While  its  polity  and  administrative  rules 
have  from  time  to  time  been  modified  to  meet  chang-. 
ing  conditions  and  opportunities,  it  remains  un- 
changed in  doctrine  and  in  ministerial  offices.  Cch 
eval  with  the  Republic,  it  has  expanded  with  it,  and 
ministered  to  its  moral  and  religious  life.  At  this^ 
date  (1904)  its  ministers  and  commtinicants,  not 
Including  adherents,  number  more  than  three  mil- 
lions. Other  Methodist  Churches,  derived  from  the 
original  root,  flourish  by  its  side.  Obviously  its 
founders  were  wise  and  godly  men,  fulfilling  the  pur- 
pose of  the  great  Head  of  the  Church. 

It  has  always  believed  that  the  only  infallible  proof 
of  the  legitimacy  of  any  branch  of  the  Christian 
Church  is  in  its  ability  to  seek  and  to  save  the  lost 
and  to  disseminate  the  Pentecostal  spirit  and  life. 
Its  chief  stress  has  ever  been  laid,  not  upon  forms, 
but  upon  the  essentials  of  religion.  It  holds  that  true 
Churches  of  Christ  may  differ  widely  in  ceremonies, 
ministerial  orders,  and  government.  Its  members 
are  allowed  freedom  of  choice  among  the  debated 
modes  of  Baptism.  If  any  member  has  scruples 
against  receiving  the  Lord's  Supper  kneeling,  he  is 
permitted  to  receive  it  standing  or  sitting.  In  or- 
dinary worship  its  people  are  Invited  to  unite  in 
extemporary  prayer,  but  for  the  Administration  of 
the  Sacraments,  Ordinations,  the  Solemnization  of 
Matrimony,  the  Burial  of  the  Dead,  and  other  special 
services,  a  Liturgy,  much  of  which  has  been  san&-, 
tioned  by  the  universal  Church  from  most  ancient 
times,  is  appointed.

NOTS.— The  General  Conference  of  A.  D.  1900,  by  a  vote  of  more  than 
two  thirds  (542  to  M),  recommended  the  following  Conatltittlon  for  the 
Church,  and  ordered  ^sto  be  stibmitted  io^the  Anaoal  Coi^ferences  in 
A.  D.  1901  for  their  consideratidn.  The  Annaal  Conferenceai  by  a  vote 
of  more  than  three  fourths  (8«662  to  2k609),  concurred  in  the  action  of 
the  General  Conference.  The  Bishojts  thereupon,  in  accordance  with 
the  authority  given  them  by  the  General  Conference,  declared  said 
Constitution  to  be  duly  adopted  and  in  force  as  the  Constitution  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church.— Eoitob.

Not  every  sin  willingly  committed  after 
justification  is  the  sin  against  the  Holy  Ghost,  and 
unpardonable.  Wherefore,  the  jgrant  of  repentance  is 
not  to  be  denied  to  such  as  fall  into  sin  after  justifi- 
cation: After  we  have  received  the  Holy  Ghost,  we 
may  dei>art  from  grace  given,  and  fall  into  sin,  and, 
by  the  grace  of  God,  rise  again  arid  amend  our  lives. 
And  therefore  they  are  to  be  condemned  who  say  they 
can  no  more  sin  as  long  as  they  live  here;  or  deny  the 
place  of  forgiveness  to  such  as  truly  repent. 

XIII.  Of  the  Church, 
^13.  The  visible  Church  of  Christ  is  a  congrega- 
tion of  faithful. men  in  which  thq  pure  word  of  God  is 
preached,,  and  the  Sacraments  duly  administered  ac- 
cording to  Christ's  ordinance,  in  all  those  things  that 
of  necessity  are  requisite  to  the  same. 

.  XIV.  Of. Purgatory, 
\  X4u,  The  Romish  doctrine  concerning  purgatory, 
pardon,  WQF9hipiog  and  adoration,  a9  well  of  images

XV.  Of  Speaking  in  the  Congregation  in  such  a 
Tongue  as  the  People  understand. 
K  15.  It  is  a  thing  plainly  repugnant  to  the  word 
of  God,  and  the  custom  of  the  primitive  Church,  to 
have  public  prayer  in  the  Church,  or  to  administer 
the  Sacraments,  in  a  tongue  not  understood  by  the 
people. 

XVI.  Of  the  Sacraments, 

T  16.  Sacraments  ordained  of  Christ  are  not  only 
badges  or  tokens  of  Christian  men's  profession,  but 
rather  they  are  certain  signs  of  grace,  and  God's  good 
will  toward  us,  by  the  which  he  doth  work  invisibly 
in  us,  and  doth  not  only  quicken,  but  also  strengthen 
and  confirm,  our  faith  in  him. 

There  are  two  Sacraments  ordained  of  Christ  our 
Lord  in  the  Gospel;  that  is  to  say.  Baptism  and  the 
Supper  of  the  Lord. 

Those  five  commonly  called  Sacraments,  that  is  to 
say,  confirmation,  penance,  orders,  matrimony,  and 
extreme  unction,  are  not  to  be  counted  for  Sacra- 
ments of  the  Gospel;  being  such  as  have  partly  grown 
out  of  the  corrupt  following  of  the  Apostles,  and 
partly  are  states  of  life  allowed  in  the  Scriptures,  but 
yet  have  not  the  lik^  nature  of  Baptism  and  the 
Lord's  Supper,  because  they  have  not  any  visible 
sign  or  ceremony  ordained  of  God: 

The  Sacraments  were  not  ordained  of  Christ  to  be 
gazed  upon,  or  to  be  carried  about;  but  that  we 
should  duly  use  them.  And  in  such  only  as  worthily 
receive  thei  same  they  have  a  wholesome  effect  or 
operation:  but  they  that  receive  them  unworthily, 
purchase  to  themselves  condemnation,  as  St.  Paul 
«aith,  1  Cor.  xi,  2».  .

f  17.  Baptism  is  not  only  a  sign  of  profession  and 
mark  of  dUVerance  whereby  Christians  are  distin- 
guished from  others  that  ar«  not  baptized;  but  it  is 
also  a  sign  of  regeneration  or  the  new  birth.  The 
l>aptism  of  young  children  is  to  be  retained  in  the 
Church. 

XVIII.  or  the  Lord's  Bupper. 

%  18.  The  Supper  of  the  Lord  is  not  only  a  sign  of 
the  loye  that  Ohrlatians  ought  to  have  among  them- 
selyes  one  to  another,  but  rather  is  a  Sacrament  ofi 
our  redemption  by  Christ's  death;  insomuch  that,  to 
such  as  rightly,  worthily,  and  with  faith  receive  the 
same,  the  bread  which  we  break  is  a  partaking  of  the 
body  of  Christ;  and  likewise  the  cup  of  blessing  Is  a 
partaking  of  the  blood  of  Christ. 

Transubstantiation,  or  the  change  of  the  substance 
of  bread  and  wine  in  the  Supper  of  our  Lord,  cannot 
be  proved  by  Holy  Writ,  but  is  repugnant  to  the  plain 
words  of  Scripture,  ovefthroweth  the  nature  of  a 
Sacrament,  and  hath  given  occasion  to  many  super- 
stitions. 

The  body  of  Christ  is  given,  taken,  and  eaten  in  the 
Sapper,  only  after  a  heavenly  and  spiritual  manner. 
And  the  means  whereby  the  body  of  Christ  is  re- 
ceived and  eaten  in  the  Supper  is  faith. 

The  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  was  not  by 
Christ's  Ordinance  reserved,  carried  about*  lifted  up, 
or  worshiped.

T  19.  The  Cup  of  the  Lord  is  not  to  be  denied  to 
the  Lay]  People;  for  both  the  parts  of  the  Lord's  Sup- 
per, by  Christ's  ordinance  and  commandment,  ought 
to  be  administered  to  all  Christians  alike. .

If  IW).  The  offering  of  Christ,  once  made,  -is  that 
perfect  redemption,  propitiation,  and  satisfaction  for 
all  the  sins  of  the  whole  world,  both  brlginal  and 
actual;  and  there  is  none  other  satisfaction  for  slti 
but  that  alone.  Wherefore  the  sacrifice  of  masses,  in 
the  which  it  is  commonly  said  that  the  priest  doth 
offer  Christ  for  the  quick  and  the  dead,  to  have  rfeniis- 
sion  of  pain  or  guilt,  is  a  blasphemous  •  fable  ^  and 
dangerous  deceit.  ••  .  . .:  ^ 

XXI.  Of  the  Marriage  of  Ministers, 
1  21.  The  Ministers  of  Christ  are  not  commanded 
by, God's  law  either  to  vow  the  estate  of  single  life, 
or  to  abstain  from  marriage;  therefore  it  is  lawful 
for  them,  as  for  all  other  Christians,  to  marry  at  their 
own  discretion,  aa  they  shall  judge  the  same  to  serve 
best  to  godliness. 

XXII.  Of  the  Rites  and  Ceremonies .  of  Chwrc^es.  / 
f  22.  It  Is  not  necessary  that -rites  and  ceremonies 
should  in  all  places  be  the  same,  or  exactly  alike;  for 
they  have  been  always  different,  and  may  be  changed 
according  to  the  diversity  of  countries,  times,  and 
men's  manners;  so  that  nothing  be  ordained  against 
God's  word.  Whosoever,  through  his  private  judg- 
ment, willingly  and  purposely  doth  openly  break  the 
rites  an<i  ceremonies  of  the  Church  to  which  he  be- 
longs, which  are  not  repugnant  to  the.  worTl  of  God, 
and  are  ordained  and  approved  by  common  authority, 
ought  to  be  rebuked  openly  (that  others  may'f^ar  to 
do  the  like),  as  one  that  offerideth  against  thfe  com- 
mon order  of  the  Church,  -and  woundeth  the  con- 
sciences of  weak  brethren. 
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Every  particular  Church  may  ordain,  change,  or 
abolish  rites  and  ceremonies,  so  that  all  things  may 
be  done  to  edlAcation. 

XXIII.  Of  the  Rulers  of  the  United  States  of  America. 
If  23.  The  President,  the  Congress,  the  General  As- 
semblies, the  Grovernorg,  and  the  Councils  of  State,  as 
the  Delegates  of  the  People,  are  the  Rulers,  of  the 
Un^f^ed  .§:^tes  of  America,  according  to  the  division 
of  power  made  to  them  by. the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States,  and  by  the  Constitutions  of  their  re- 
spective States.  And  the  said  States  are  a  sovereign 
and  independent  Nation,  and  ought  hot  to  be  subject 
to  any  foreign  jurisdiction.* 

XXIV.  Of  Christian  Men's  Goods, 
If  24.  The  riches  and  goods  of  Christians  are  not 
common,  as  touching  the  right,  title,  and  possession 
of  the  same,  as  some  do  falsely  boast.  Notwithstand- 
ing; every  man  ought,  of  such  things  as  he  possesseth, 
libertilly  to  give  alms  io  the  poor,  according  to  his 

ability. 

;.       XXV.  Of  a  Ohristiwk  Man's  Oath. 

^  25.*  As  we  confess  that  vain  and  rash  swearing 
is  forblddeii. Christian'  men  by  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
and  Jamoshis^ Apostle;  sa  we  jndge  that  the  Chricrtian 
religton  doth  not  prohibit,  but  that  a  man  may  swear 
when  the  magistrate  re<[uiretb,  in  a  cause  of  faith 
and  charity,  so  it  be  done  according  to  the  Prophet's 
te&ehing,  in  justice,  judgment,  and  truth. 

*  AstaJ*  as  ft  reapwtB  dyll  affafts  We  believe  it  the  duty  of  Christians,

flie  Natere^  Design^  and  General  Rules  of  octr  United 
Societies** 


H  26.  In  the  latter  end  of  tlie  year  1730  eight  or 
ten  persons  who  appeared  to  be  deeply  convinced  of 
sin,  and  earnestly  groaning  for  redemption,  came  to 
Mr.  Wesley  In  London.  They  desired/ as  did  two  or 
t^ree  more  the  next  day,  that  he  would  spend  some 
time  with  them  in  prayer,  and  advise  them  how  to 
flee  from  the  wrath  to  come,  which  they  saw  contin- 
ually hanging  over  their  heads.  That  he  might  have 
more  time  for  this  great  work,  he  appointed  a  day 
when  they  might  all  come  together;  which  from 
thenceforward  they  did  every  week,  namely,  on 
Thursday,  in  the  evening.  To  these,  and  as  many 
more  as  desired  to  join  with  them  (for  their  numbet 
increased  daily),  he  gave  those  advices  from  time  to 
time  which  he  judged  most  needful  for  them;  and 
they  always  concluded  their  meeting  with  prayer 
suited  to  their  several  necessities. 

%  27.  This  was  the  rise  of  the  United  Socibtt,  first 

*  The  United  Societies  foanded  In  this  ooontry  by  the  apostolio  ABbary 
and  his  colaborers  ^rere,  In  1784,  organized  Into  the  Methodist  Bplscepal 
Church.  Bat  In  this  chapter,  and  occasionally  elsewhere  tn  the  Dis- 
cipline, the  words  SocUtv  and  Societies  are  retained  as  the  eanlvalent  of 
the  words  Cliurch  and  Cfturches,  both  as  a  convenience,  and  as  a  meiiio>^

That  it  may  the  more  easily  be  discerned 
whether  they  are  indeed  working  out  their  own  salva- 
tion, each  Society  is  divided  Into  smaller  companies, 
called  Glasses,  according  to  their  respective  places  of 
abode.  There  are  about  twelve  persons  in  a  Class, 
one  of  whom  is  Styled  The  Lbadbb.    It  is  his  duty, 

§  1.  To  see  each  person  in  his  Class  once  a  week  at 
least;  in  order,  (1.)  To  inquire  how  his  soul  prospers. 
(2.)  To  advise,  teprove,  comfort,  or  exhort,  as  occa- 
sion may  require.  (8.)  To  receive  what  he  is  willing 
to  give  toward  the  relief  of  the  Preachers,  Church, 
and  poor.* 

I  2.  To  meet  the  Ministers  and  the  Stewards  of  the 
Society  ont^  a  ireek;  in  order,  (1.)  To  inform  the 
Minister  of  aiiy  that  are  sick,  or  of  any  that  walk  dis- 
orderly and  will  not  be  reproved.

%  33.  These  are  the  General  Rules  of  our  Socie- 
ties; all  which  we  are  taught  of  God  to  observe,  even 
in  his  written  word,  which  is  the  only  rule,  and  the 
sufficient  rule,  both  of  our  faith  and  practice.  And 
all  these  we  know  his  Spirit  writes  on  truly  awak- 
ened hearts.  If  there  be  any  among  us  who  observes 
them  not,  who  habitually  breaks  any  of  them,  let  it 
be  known  unto  them  who  watch  over  that  soul  as 
they  who  must  give  an  account.  We  will  admonish 
him  of  the  error  of  his  ways.  We  will  bear  with  him 
for  a  season.  But  if  then  he  repent  not,  he  hath  no 
more  place  among  us.  We  have  delivered  our  own 
souls.

Pastoral  Qiafges^  Qoarterly  and  Aonual  Guifercnce8» 

Abticle   I.  Pastoral  Charges, 
%  34.  Members  of  the  Church  shall  be  divided  in- 
to local  Societies,  one  or  more  of  which  shall  con- 
stitute a  Pastoral  Charge. 

ABTirtiE  II.  Quarterly  Conferences. 
^  35.  A  Quarterly  Conference  shall  be  organized 
in  each  Pastoral  Charge,  and  be  composed  of  such 
persons  and  have  such  powers  as  the  General  Con- 
ference may  direct. 

Article  III.  Annual  Conferences, 
H  36.  The  Traveling  Preachers  shall  be  organized 
by  the  General  Conference  into  Annual  Conferences, 
the  sessions  of  which  they  are  required  to  attend.

Abticle  L  How  Composed, 
f  37.  The  General  Conference  shall  be  composed 
of  Ministerial  and  Lay  Delegates,  to  be  chosen  as 
hereinafter  provided. 
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Abticle  II.  Ministerial  Delegates,  ' 

f  38,  §  1.  Each  Annual  Conference  shall  be  entitled 
to  at  least  one  Ministerial  Delegate.  The  General 
Conference  shall  not  allow  more  than  one  Ministerial 
Delegate  for  every  fourteen  members  of  an  Annual 
Conference,  nor  less  than  one  for  every  forty-five; 
but  for  a  fraction  of  two  thirds  or  more  of  the  num- 
ber fixed  by  the  General  Conference  as  the  ratio  of 
represefitation  an  Annual  Conference  shall  be  en- 
titled to  an  additional  Delegate. 

§  2.  The  Ministerial  Delegates  shall  be  elected  by 
ballot  by  the  members  of  the  Annual  Conference  at 
its  session  Immediately  preceding  the  General' Con- 
ference. Such  Delegates  shall  be  Elders,  at  least 
twenty-five  years  of  age,  and  shall  have  been  mem- 
bers of  an  Annual  Conference  four  successive  years, 
and  at  the  time  of  their  election  and  at  the  time  of 
the  session  of  the  General  Conference  shall  be  mem- 
bers of  the  Annual  Conference  which  elected  them. 
An  Annual  Conference  may  elect  Reserve  Delegates, 
not  exceeding  three  in  number,  and  not  exceeding 
the  number  of  its  Delegates. 

§  3.  No  Minister  shall*  be  counted  twice  in  the 
same  year  in  the  basis  for  the  election  of  Delegates 
to  the  General  Conference,  nor  vote  in  such  election 
where  he  is  not  counted,  nor  vote  in  two  Conferences 
in  the  same  year  on  a  constitutional  question. 

Article  III.  Lay  Delegates. 

1[  39,  §  1.  A  Lay  Electoral   Conference   shall   be 

constituted  quadrennially,  or  whenever  duly  called 

by  the  General   Conference,  within  the  bounds  of 

each  Annual  Conference,  for  the  purpose  of  electing 
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Lay  Delegates  t(y  the  General  Ck)nference,  and  for  tbe 
purpose  of  votifig  on  constitutional  changes.  It  shall 
be  composed  of  lay  members,  one  from  each  Pastoral 
Charge  within  its  bounds,  chosen  by  the  lay  members 
of  the  Charge  over  twenty-one  years  of  age,  in  such 
manner  as  the  general  Conference  may  determine. 
Each  Pastoral  Charge  shall  also  elect  in  the  same 
manner  one  Reserve  Delegate.  Members  not  less 
than  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  holding  member- 
ship in  the  Pastoral  Charges  electing  them,  are 
eligible  to  membership  in  the  Lay  Electoral  Con- 
ference. 

§  2.  The  Lay  Electoral  Conference  shall  assemble 
at  the  seat  of  the  Annual  Conference  on  the  first 
Friday  of  the  session  immediately  preceding  the 
General  Conference,  unless  the  General  Conference 
shall  provide  otherwise. 

§  3.  The  Lay  Electoral  Conference  shall  organize 
by  electing  a  President  and  Secretary,  shall  adopt  its 
own  Rules  of  Order,  and  shall  be  the  Judge  of. 
the  election,  returns,  and  qualifications  of  its  own 
members. 

§  4.  Each  Lay  Electoral  Conference  shall  be  en- 
titled to  elect  as  many  Delegates  to  the  General  Con- 
ference as  there  are  Ministerial  Delegates  from  the 
Annual  Conference.  A  Lay  Electoral  Conference  may 
elect  Reserve  Delegates,  not  exceeding  three  in  num- 
ber, and  not  exceeding  the  number  of  its  Delegates. 
These  elections  shall  be  by  ballot. 

§  5.  Lay  members  twenty-five  years  of  age,  or  over, 
holding  membership  in  Pastoral  Charges  within  the 
bounds  of  the  Lay  Electoral  Conference,  and  having 
been  lay  members  of  the  Church  five  years  next  pre- 
ceding, shall  be  eligible  to  election  to  the  General 
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Conference.  Delegates  elect  who  cease  to  be  mepi* 
bers  of  the  Church  within  the  bounds  of  the  Lay 
Electoral  Conference  by  which  they  were  elected 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  seats  in  the  General  Con-' 
ference. 

Abticle  IV.  Credentials. 

f  40.  The  Secretaries  of  the  several  Annual  and 
Lay  Electoral  Conferences  shall  furnish  certificates 
of  election  to  the  Delegates  severally,  and  send  a 
certificate  of  such  election  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
preceding  General  Conference  immediately  after  the 
adjournment  of  said  Annual  or  Lay  Electoral  Con- 
ference. 

Abtiole  V.  Sessions, 

f  41,  §  1.  The  General  Conference  shall  meet  at 
10  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  first  Wednesday  in 
the  month  of  May,  in  every  fourth  year  from  the 
date  of  the  first  Delegated  General  Conference — 
namely,  the  year  of  our  Lord  1812 — ^and  at  such 
place  in  the  United  States  of  America  as  shall  have 
been  determined  by  the  preceding  General  Confer- 
ence, or  by  a  Commission  to  be  appointed  quadren- 
nially by  the  General  Conference,  and  acting  under 
its  authority;  which  Commission  shall  have  power 
also  in  case  of  emergency  to  change  the  place  for  the 
meeting  of  the  General  Conference,  a  majority  of  the 
General  Superintendents  concurring  in  such  change* 

§  2.  The  General  Superintendents,  or  a  majority 
of  them,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  two  thirds  of  all 
the  Annual  Conferences,  shall  have  the  power  to  call 
an  extra  session  of  the  General  Conference  at  any 
time,  constituted  in  the  usual  way;  such  session  to 
be  held  at  such  time  and  place  as  a  majority  of  the 
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General  Superintendents,  and  also  of  the  above  Com- 
miesion,  shall  designate. 

§  3.  In  case  of  a  great  emergency  two  thirds  of  the 
General  Superintendents  may  call  special  sessions  of 
the  Annuaf  Conferences,  at  such  time  and  place  as 
they  may  think  wise,  to  determine  the  question  of  an 
extra  session  of  the  General  Conference,  or  to  elect 
Delegates  thereto.  They  may  also,  in  such  cases,  call 
extra  sessions  of  the  Lay  Electoral  Conferences  for 
the  purpose  of  electing  Lay  Delegates  to  the  General 
Conference. 

Article  VI.  Presiding  Officers, 

H  42,  §  1.  The  General  Conference  shall  elect  by 
ballot  from  among  the  Traveling  Elders  as  many 
General  Superintendents  as  it  may  deem  necessary. 

§  2.  The  General  Superintendents  shall  preside  in 
the  General  Conference  in  such  order  as  they  may 
determine;  but  if  no  General  Superintendent  be  pres- 
ent, the  General  Conference  shall  elect  one  of  its 
members  to  preside  pro  tempore, 

§  3.  The  presiding  officer  of  the  General  Confer- 
ence shall  decide  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an 
appeal  to  the  General  Conference;  but  questions  of 
law  shall  be  decided  by  the  General  Conference. 

Abticlb  VII.  Organization, 
%  43.  When  the  time  for  opening  the  General  Con- 
ference arrives  the  presiding  officer  shall  take  the 
chair,  and  direct  the  Secretary  of  the  preceding  Gen- 
eral Conference,  or  in  his  absence  one  of  his  assist- 
ants, to  call  the  roll  of  the  Delegates  elect.  Those 
who  have  been  duly  returned  shall  be  recognized  as 
members,  their  certificates  of  election  being  primQ 
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facie  evidence  of  their  right  to  membership;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  in  case  of  a  challenge  of  any 
person  thus  enrolled,  such  challenge  being  signed  by 
at  least  six  Delegates  from  the  territory  of  as  many 
different  Annual  Conferences,  three  such  Delegates 
being  Ministers,  and  three  Laymen,  the  person  so 
challenged  shall  not  participate  in  the  proceedings 
of  the  General  Conference,  except  to  speak  on  his 
own  case,  until  the  question  of  his  right  shall  have 
been  decided.  The  General  Conference  shall  be  the 
Judge  of  the  election,  returns,  and  qualifications  of 
its  own  members. 

Article  VIII.  Quorum. 
H  44.  When  the  General  Conference  is  In  session 
it  shall  require  the  presence  of  two  thirds  of  the 
whole  number  of  Delegates  to  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business;  but  a  less  number 
may  take  a  recess  or  adjourn  from  day  to  day  in 
order  to  secure  a  quorum,  and  at  the  final  session 
may  approve  the  Journal,  order  the  record  of  the 
roll  call,  and  adjourn  sine  die. 

Article  IX.  Voting, 
H  45.  The  Ministerial  and  Lay  Delegates  shall 
deliberate  together  as  one  body.  They  shall  also 
vote  together  as  one  body  wjth  the  following  ex- 
ception: A  separate  vote  shall  be  taken  on  any  ques- 
tion when  requested  by  one  third  of  either  order  of 
Delegates  present  and  voting.  In  all  cases  of  sepa- 
rate voting  it  shall  require  the  concurrence  of  the 
two  orders  to  adopt  the  proposed  measure;  except 
that  for  changes  of  the  Constitution  a  vote  of  two 
thirds  of  the  General  Conference  shall  be  sufficient, 
as  provided  in  Article  XI.

Abticle  X.  Powers  and  Restrictions. 

f  46.  The  General  Conference  shall  have  full 
power  to  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the  Church 
under  the  following  limitations  and  restrictions, 
namely: 

§  1.  The  General  Conference  shall  not  revoke, 
alter,  nor  change  our  Articles  of  Religion,  nor  estab^ 
lish  any  new  standards  or  rules  of  doctrine  contrary 
to  our  present  existing  and  established  standards  of 
doctrine. 

§  2.  The  General  Conference  shall  not  organize  nor 
authorize  the  organization  of  an  Annual  Conference 
with  less  than  twenty-five  members. 

§  3.  The  General  Conference  shall  not  change  nor 
alter  any  part  or  rule  of  our  government  so  as  to  do 
away  Episcopacy,  nor  destroy  the  plan  of  our  itin- 
erant Genei'al  Superintendency;  but  may  elect  a 
Missionary  Bishop  or  Superintendent  for  any  of  our 
foreign  Missions,  limiting  his  Episcopal  jurisdiction 
to  the  same  respectively.* 

§  4.  The  General  Conference  shall  not  revoke  nor 
change  the  General  Rules  of  our  Church. 

§  5.  The  General  Conference  shall  not  deprive  our 
Ministers  of  the  right  of  trial  by  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence^ or  by  a  select  number  thereof,  nor  of  an  ap- 
peal; nor  shall  it  deprive  our  members  of  the  right 
of  trial  by  a  committee  of  members  of  our  Church, 
nor  of  an  appeal. 

§  6.  The  General  Conference  shall  not  appropriate 
the  produce  of  the  Book  Concern,  nor  of  the  Char- 
tered Fund,  to  any  purpose  other  than  for  the 
benefit     of     the     Traveling,     Supernumerary,     and

Abticle  XI.  Amendments. 
^  47.  The  concurrent  recommendation  of  two 
thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  several  Annual  Con- 
ferences present  and  voting,  and  of  two  thirds  of  all 
the  members  of  the  Lay  Electoral  Conferences  pres- 
ent and  voting,  shall  suffice  to  authorize  the  next 
ensuing  General  Conference  by  a  two-thirds  vote  to 
alter  or  amend  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Consti- 
tution excepting  §  1,  Article  X;  and  also,  whenever 
such  alteration  or  amendment  shall  have  been  first 
recommended  by  the  General  Conference  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote,  then  so  soon  as  two  thirds  of  all  the 
members  of  the  several  Annual  Confereices  present 
and  voting,  and  two  thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the 
Lay  Electoral  Conferences  present  and  voting,  shall 
have  concurred  therein,  such  alteration  or  amend- 
ment shall  take  effect;  and  the  result  of  the  vote 
shall  be  announced  by  the  General  Superintendents. 
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CHAPTER  L 

MEMBERSHIP* 


I*  Reception  on  Pfobatiofi* 

%  48.  In  order  to  prevent  improper  persons  from 
gaining  admission  into  the  Church,  and  in  order  to 
the  exercise  of  the  power  of  godly  admonition  and 
discipline: 

§  1.  Let  great  care  be  taken  in  receiving  persons 
on  Probation,  and  let  no  one  be  enrolled  as  a  Proba- 
tioner unless  he  give  satisfactory  evidence  of  an  ear- 
nest desire  to  be  saved  from  his  sins,  and  to  enjoy 
the  fellowship  of  God's  people,    f  444. 

§  2.  Let  the  Pastor  and  the  Class  Leaders  see  that 
all  persons  on  Probation  be  early  made  acquainted 
with  the  doctrines,  rules,  and  regulations  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

§  3.  Probationers  are  expected  to  conform  care- 
fully to  all  the  rules  and  usages  of  the  Church;  they 
are  entitled  to  all  its  spiritual  privileges  and  aids; 
but  they  may  not  be  members  of  the  Quarterly  Con- 
ference, nor  take  part  in  judicial  proceedings  except 
as  witnesses. 


IL  Admkdon  into  Ftdl  Membef8fil|)> 
T  4O9  f  1.  Let  no  one  be  admitted  into  Full  Mem- 
bership in  the  Church  until  he  has  been  at  least  six 
months  on  Probation,  has  been  recommended  by  the 
Leaders  and  Stewards'  Meeting,  or,  where  no  such 
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meeting  is  held,  by  his  Leader,  has  been  baptized, 
and,  on  examination  by  the  Pastor  before  the  Church, 
has  given  satisfactory  assurances  both  of  the  cor- 
rectness of  his  faith  and  of  his  willingness  to  observe 
and  keep  the  rules  of  the  Church,    f  445. 

§  2.  Nevertheless,  a  Member  in  good  standing  in 
any  Orthodox  Evangelical  Church  desiring  to  unite 
with  us  may,  on  giving  satisfactory  answers  to  the 
usual  inquiries  (H  445),  be  received  at  once  into  Full 
Membership. 

§  3.  Let  the  Pastor  and  the  Committee  on  Church 
Records  be  careful  to  see  that  the  names  of  all  per- 
sons received  into  the  Church  are  duly  recorded;  and 
the  Pastor  shall  report  at  each  Quarterly  Conference' 
all  changes  that  have  occurred  in  the  membership 
during  the  quarter.    ^  193,  §  28. 


in.  Baptized  Chlldfen  and  tlie  Cfittfciu 
IF  50.  We  hold  that  all  children,  by  virtue  of  the 
unconditional  benefits  of  the  atonement,  are  members 
of  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  therefore  graciously 
entitled  to  Baptism;  but,  as  Infant  Baptism  con- 
templates a  course  of  religious  instruction  and  dis- 
cipline, it  is  expected  of  all  parents  or  guardians 
who  present  their  children  for  Baptism  that  they 
will  use  all  diligence  in  bringing  them  up  in  con- 
formity to  the  word  of  God;  and  they  should  be 
solemnly  admonished  of  thi^  obligation,  and  ear- 
nestly exhorted  to  faithfulness  therein. 

1[  51.  We  regard  all  children  who  have  been  bap- 
tized as  placed  in  visible  covenant  relation  to  God, 
and  under  the  special  care  and  supervision  of  the 
Church. 
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f  52.  The  PaBtor  shall  make  an  accurate  register 
of  the  nanres  of  all  the  baptized  children  within  his 
pastoral  care; '  giving  the  dates  of  their  birth  and 
baptism,  the  names  of  their  parents,  and  the  places 
of  their  residence.  And  he  shall  give  a  certificate  of 
auch  registration  to  the  parents  of  all  such  children 
removing  from  his  Charge,  which  certificate  shall 
transfer  the  relation  of  said  children  to  thtf  Charge 
to  which  they  are  removed. 

^  53.  The  Pastor  shall  organize  the  baptized  chll* 
dren  of  the  Church,  wh^i  they  shall  have  reached  the 
age  of  ten  years,  or  at  an  earlier  age  when  it  ifl 
deemed  advisable,  into  Classes,  and  appoint  suitable 
Leaders  (male  or  female),  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
meet  them  in  Class  once  a  week,  and  instruct  them 
in  the  nature,  design,  and  obli^tions  of  Baptism, 
and  in  the  truths  of  religion  necessary  to  make 
them  "wise  unto  salvation";  to  urge  them  to  give 
regular  attendance  upon  the  means  of  grace;  to 
advise,  exhort,  and  encourage  them  to  an  immediate 
consecration  of  their  hearts  and  lives  to  God,  and  to 
inquire  into  the  state  of  their  religious  experience; 
provided,  that  unbaptized  children  shall  not  be  ex- 
cluded from  these  Classes. 

f  54.  Whenever  baptized  children  shall  under- 
stand the  obligations  of  religion,  and  shall  give  evi- 
dence of  piety,  they  may  be  admitted  into  Full  Mem- 
bership in  the  Church,  on  the  recommendation  of  a 
Leader  with  whom  they  have  met  at  least  six  months 
in  -Class,  upon  publicly  assenting  before  the  Church 
to  the  Baptismal  Covenant,  and  also  to  the  usual 
questions  on  Doctrines  and  Discipline.    ^  445. 

t  55.  Whenever  a  baptized  child  shall,  by  or- 
phanage or  otherwise,  become  deprived  of  Christian 
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guardianship,  the  Pastor  shall  ascertain  and  report 
to  the  Leaders  and  Stewards'  Meeting  the  facts  in 
the  case;  and  such  provision  shall  be  made  for  the 
Christian  training  of  the  child  as  the  circumstances 
of  the  case  admit  and  require. 


IV*  Transfer  of  Membcrsliip  by  Gertifkate* 

H  56,  §  1.  An  acceptable  Member  of  the  Church 
desiring  to  remove  his  membership  from  one  Pas- 
toral Charge  to  another  is  entitled  to  a  Certificate 
from  the  Pastor,  or,  if  there  is  no  Pastor,  from  the 
Presiding  Elder,  in  the  following  form: 

"This  certifies  that  A,  B.,  the  hearer,  is  an  accept- 
able Member  of  the  Methodist  Episco- 

pal  Church  in    and  is  affectionately 

commended  to  the  fellowship  of  the 

Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  ,  or 

in  any  other  place  where  he  may  take  up  his  resi- 
dence. When  admitted  to  another  Church  his  rela- 
tion to  this  Church  toill  cease,*' 

A  footnote  shall  be  subjoined  to  the  Certificate  as 
follows: 

Note.— This  Is  not  a  letter  of  dismissal,  and  does  not  terminate  the 
connection  of  the  Member  with  the  Church  which  gives  it. 

§  2.  When  a  Pastor  shall  have  received  a  Member 
on  said  Certificate,  he  shall  notify  the  Pastor  of  the 
Church  from  which  it  was  issued  in  the  following 
form: 

"Yott  are  hereby  notified  that  A,  B.  has  been  duly 
enrolled  as  a  Member' of  this  Church  upon  a  Certifi- 
cate issued  from  the  Church  of  which  you  are  Pas- 
tor,  and  signed  by  " 

§  3.  This  Certificate  of  Church  Membership  shall 
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not  be  valid  for  a  longer  period  than  one  year;  but 
if  for  any  cause  it  bas  been  impracticable  to  present 
ft  to  another  Church  within  that  time,  it  should  be 
renewed  by  the  Pastor  of  the  Church  from  which  it 
was  issued. 

§  4.  During  the  time  in  which  a  Member  shall 
hold  a  Certificate  his  membership  shall  be  in  the 
Church  which  issued  said  Certificate;  and  if  charges 
are  presented  against  him  during  this  time,  he  can- 
not avoid  trial  thereon  before  said  Church  by  pre- 
senting the  Certificate  to  another  Church.  But 
when  a  Member  shall  have  been  duly  received  on 
Certificate  by  any  Church  he  shall  be  responsible  to 
such  Church  for  his  previous  conduct. 

§  5.  The  Pastor  shall  inform  Members  about  to 
change  their  residence  that  without  a  Certificate  of 
Membership  they  will  not  be  received  as  Members  of 
the  Church  in  another  place;  and  shall  also  inform 
them  of  the  period  during  which  such  Certificate 
will  be  valid,  and  of  the  conditions  under  which,  if 
it  haa  become  invalid,  it  may  be  renewed. 

§  6.  The  Pastor  who  gives  a  Certificate  shall,  if 
practicable,  give  notice  of  the  fact  to  the  Pastor  of 
the  Charge  to  which  the  Member  receiving  the  Cer- 
tificate shall  have  removed.  If  a  Member  of  the 
Church  shall  remove  from  a  Charge  without  apply- 
ing for  a  Certificate  of  Membership,  the  Pastor  of 
such  Charge  shall,  if  practicable,  inform  the  Pastor 
of  the  Charge  within  whose  bounds  said  Member  has 
taken  up  his  residence. 

§  7.  If  the  residence  of  the  Member  who  has  thus 
removed  cannot  be  ascertained  for  one  year,  the 
words  "Removed  without/  Certificate"  shall  be  writ- 
ten against  his  name  in  the  Record  of  Church  Mem- 
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bership;  and  such  name  shall  not  be  counted  in  the 
returns  of  statistics.  But  membership  in  the  Church 
can  be  terminated  only  by  the  withdrawal,  expul- 
sion, or  death  of  the  Member.  Any  Member  of  our 
Church  having  united  with  another  Denomination, 
without  a  Note  of  Recommendation,  shall  be  re- 
corded as  "Withdrawn." 

§  8.  A  Certificate  of  Membership  may  not  be  re- 
fused, if  demanded  by  a  Member  removing  his  resi- 
dence, except  for  reasons  that  Justify  and  require 
judicial  proceedings  against  such  Member. 

§  9.  A  Certificate  of  Membership  shall  not  be 
given  unless  a  change  of  the  place  of  holding  mem- 
bership is  actually  intended. 

§  10.  A  Pastor  may  give  a  Note  of  Recommenda- 
tion to  any  Member  who  wishes  to  unite  with  any 
other  Evangelical  Denomination. 

§  11.  When  any  Member  in  good  standing  pro< 
poses  to  withdraw  from  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  he  shall  communicate  his  purpose  in  writing 
to  the  Pastor  of  the  Church.  On  receiving  such  no- 
tice of  withdrawal,  the  Pastor  shall  enter  the  fact 
of  withdrawal  upon  the  Record  of  Church  Member- 
ship; and  such  withdrawal  cannot  be  retracted  ex- 
cept by  consent  of  the  Pastor  and  the  Quarterly 
Conference. 

§  12.  Whenever  a  Pastor  is  appointed  to  another 
Charge  he  may  complete  the  record  of  his  Pastorate 
by  entering  in  the  Church  Record  opposite  the 
names  of  the  members  of  his  family  who  are  Church 
Members:     "Member  of  Pastor's  family  transferred 

to ;"  and  enter  the  names  on  the  Record  of 

his  new  Charge  with  the  note:  "Member  of  Pas- 
tor's family  transferred  from   " 
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V.  Classes  and  Class  Meetings* 

If  57.  The  design  of  the  organization  of  Classes 
and  the  appointment  of  Leaders  Is, 

§  1.  To  establish  a  system  of  pastoral  oversight 
that  shall  effectively  reach  every  Member  of  the 
Church. 

§  2u  To  establish  and  keep  up  a  meeting  for  social 
and  religious  worship,  for  instruction,  encourage- 
ment, and  admonition,  that  shall  be  a  profitable 
naeans  of  grace  to  our  people. 

§  3.  To  aid  when  desired,  in  carrying  out  the 
Financial  Plan  of  the  Church.    If  284. 

f  58.  The  primary  object  of  distributing  the 
Members  of  the  Church  into  Classes  is  to  secure  the 
sub-pastoral  oversight  made  necessary  by  our  itin- 
erant economy.    In  order  to  secure  this  oversight, 

§  1.  Let  the  Classes,  wherever  practicable,  be  com- 
posed of  not  more  than  twenty  persons,  and  let  the 
Leader  report  at  each  Quarterly  Conference  the  con- 
dition of  his  Class  as  follows: 

1.  Number  of  Members  in  his  Class. 

2.  Number  of  Probationers. 

3.  Average  attendance. 

4.  Number  habitually  absent 

5.  Number  of  Class  Meetings  held 

6.  Number  who  contribute  to  the  support  of  the 
Church. 

7.  Number  of  visits  made. 

8.  Number  of  heads  of  families  in  the  Class,  and 
how  many  of  them  observe  family  worship. 

9.  Number  of  Church  papers  taken  by  Class 
Members. 

10.  Miscellaneous  matters. 
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§  2.  Let  each  Leader  be  careful  to  inquire  how 
every  Member  of  his  Class  prospers;  not  only  how 
each  person  outwardly  observes  the  Rules,  but  also 
how  he  grows  in  the  knowledge  and  love  of  God. 

§  3.  Let  the  Leaders  converse  with  their _  Pastors 
frequently  and  freely. 

If  59.  In  order  to  render  our  Class  Meetings  In- 
teresting and  profitable,  let  the  Pastor,  1.  Remove 
improper  Leaders.  2.  See  that  all  the  Leaders  be  of 
sound  judgment  and  truly  devoted  to  God. 

If  60.  In  the  arrangement  of  Class  Meetings  two 
or  more  Classes  may  meet  together,  and  be  conducted 
according  to  such  plan  as  shall  be  agreed  upon  by 
the  Leaders  in  concurrence  with  the  Pastor. 

%  61.  Let  care  be  observed  that  they  do  not  fall 
into  formality  through  the  use  of  a  uniform  method. 
Let  speaking  be  voluntary  or  the  exercises  conversa- 
tional, the  Leader  taking  such  measures  as  may  best 
assist  in  making  the  services  fresh,  spiritual,  and  of 
permanent  religious  profit. 

%  62.  Let  the  Leaders  be  directed  to  such  a  coarse 
of  reading  and  study  as  shall  best  qualify  them  for 
their  work.  Especially  let  such  books  be  recom- 
mended as  will  tend  to  increase  their  knowledge 
of  the  Scriptures  and  make  them  familiar  with 
those  passages  best  adapted  to  Christian  education. 
Whenever  practicable  let  the  Pastors  examine  the 
Leaders  in  the  studies  recommended.

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CHAPTER  IL 
SPECIAL  ADVICES. 


L  I  €snpcnuicc* 


1[  63.  Temperance,  In  its  broader  meaning,  is  dis- 
tinctively a  Christian  virtue,  enjoined-  In  the  Holy 
Scriptures.  It  ini^liB^-'a"  gul)ordination  of  all  the 
emotion8,^«.9flSsTons,  and  appetites  to  the  control  of 
^'^^''^^^f^^j^**^^"*'^'^  Dietetically,  it  means  a  wise 
use  of  suitable  articles  of  food  and  drink,  with  en- 
tire abstinence  from  such  as  are  known  t»  be  hurt- 
ful. Both  science  and  human  experience  agree  with 
the  Holy  Scriptures  in  condemning  all  alcoholic  bev- 
erages as  being  neither  useful  nor  safe.  The  busi- 
ness of  manufacturing  and  of  vending  such  liquors 
is  also  against  the  principles  of  morality,  political 
economy,  and  the  public  welfare.  We  therefore  re- 
gard voluntary  total  abstinence  from  all  intoxicants 
as  the  true  ground  of  personal  temperance,  and  com- 
plete legal  prohibition  of  the  traffic  in  alcoholic 
drinks  as  the  duty  of  civil  government.  We  heart- 
ily approve  of  all  lawful  and  Christian  efforts  to 
save  society  from  the  manifold  and  grievous  evils 
resulting  from  intemperance,  and  earnestly  advise 
.our  people  to  cooperate  in  all  measures  which  may 
seem  to  them  wisely  adapted  to  secure  that  end.  We 
refer  to  our  General  Rule  on  this  subject  (f  30), 
and  affectionately  urge  its  strict  observance  by  all 
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our  Members.  Finally,  we  are  fully  persuaded  that, 
under  God,  hope  for  the  ultimate  success  of  the  Tem- 
perance Reform  rests  chiefly  upon  the  combined  and 
sanctified  influence  of  the  Family,  the  Church,  and 
the  State. 


IL  Dress* 

H  64.  Let  all  our  people  be  exhorted  to  conform 
to  the  ^pirit  of  the  apostolic  precept,  not  to  adorn 
themselves  "with  gold,  or  pearls,  or  costly  array" 
(1  Tim.  ii,  S). 


nL  Marriage* 

f  65,  §  1.  We  do  not  prohibit  our  people  from 
marrying  persons  who  are  not  of  our  Church,  pro- 
vided such  persons  have  the  form,  and  are  seeking 
the  power,  of  godliness;  but  we  are  determined  to 
discourage  their  marrying  persons  who  do  not  come 
.  up  to  this  description.  Many- of  our  Members  have 
married  unatoakened  persons.  This  has  produced 
bad  effects;  they  have  been  either  hindered  for  life, 
or  have  turned  back  to  perdition. 

§  2.  To  discourage  such  marriages,  1.  Let  every 
Minister  publicly  enforce  the  Apostle's  caution,  "Be 
ye  not  unequally  yoked  together  with  unbelievers" 
(2  Cor.  vi,  14).  2.  Let  all  be  exhorted  to  take  no 
step  in  so  weighty  a  matter  without  advising  with 
the  more  serious  of  their  brethren. 

§  3.  In  general  a  woman  ought  not  to  marry  with- 
out the  consent  of  her  parents.  Yet  there  may  be 
exceptions.  For  if,  1.  A  woman  believe  it  to  be  her 
duty  to  marry;  if,  2.  Her  parents  absolutely  refuse 
to  let  her  marry  any  Christian:  then  she  may,  nay,

ought  to  marry  without  their  consent.  Yet  even 
then  a  Methodist  Minister  ought  not  to  be  married 
to  her. 


IV,  Divorce. 
t  66.  No  divorce,  except  for  adultery,  shall  be  re- 
garded by  the  Church  as  lawful;  and  no  Minister 
shall  solemnize  marriage  in  any  case  where  there  is 
a  divorced  wife  or  husband  living;  but  this  rule 
shall  not  be  applied  to  the  innocent  party  to  a 
divorce  for  the  cause  of  adultery,  nor  to  divorced 
parties  seeking  to  be  reunited  in  marriage. 


V#  Slavery. 
K  67.  We  declare  that  we  are  as  much  as  ever 
convinced  of  the  great  evil  of  Slavery.  We  believe 
that  the  buying,  selling,  or  holding  of  human  beings, 
to  be  used  as  chattels,  is  contrary  to  the  laws  of 
God  and  nature,  and  Inconsistent  with  the  Golden 
Rule,  and  with  that  Rule  in  our  Discipline  which 
requires  all  who  desire  to  continue  among  us  to  "do 
no  harm,"  and  to  "avoid  evil  of  every  kind."  We 
therefore  affectionately  admonish  all  our  Ministers 
and  people  to  keep  themselves  pure  from  this  great 
evil,  and  to  seek  its  extirpation  by  all  lawful  and 
Christian  means.    ^ 


VL  Amusements* 
%  68.  Improper  amusements  and  excessive  indul- 
gence In  innocent  amusements  are  serious  barriers 
to  the  beginning  of  the  religious  life  and  fruitful 
causes  of  spiritual  decline.     Some  amusements  in 
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common  use  are  also  positively  demoralizing  and 
furnish  the  first  easy  steps  to  the  total  loss  of  char 
acter.  We  therefore  look  with  deep  concern  on  th€ 
great  increase  of  amusements  and  on  the  genera) 
prevalence  of  harmful  amusements,  and  lift  up  a 
solemn  note  of  warning  and  entreaty  particularly 
against  theater-going,  dancing,  and  such  games  of 
chance  as  are  frequently  associated  with  gambling; 
all  of  which  have  been  found  to  be  antagonistic  to 
vital  piety,  promotive  of  worldliness,  and  especially 
pernicious  to  youth.  We  affectionately  admonish  all 
our  people  to  make  their  amusements  the  subject  ol 
careful  thought  and  frequent  prayer,  to  study  th6 
subject  of  amusements  in  the  light  of  their  tenden^ 
cies,  and  to  be  scrupulously  careful  in  this  matter  to 
set  no  injurious  example.  We  adjure  them  to  re- 
member that  the  question  for  a  Christian  must  often 
be,  not  whether  a  certain  course  of  action  is  posl* 
tively  immoral,  but  whether  it  will  dull  the  spirit* 
ual  life  and  be  an  unwise  example.  We  enjoin  on 
all  our  Bishops,  Presiding  Elders,  and  Pastors  to 
call  attention  to  this  subject  with  solemn  urgency 
in  our  Annual  and  Quarterly  Conferences  and  in  all 
our-  pulpits;  and  on  our  Editors,  Sunday  school 
Officers,  Ep worth  League  Officers,  and  Class  Leaders, 
to  aid  in  abating  the  evils  we  deplore.  We  deem 
it  our  bounden  duty  to  summon  the  whole  Church 
to  apply  a  thoughtful  and  instructed  conscience  to 
the  choice  of  amusements,  and  not  to  leave  them  to 
accident  or  taste  or  passion;  and  we  affectionately 
advise  and  beseech  every  Member  of  the  Church 
absolutely  to  avoid  "the  taking  such  diversions  as 
cannot  be  used  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus." 
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Note.— The  Methodist  Eplaoopal  Church  and  the  Methodist  EplBcoital 
Church,  Seath,  have  established  a  Common  Order  of  Worship  as  given 
below.  Other  Methodist  bodies  have  been  invited  to  Join  in  the  use  of  iU

CHAPTER  IL 

ANNUAL  CONFERENCES 

If  71,  §  1.  There  are  now  one  hundred  and  thirty 
Annual  Conferences,  and  these  shall  severally  be- 
come  bodies  corporate,  wherever  practicable,  under 
the  authority  of  the  laws  of  the  States  and  Tcrrrltorles 
within  whose  bounds  they  are  located. 

§  2.  For  the  pur^se  of  representation  on  the  Book 
Committee  and  on  the  General  Committees  for  Mis- 
sions, for  Church  Extension,  and  for  Freedmen's  Aid 
and  Southern  Education,  the  Annual  Conferences 
shall  be  grouped  into  as  many  General  Conference 
Districts  as  the  General  Conference  may  from  time 
to  time  direct. 

If  72*  All  Members  of  an  Annual  Conference  and 
those  on  Trial  therein  shall  attend  its  sessions. 

f  73.  The  Bishops  shall  appoint  the  times  for  hold- 
ing the  Annual  Conferences;  but  they  shall  allow 
each  Annual  Conference  to  sit  one  week  at  least 

If  74.  Each  Annual  Conference  shall  ^.ppoint  the 
place  of  its  own  session;  but  should  it  become  neces- 
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sary,  from  any  unforeseen  cause,  to  change  the  place 
of  its  session  after  it  has  been  fixed  by  the  Confer- 
ence, the  Pastor  or  Pastors  in  the  place  where  the 
Conference  was  appointed  to  be  held,  and  the  Presid- 
ing Elder  of  the  District,  shall  have  power  to  make 
such  change.  But  this  authority  shall  not  be  exer- 
cised without  first  consulting  the  other  Presiding 
Elders  of  the  Conference  so  far  as  practicable. 

IT  75.  A  Bishop  shall  preside  in  the  Annual  Con- 
ference. In  case  no  Bishop  is  present,  a  Member  of 
the  Conference,  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  shall  pre- 
side. But  if  no  appointment  is  made,  or  the  person 
appointed  does  not  attend,  the  Conference  shall  elect 
a  President  by  ballot  from  among  the  Elders  without 
debate. 

If  76.  A  record  of  the  proceedings  of  each  Annual 
Conference  shall  be  kept  by  a  Secretary  chosen  for 
the  purpose,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  President 
and  Secretary;  and  a  copy  of  said  record  shall  be 
sent  to  the  General  Conference.

§  1.  Each  Annual  Conference  shall  appoint  a  Sta- 
tistical Secretary  and  a  Conference  Treasurer,  whose 
names  and  addresses  shall  be  printed  in  the  General 
Minutes  at  the  head  of  ittf  Statistical  Tables. 

§  2.  On  the  first  day  of  the  Conference  session, 
each  Pastor  shall  present  his  Statistical  and  Finan- 
cial Reports  correctly  and  plainly  written,  all  collec- 
tions and  other  moneys  being  reported  in  dollars 
only,  without  fractions  thereof. 

§  3.  In  connection  with  his  report  of  the  amount 
collected  for  each  of  our  benevolent  causes,  the  Pas- 
tor shall  deliver  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  either 
the  money  thus  raised  or  a  satisfactory  voucher  for 
the  same;  and  the  credit  given  to  his  Charge  shall 
exactly  correspond  with  the  money  and  vouchers 
thus  delivered. 

§  4.  At  the  opening  of  the  second  day's  session  the 
Bishop  presiding  shall  call  upon  the  Statistical  Sec- 
retary and  the  Conference  Treasurer  respectively  to 
read  the  names  of  all  Charges  from  which  reports 
have  not  been  received,  or  from  which  incorrect  or 
defective  reports  have  been  made.  This  call  shall 
be  made  at  the  beginning  of  each  day's  session 
until  correct  reports  have  been  received  from  every 
Charge. 

§  5.  In  case  any  Charge  fails  to  make  a  report  the 
Statistical  Secretary  shall  fill  up  the  blanks  from  the 
report  of  the  preceding  year,  omitting  the  collections; 
and  he  shall  indicate  such  filling  up  by  putting  the 
^gures  in  brackets. 

§  6.  When  the  name  of  a  Charge  has  been  changed 
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the  Statistical  Secretary  ehall  oanse  the  former 
name  to  be  printed  in  a  parenthesis  under  the  pres- 
ent one.  '^ 

§  7.  The  Statistical  Secretary  and  the  Canference 
Treasurer  shall  compare  the  reports  of  collections 
made  for  the  Statistical  Tables  with  the  accounts  of 
money  and  vouchers  received  by  the  Treasure?,  so 
that  discrepancies,  if  any  shall  be  found,  may  be  cor- 
rected before  publication. 

S  8.  The  Conference  Treasurer  shall  receive  and 
account  for  such  other  moneys,  additional  to  the 
regular  benevolent  collections,  as  the  Conference  may 
direct;  and  a  Committee,  appointed  by  the  Confer- 
ence, shall  audit  his  accounts. 

§  9.  The  Publishing  Agents  shall  provide,  1.  Statis- 
tical Blanks  for  the  Pastor  and  the  Statistical  Sec- 
retary; 2.  Blank  "Financial  Report"  for  each  Pastor, 
with  suitable  "Envelopes"  also  printed  in  blank; 
8.  Qlanks  for  the  Treasurer's  Accounts. 

i  10.  When  the  provisions  of  §  3  shall  have  been 
complied  with,  the  Conference  Treasurer  shall  return 
the  "Financial  Report"  to  the  Pastor  with  the  word 
''Credited"  either  written  or  stamped  over  the  Treas- 
urer's signature  as  a  voucher  for  the  Quarterly  Con- 
ference of  the  contributing  Charge.

The  Composition,  Organization,  and  Powers  of  the  Lay  Flectoral  Con- 
ference are  set  forth  in  the  Constitution  of  the.  Church.  Division  III, 
Part  II,  Article  UI,  T  80. 

Election  of  Dekgatei* 
f  86.  The  first  Quarterly  Conference  of  each 
Charge  for  the  Conference  year,  within  which  a 
Lay  Electoral  Conference  is  to  be  convened,  shall 
appoint  one  Judge  of  Election  and  two  Tellers,  who 
shall  constitute  the  Election  Board  of  the  Charge; 
provided  the  said  Charge  be  composed  of  but  one 
Church.  The  Election  Board  shall  fix  the  time  and 
place  for  the  holding  of  an  election  for  one  Lay  Dele- 
gate to  the  Lay  Electoral  Conference,  and  one  Re- 
serve Delegate,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Division  III  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Church.  It 
shall  see  that  suitable  public  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  the  election  shall  be  given,  public  announce- 
ment of  the  same  being  made  at  least  two  regular 
preaching  services,  on  different  days,  within  one 
month  immediately  preceding  the  election.  It  shall 
take  charge  of  the  election,  receive  and  count  the 
1)allots,  declare  the  results,  and  give  to  the  persons 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  each  place 
certificates  of  their  election.  In  every  Charge  which 
consists  of  more  than  one  Church,  or  Society,  the 
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Quarterly  Conference  shall  appoint  a  Judge  of  Elec- 
tion and  two  Tellers  for  each  of  such  Churches,  or 
Societies,  and  each  of  such  Boards  shall  proceed  as  is 
above  provided  for  the  Election  Board  of  a  single 
Church.  The  Judges  of  Election  in  such  cases  shall 
constitute  a  Returning  Board  for  the  Charge,  and 
shall  meet  as  soon  as  convenient  after  the  elections 
shall  have  been  held,  shall  canvass  the  returns,  de- 
clare the  result,  and  issue  certificates  of  election  a& 
Delegate  and  Reserve  Delegate  to  the  persons  receiv- 
ing the  highest  i^umber  of  votes.  The  officers  issuing 
the  certificate  shall  certify  the  result  of  the  ballot 
without  delay  to  the  Secretary  of  the  preceding  Lay 
Electoral  Conference  or  any  other  person  designated 
by  said  Conference  to  prepare  the  roll  of  the  ensu- 
ing Lay  Electoral  Conference.  Said  certificate  shall 
contain  the  name  of  the  Delegate  and  Reserve  elected, 
and  the  post  office  of  each  and  name  of  the  Pastoral 
Charge. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

MISSION  CONFERENCES- 
f  M,  §  1.  Any  Mission  established  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Discipline  i%^  365,  356)  may  be  con- 
stituted a  Mission  Conference  by  the  General  Con- 
ference. 

§  2.  A  Mission  Conference  is  authorized  to  exer- 
cise the  powers  of  an  Annual  Conference  (Hf  71-84), 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Presiding  Bishop,  and 
its  Members  shall  share  pro  rata  in  the  proceeds  of 
the  Book  Concern  with  Members  of  the  Annual  Con- 
ferences, but  shall  not  elect  Delegates  to  the  General 
Conference  nor  vote  on  Constitutional  changes. 
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§  3.  The  Bishop  having  Episcopal  supervision  of 
a  Mission  Conference  may  appoint  a  Superintendent, 
who  may  also  be  the  Presiding  Elder  of  a  District 
where  there  are  two  or  more  Districts.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  to  take  the  general 
supervision  of  the  Conference,  and  yet  not  so  as  to 
interfere  with  the  duties  of  the  Presiding  Eiders,  and 
to  represent  the  state  of  the  work  and  its  needs  to 
the  Bishop  having  charge,  and  to  tb«  Corresponding 
Secretaries  of  the  Missionary  Society. 

§  4.  If  there  is  no  Bishop  present  at  an  Annual 
Session  of  a  Mission  Conference  the  Superintendent 
shall  preside;  but  if  there  is  no  Superintendent  pres- 
ent  the  ..presidency  shall  be  determined  as  ;n  an  An- 
nual Conference.    If. 75. 

§  5.  Each  Mission  Conference  at  its  Annual  Ses- 
sion shall  appoint  a  Standing  Committee,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  President  of 
the  Conference,  to  make  an  estimate  of  the  amount 
necessary  for  the  support  of  ecich  Pastoral  Charge,  in 
full,  or  supplementary  to  the  amount  raised  by  the 
Charge  thus  aided;  such  estimates  shall  be  subject  to 
modification  by  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Mis- 
sionary Society,  and  in  the  aggregate  shall  not  ex- 
ceed the  amount  appropriated  by  the  General  Mis- 
sionary Committee;  and  the  amount  to  be  expended 
in  a  Mission  Conference  shall  be  paid  in  quarterly 
installments  to  the  Superintendent,  or  to  the  Pre- 
siding Elders  where  there  is  no  Superintendent. 

§  6.  Any  Charge  within  a  Missipn  Conference  may 
receive  aid  from  the  Missionary  Society  without  hav- 
ing been  designated  in  the  estimates  made  by  the 
CoBfereiLce  at  its  Annual  Meeting. 
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CHAPTER  V. 

CENTRAL  MISSION  CX»NFEE^£NCE& 

IT  87.  When  in  any  of  our  foreign  Miaeion  fieldfl 
there  is  more  than  one  Annual  Conference  or  Mis- 
sion, it  shall  be  lawful,  by  order  of  the  General  Con- 
ference, to  organize  a  Central  Conference,  to  be 
composed  either  of  all  the  Members  of  those  Annual 
Conferences  or  Missions,  or  of  Delegates  from  the 
same,  elected  according  to  such  ratio  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  between  the  constituent  parties,  who 
may  also  provide  for  the  admission  of  Laymen  to 
such  Conference,  the  number  of  Lay  Delegates  not 
to  exceed  that  of  the  Clerical  Delegates. 

§  1.  The  first  meeting  of  the  Central  Conference 
shall  be  called  by  the  Bishop  in  charge,  at  such-  time 
and  place  as  he  may  select,  to  which  all  the  Members 
of  the  Conferences  and  Missions  concerned  shall  be 
invited,  and  at  which  a  ratio  of  representation  shall 
be  fixed  by  the  Conference.  The  time  and  place  of 
future  meetings  shall  be  determined  by  the  Confer- 
ence; provided,  that  it  shall  meet  at  least  once  in 
four  years. 

§  2.  A  Bishop,  if  present,  shall  preside  over  the 
Conference;  but  in  his  absence  the  Conference  shall 
elect  a  President  from  among  its  own  members. 

f  3.  This  Conference  may  take  under  its  super- 
vision the  educational,  publishing,  and  such  other 
connectional  interests  and  work  ad*  may  be  committed 
to  it  by  the  Annual  Conferences  and  Missions;  but 
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never  in  contravention  of  the  Book  of  Discipline,  or 
the  orders  of  the  General  Conference;  and  it  shaU 
have  no  authority  to  involve  the  Missionary  Society 
in  any  financial  responsibility,  nor  to  hold  or  control 
the  property  of  the  Society  without  the  official  pet- 
mission  of  said  Society. 

i  4.  In  the  Central  Conference  the  right  shall  be 
reserved  to  vote  by  Conferences  or  Missions  when- 
ever the  Delegations  from  one  third  of  the  several 
Gimferences  or  Missions  represented  shall  so  demand. 
In  such  cases  the  concurrent  vote  of  the  Delegations 
from  two  thirds  of  all  the  Conferences  and  Missions 
present  and  voting  shall  be  necessary  to  complete  an 
action. 

8  6.  A  Central  Conference  may  fix  the  boundaries 
of  the  Annual  Conferences  within  its  bounds,  pro* 
posals  for  changes  being  first  submitted  to  the  An- 
nual Conferences  concerned  as  prescribed  in  Tif  435- 
437;  provided,  however,  that  the  number  of  Annual 
Conferences  which  may  be  organized  within  the 
bounds  of  a  Central  Conference  shall  first  have  been 
determined  by  the  General.  Conference;  and  provided, 
further,  that  no  Conference  shall  be  organized  with 
less  than  twenty-five  members. 

8  6.  When  a  Central  Conference  has  been  duly  or- 
ganized the  organization  shall  not  be  discontinued 
except  by  order  or  consent  of  the  General  Conference. 

8  7.  The  Journal  of  the  proceedings  of  this  Cen- 
tral Conference,  duly  signed  by  the  President  and 
Secretary,  shall  be  sent  to  the  General  Conference  for 
its  consideration. 
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CHAPTER  VI. 
DISTRICT  CONFERENCES. 

^  88.  The  District  Conference  shall  be  composed  of 
the  Traveling  Ministers,  the  Local  Preachers,  the  Bx- 
horters,  and  the  District  Stewards  within  the  Dis- 
trict, together  with  one  Sunday  School  Superintend- 
ent; one  President  of  an  Epworth  League  Chapter, 
one  President  of  a  Ladies'  Aid  Society,  and  one  Class 
Leader  from  each  Pastoral  Charge  in  the  District.

§  3.  To  inquire  whether  all  the  collections  for  the 
benevolent  institutions  of  the  Church,  as  recognized 
by  the  Discipline,  are  properly  attended  to  in  all  the 
Pastoral  Charges,  and  to  adopt  suitable  measures  for 
promoting  their  success. 

i  4.  To  inquire  into  the  condition  of  the  Sunday 
Schools  in  the  District,  and  to  adopt  suitable  meas- 
ures for  insuring  their  success. 

§  5.  To  inquire  into  the  conditioiTof  the  Epworth 
League  Chapters  in  the  District,  and  to  adopt  suitable 
measures  for  insuring  their  success. 

§  6.  To  inquire  into  the  condition  of  the  Ladies* 
Aid  Societies  in  the  District,  and  to  adopt  suitable 
measures  for  insuring  their  success. 

§  7.  To  inquire  respecting  opportunities  for  Mis- 
sionary and  Church  Extension  enterprises  within  the 
District,  and  to  take  measures  for  the  occupation  of 
any  neglected  portion  of  its  territory  by  Mission 
Sunday  Schools,  and  by  appointments  for  Public 
Worship. 

§  8.  To  provide  for  appropriate  religious  and  liter- 
ary exercises  during  the  session,  for  the  mutual 
benefit  of  those  in  attendance.

CHAPTER  IX 
THE  OtnOAL  BOARD. 


If  102.  The  Quarterly  Conference  of  any  Charge 
may  organize  and  continue  during  its  pleasure  an 
Official  Board,  to  be  composed  of  all  the  members  of 
the  Quarterly  Conference.  In  the  case  of  circuits  the 
Quarterly  Conference  may  organize,  and  continue 
during  its  pleasure.  Official  Boards  for  the  several 
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appointments  of  the  Charge,  such  Official  Boards  to 
be  composed  of  the  members  of  the  Quarterly  Con- 
ference attached  to  the  respective  appointments.  The 
Official  Board  may  hold  its  meetings  at  such  times 
as  it  may  determine,  and  shall  be  presided  over  by 
the  Pastor,  or,  In  his  absence,  by  a  chairman  elected 
by  the  meeting.  When  so  organized  the  Official 
Board  may  discharge  such  duties  as  the  Quarterly 
Conference  may  from  time  to  time  direct,  including 
those  of  the  Leaders  and  Stewards'  Meeting.  The 
Board  shall  keep  a  record  of  its  proceedings,  and 
send  the  same  to  the  fourth  Quarterly  Conference 
for  approval. 
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CHAPTER  I. 
QUAUnCATIONS  AND  VORK. 


L  Tht  Can  to  Preacfu 


^  103.  In  order  that  we  may  try  those  persons 
who  profess  to  be  moved  by  the  Holy  Ghost  to  preach, 
let  the  following  questions  be  asked,  namely: 

§  1.  Do  they  know  God  as  a  pardoning  God?  Have 
they  the  love  of  God  abiding  in  them?  Do  they  de- 
sire nothing  but  God?  Are  they  holy  in  all  manner 
of  conversation? 

§  2.  Have  they  gifts,  as  well  as  grace,  for  the  work? 
Have  they,  in  some  tolerable  degree,  a  clear,  sound 
understanding;  a  right  judgment  in  the  things  of 
God;  a  jUst  conception  of  salvation  by  faith?  Has 
God  given  them  any  degree  of  utterance?  Do  they 
speak  justly,  readily,  clearly? 

§  3.  Have  any  been  truly  convinced  of  sin  and  con- 
verted to  God,  and  are  believers  edified,  by  their 
preaching? 

As  long  as  these  marks  concur  in  anyone,  we  be- 
lieve he  is  called  of  God  to  preach.  These  we  receive 
as  sufllcient  proof  that  he  is  moved  by  the  Holy 
Ghost. 


IL  Rules  for  a  Preachef^s  G>^tfct* 
If  lO^w  Rule  1.  Be  diligent.    Never  be  unemployed. 
Never  be  triflingly  employed.     Never  trifle  away 
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time;  neither  spend  any  more  time  at  any  place  than 
is  strictly  necessary. 

f  105.  Rule  2.  Be  serious.  Let  your  motto  be, 
"Holiness  to  the  Lord."  Avoid  all  lightness.  Jesting, 
and  foolish  talking. 

If  106.  Rule  3.  Converse  sparingly,  and  conduct 
yourself  prudently  with  women  (1  Tim.  v,  2). 

If  107.  Rule  4.  Believe  evil  of  no  one  without  good 
evidence;  unless  you  see  it  done  take  heed  how  you 
credit  it  Put  the  best  construction  on  everything. 
You  know  the  Judge  is  always  supposed  to  be  on  the 
prisoner's  side. 

If  108.  Rule  5.  Speak  evil  of  no  one,  because  your 
word,  especially,  would  eat  as  doth  a  canker.  Keep 
your  thoughts  within  your  own  breast  till  you  come 
to  the  person  concerned. 

T  109.  Rule  6.  Tell  everyone  under  your  care 
what  you  think  wrong  in  his  conduct  and  temper,  and 
that  lovingly  and  plainly,  as  soon  as  may  be;  else  it 
will  fester  in  your  heart.  Make  all  haste  to  cast  the 
fire  out  of  your  bosom. 

^110.  Rule  7.  Avoid  all  affectation.  A  Preacher 
of  the  Gospel  is  the  servant  of  all. 

H  111.  Rule  8.  Be  ashamed  of  nothing  but  sin. 

If  112.  Rule  9.  Be  punctual.  Do  everything  ex- 
actly at  the  time.  And  do  not  mend  our  rules, 
but  keep  them;  not  for  wrath,  but  for  conscience' 
sake. 

^  113.  Rule  10.  Tou  have  nothing  to  do  but  to  save 
souls;  therefore  spend  and  be  spent  in  this  work;  and 
go  always  not  only  to  those  that  want  you,  but  to 
those  that  want  you  most. 

Observe!  it  Is  not  your  business  only  to  preach  so 
many  times,  and  to  take  care  of  this  or  that  Society, 
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but  to  save  as  many  as  you  can;,  to  bring  as  many 
sinners  as  you  can  to  repentance,  and  with  all  your 
power  to  build  them  up -in  that  holiness  without 
which  they  cannot  see  the  Lord.  And  renumber!  a 
Methodist  Preacher  is  to  mind  every  point,  great  and 
small,  in  the  Methodist  Discipline!  Therefore  you 
will  need  to  exercise  all  the  sense  and  grace  you 
have. 

H  114.  Rule  11.  Act  in  all  things  not  according  to 
your  own  will,  but  as  a  son  in  the  Qospel.  As  such, 
it  is  your  "duty  to  employ  your  time  in  the  manner  in 
which  we  direct:  in  preaching,  and  visiting  from 
house  to  house;  in  reading,  meditation,  and  prayer. 
Above  all,  if  you  labor  with  ui^  in  the  Lord's  v±tte- 
yard,  it  is  needful"  you  should  do  that  part  of  the 
work  which  we  advise,  at  those  times  and  places 
which  we  judge  most  for  His  glory. 

f  115.  Smaller  advices  which  might  b6  of  use  to 
us  are  perhaps  these:  1.  Be  sure  never  to  disappoint 
a  congregation.  2.  Begin  at  the  time  appointed. 
3.  Let  your  whole  deportment  be  serious,  weighty, 
and  solemn.  4.  Always  suit  your  subject  to  yotrr 
audience.  5.  Choose  the  plainest  tei^t  you  can. 
6.  Take  care  not  to  ramble,  but  keep  to  your  text, 
and  make  out  what  you  take  in  hand.  7.  Take  care 
of  anything  awkward  or  affected,  either  in  your 
gesture,  phrase,'  or  pronunciation.  8.  Do  not  usually 
pray  extempore  abovfe  eight  or  ten  minutes  (at  most) 
without  intermission.  9.  Frequently  read  and  en- 
large upon  a  portion  of  Scripture;  and  let  young 
Preachers  often  exhort  without  taking  a  text. 
10.  Always  avail  yourself  of  the  great  festivals  by 
preaching  on  the  occasion.

3,  From  six  in 
the  morning  till  twelve,  wherever  it  is  practiealde,  let 
the  tlm«  be  spent  in  appropriate  reading,  study,  and 
private  devotion. 

If  125.  Other  reasons  may  concur,  but  the  chief 
reason  that  the  people  under  our  care  are  n^t  better 
is  because  we  are  ndt  more  knowing  and  more  half' 
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T  ISe*  And  we  are  not  more  knowing  because  we 
are  idle.  We  forget  our  first  rate:  "Be  diligent 
Nev^r  be  tineniployed.  Never  be  triflingly  employed. 
Neither  spend  any  more  time  at  any  place  than  is 
strictly  necessary/'  We  fear  there  is  altogether  a 
fault  in  this  matter,  and  that  few  of  us  are  clear. 
Which  of  us  spend  as  many  hours  a  day  in  God's  work 
as  we  did  formerly  in  man's  work?  We  talk — talk — 
or  read  what  comes  next  to  hand.  We  must,  abso- 
lutely must,  cure  this  evil,  or  betray  the  cause  of  God."- 
But  how?  1.  Read  the  most  useful  books,  and  that 
regularly  and  constantly.  2.  Steadily  spend  all  the 
morning  in  this  employment,  or  at  least  five  hours  In 
the  four  and  twenty.  "But  I  have  no  taste  for  read- 
ing." Contract  a  taste  for  it  by  use,  or  return  to 
your  former  employment.  "But  I  have  no  books."  Be 
diligent  to  spread  the  books,  and  you  will  have  the 
use  of  them.

of  the  Discipline  in  respect  to  reappointment  and 
continuance  in  the  same  Charge  that  apply  to  Effect- 
ive Ministers.  In  case  he  has  no  Pastoral  Charge 
he  shall  have  a  seat  in  the  Quarterly  Conference,  and 
all  the  privileges  of  membership,  in  the  place  where 
he  resides.  He  shall  report  to  the  Fourth  Quarterly 
Conference,  and  to  the  Pastor,  all  Marriages  solem- 
nized and  all  Baptisms  administered.

IT  195.  Every  Superannuated  Minister,  who  is  not. 
employed  as  Pastor  of  a  Charge,  shall  have  a  seat  in 
the  Quarterly  Conference,  and  all  the  privileges  of 
membership  in  the  Church  where  he  resides.  He 
shall  report  to  the  Fourth  Quarterly  Conference  and 
to  the  Pastor  all  Marriages  solemnized  and  all  Bap- 
tisms administered.  If  he  resides  without  the  bounds 
of  the  Conference  of  which  he  is  a  Member,  he  shall 
annually  forward  to  his  Conference  a  certificate  of 
his  Christian  and  Ministerial  conduct,  together  with 
an  account  of  the  number  and  circumstances  of  his 
family,  signed  by  the  Presiding  Elder  of  the  District 
or  the  Pastor  of  the  Charge  within  whose  bounds  he 
resides;  without  which  the  Conference  shall  not  be 
required  to  allow  his  claim,  and  may,  after  due 
notice,  due  form  of  trial,  and  record  of  trial,  locate 
him  without  his  consent. 
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CHAPTER  I. 

LOCAL  PREACHERS 

T  196.  Wherever  a  District  Conference  exists,  the 
powers  hereinafter  conferred  on  Quarterly  CJonfer- 
ences  in  relation  to  Local  Preachers  and  Exhorters 
shall  be  exercised  only  by  the  District  Conference; 
but  it  shall  not  license  any  person  to  preach,  nor  re- 
new the  License  of  any  person  to  preach  or  exhort, 
nor  recommend  any  Local  Preacher  to  the  Annual 
Conference  for  Orders,  or  for  Recognition  of  Orders, 
or  for  Reception  on  Trial,  without  the  previous  rec- 
ommendation of  the  Quarterly  Conference,  or  of  the 
Leaders  and  Stewards'  Meeting  of  the  Charge  of 
which  such  person  or  Preacher  is  a  Member. 

1  197,  The  Quarterly  Conference,  where  no  Dis- 
trict Conference  exists,  shall  have  authority — 

§  1.  To  license  proper  persons  to  preach;  provided, 
they  shall  have  been  previously  recommended  by  the 
Society  of  which  they  are  Members,  or  by  the  Leaders 
and  Stewards'  Meeting;  shall  have  passed  a  satisfac- 
tory examination  in  the  studies  prescribed  for  candi- 
dates for  License  to  preach;  shall  have  been  exam- 
ined in  the  presence  of  the  Conference  on  the  subject 
of  Doctrine  and  Discipline;  and  shall  also  have  sat- 
isfactorily answered  the  question.  Will  you  wholly 
abstain  from  the  use  of  tobacco?  And  no  Member  of 
the  Church  shall  be  at  liberty  to  preach  without  such 
a  License. 

§  2.  To  examine  Local  Preachers  in  the  Coarse  of 
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Study  prescribed  for  them;  to  inquire  into  the  gifts, 
labors,  and  usefulness  of  each  by  name,  and  to  renew 
their  licenses  annually  when  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Conference  their  gifts,  grace,  and  usefulness,  and 
their  faithf^ilness  and  proficiency  in  study,  warrant 
such  renewal.  In  the  case  of  Local  Preachers  who 
are  candidates  for  the  traveling  ministry,  examina- 
tions may  be  suspended  while  they  are  pursuing  reg- 
ular courses  of  study  in  our  theological  seminaries  or 
universities  or  colleges  approved  by  the  University 
Senate. 

§  3.  To  recommend  to  the  Annual  Conference  Local 
Preachers  who  are  suitable  candidates  for  Deacons' 
or  Elders'  Orders  (11  165,  168),  for  Recognition  of 
Orders  (f  164),  or  for  Reception  on  Trial  (If  146), 
such  candidates  having  been  previously  examined  in 
the  presence  of  the  Quarterly  Conference  on  the  sub- 
ject of  Doctrine  and  Discipline. 

§  4.  To  try,  suspend,  deprive  of  Ministerial  Office 

and  Credentials,  expel,  or  acquit  any  Local  Preacher 

of  the  Circuit  or  Station  against  whom  Charges  shall 

have  been  preferred.    Ifl  236-243.  ^ 

NoTB.— For  the  Licensing,  Amenability,  and  Appeal  of  Local  Preach- 
ers in  MiBsions  in  the  United  States  and  Territories,  see  T  857. 

If  198,  §  1.  Every  Local  Preacher,  ordained  or  un- 
ordained,  not  having  a  Pastoral  Charge,  shall  be  a 
member  of,  and  amenable  to,  the  Quarterly'  Confer- 
ence where  he  resides.  And  when  he  shall  change 
his  residence  he  shall  procure  from  the  Pastor  of  the 
Charge  from  which  he  removes,  or  from  the  Presid- 
ing Mder  of  the  District,  a  Certificate  of  his  Official 
Standing  and  of  Dismissal,  and  shall  present  it  to  the 
Pastor  of  the  Charge  to  which  he  removes.  If  he 
neglects  to  do  this,  he  shall  not  be  recognized,  nor 
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use  his  o£Elce,  as  a  Local  Preacher  in  the  Charge  to 
which  he  has  removed;  and  he  shall  continue  to  be 
amenable  to  the  Quarterly  Conference  of  the  Charge 
from  which  he  h^s  removed,  which  may,  if  the  neg- 
lect be  long  continued,  after  due  notice,  try  him  for 
persistent  disobedience  to  the  order  of  the  Church, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  deprive  him  of  Minis- 
terial Office  and  Credentials. 

§  2.  If  a  Local  Preacher  be  appointed  to  a  Pastoral 
Charge,  he  shall  procure  from  the  Pastor  of  the 
Charge  from  which  he  removes,  or  from  the  Presid- 
ing Elder  of  the  District,  a  Certificate  of  his  Official 
Standing  and  of  Dismissal,  and  shall  present  it  to  the 
Quarterly  Conference  of  the  Charge  to  which  he  has 
been  appointed,  at  its  next  session,  and  his  Church 
and  his  Quarterly  Conference  membership  shall  be  in 
that  Charge. 

§  3.  An  unordained  Local  Preacher,  while  serving 
as  a  regularly  appointed  Pastor  of  a  Charge,  shall  be 
authorized,  when  the  laws  of  the  State  permit,  to 
solemnize  matrimony. 

§  4.  Whenever  a  Preacher  is  located  or  discon- 
tinued by  an  Annual  Conference,  he  shall  thereupon 
hold  his  Quarterly  Conference  membership  where  he 
resides  at  the  time  of  location  or  discontinuance. 

f  199.  The  Presiding  Elders  and  the  Pastors  are 
required  so  to  arrange  the  appointments,  wherever  it 
is  practicable,  as  to  give  the  Local  Preachers  regular 
and  systematic  employment  on  the  Sabbath. 

1  200.  Every  Local  Preacher  shall  be  enrolled  in  a 
Class,  and  meet  with  it.  He  shall  make  to  the  Dis- 
trict or  Quarterly  Conference  a  report  of  his  labors, 
aft  follows:  1.  Number  of  Sermons  preached;  2.  Num- 
ber of  Prayer  Meetings  attended ;  3.  Number  of  Class 
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Meetings  attended;  4.  Number  of  Sunday  Schools 
attended;  5.  Number  of  Funerals  conducted;  6.  Mis- 
cellaneous Items.  He  shall  also  report  (1)  the  Num- 
ber of  Marriages  solemnized,  with  the  names  of 
the  persons  married;  and  (2)  the  Number  of  Bap- 
tisms administered,  with  the  names  and  ages  of  the 
persons  baptized,  that  due  entry  may  be  made  by  the 
Pastor  in  the  Church  Records. 

%  201.  Whenever  a  Local  Preacher  fills  the  place 
of  a  Pastor,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Presiding 
Elder,  he  shall  be  paid  for  his  time  a  sum  propor- 
tioned to  the  allowance  of  the  Pastor,  which  sum 
shall  be  paid  by  the  Charge  at  the  next  Quarterly 
Meeting,  if  the  Pastor  whose  place  he  filled  was 
either  sick  or  necessarily  absent;  and  in  other  cases, 
out  of  the  allowance  of  the  Pastor.

EXHORTERa 

f  203,  An  Exhorter  shall  be  constituted  by  the 
recommendation  of  the  Class  of  which  he  ds  a  mem- 
ber, or  of  the  Leaders  and  Stewards'  Meeting  of  the 
Charge,  and  a  License  signed  by  the  Pastor. 

f  204.  The  duties  of  an  Exhorter  are,  to  hold 
Meetings  for  Prayer  and  Exhortation  wherever  op- 
portunity is  afforded,  subject  to  the  direction  of  the 
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Pastor;  to  attend  all  the  sessions  of  the  District  and 
Quarterly  Conferences,  and  to  present  a  written  re- 
port to  the  same.  He  shall  be  subject  to  an  annual 
examination  of  character  in  the  Quarterly  Confer- 
ence, and  a  renewal  of  License,  to  be  signed  by  the 
President  thereof. 


CHAPTER  m. 
DEACONESSES* 


L  General  Deaconess  Boafd* 


1^  205,  §  1.  The  Board  of  Bishops  shall  be  a  Gen- 
eral Deaconess  Board,  which  shall  meet  semiannu- 
ally and  have  general  supervision  over  all  Deaconess 
work  throughout  the  Church. 

§  2.  The  Board  shall  quadrennially  Arrange  the 
Annual  and  Mission  Conferences  and  Missions  into 
Deaconess  Districts,  and  at  the  sessions  of  the  Gen- 
eral Conference  shall  appoint  a  General  Superin- 
tendent or  a  Missionary  Bishop  as  District  Superin- 
tendent over  each  of  these  Districts. 

§  3.  The  General  Deaconess  Board  shall  authorize, 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  Annual  Conference, 
the  establishment  of  Homes,  Hospitals,  Orphanages, 
Old  People's  Homes,  and  other  institutions  such  as 
properly  come  under  the  care  of  Deaconesses  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  shall  authorize  con- 
ventions and  other  general  meetings  held  In  the  in- 
terest of  the  Deaconess  work. 

I  4.  The  Board  may  also  authorize  the  establishing 
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and  maintenance  of  Homes  for  Deaconesses  who,  oil 
account  of  4ge,  loss  of  health,  or  other  physical  dis- 
ability»  are  unable  to  continue  in  the  work,  and  are 
without  adequate  means  of  support. 

§  5.  All  questions  of  difference  arising  in  the  ad- 
ministration of  Deaconess  work  shall  be  presente,d 
in  writing  to  the  District  Superintendent  to  be  by 
him  submitted  to  the  General  Board  for  final  deter- 
mination at  the  next  semiannual  meeting  thereof. 


IL  District  Superintendents* 

1[  206.  The  District  Superintendent  shall  have 
general  supervision  of  all  Deaconess  work  within  his 
District;  he  shall  promote  the  interests  of  the  work 
by  all  proper  means;  he  shall  receive  reports  from 
Conference  Boards,  and,  when  he  shall  request  them, 
from  Deaconess  institutions  and  societies,  and  shall 
render  annual  report  of  the  work  in  his  District  to 
the  General  Board. 


nL  Conference  Deaconess  Boards. 

1[  207.  In  each  Annual  Conference  a  Conference 
Deaconess  Board  of  nine  members,  three  of  whom 
at  least  shall  be  women,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Con- 
ference for  such  a  term  of  service  as  the  Conference 
may  decide.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Board  to 
license  Deaconesses,  to  make  or  approve  transfers,  to 
encourage  and  promote  the  establishment  and  sup- 
port of  Deaconess  institutions,  to  have  the  oversight 
of  all  the  Deaconesses,  Deaconess  institutions,  and 
Deaconess  work  within  the  Conference,  and  to  ex- 
ercise general  control  of  all  Deaconess  interests  ac- 
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cording  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter;  to  see  that 
all  charters,  deeds,  and  other  conveyances  of  the 
property  of  Deaconess  institutions  conform  strictly. 
to  the  laws,  usages,  and  forms  of  the  State  or  Terri- 
tory within  which  such  property  is  situated,  and  also 
to  the  Discipline,  and  to  see  that  all  such  property  is 
well  insured.  This  Board  shall  furnish  each  year  to 
the  Annual  Conference  and  to  the  Superintendent  of 
the  District  a  statement  of  the  names  and  conditions 
of  the  Deaconess  institutions  within  the  bounds  of 
the  Conference,  the  number  of  Deaconesses  in  eiTch 
institution  and  how  employed,  the  amount  of  money 
received  and  how  expended,  and  such  other  statistics 
as  the  Annual  Conference  or  the  District  Superin- 
tendent may  require.  It  shall  also  report  each  year 
the  names  and  work  of  all  Deaconesses  employed 
within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference. 


IV«  Deaconesses* 
If  208,  §  1.  Each  candidate  for  a  license  as  a  Dea- 
coness must  be  unmarried  and  over  twenty-three 
years  of  age,  and  be  recommended  by  the  Quarterly 
Conference  of  the  Church  of  which  she  is  a  Member. 
When  coming  from  a  Training  School  or  Home  or 
other  Deaconess  institution  she  must  also  be  recom- 
mended by  the  Superintendent  or  Manager  of  the 
same.  -She  must  have  given  two  years  of  continuous 
probationary  service  and  have  passed  a  satisfactory 
examination  by  the  Conference  Board  as  to  religious 
qualification,  and  in  the  Course  of  Study  prescribed 
for  Deaconesses  by  the  Bishops,  and  she  must  pre- 
sent a  certificate  of  good  health  from  a  reputable 
physician. 
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§  2.  The  Conference  Board  may  license  women 
thus  qualified  and  recommended,  and  shall  arrange 
for  their  consecration  as  Deaconesses  according  to 
the  Order  of  Service  prescribed  by  the  Discipline 
(App.  If  61).  No  person  shall  be  recognized  or  em- 
ployed as  a  Deaconess  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  who  fails  to  comply  with  the  Disciplinary 
requirements. 

§  3.  The  duties  of  the  Deaconess  are  to  minister  to 
the  poor,  care  for  the  sick,  provide  for  the  orphans, 
comfort  the  sorrowing,  seek  the  wandering,  save  the 
sinning,  and,  ^linquishing  all  other  pursuits,  de- 
vote herself  to  these  and  other  forms  of  Christian 
labor.  No  vow  of  perpetual  service  shall  be  exacted 
-  from  any  Deaconess.  She  shall  be  at  liberty  to  retire 
from  her  vocation  at  any  time  upon  satisfactory  no- 
tice. While  engaged  in  this  voluntary  service  she 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  suitable  support.  She  shall 
wear  the  distinctive  garb  prescribed  by  the  Confer- 
ence Board  or  the  Home  with  which  she  is  connected, 
and  it  is  recommended  that  this  garb,  as  well  as  the 
allowance  for  support,  shall  be  as  uniform  as  prac- 
ticable throughout  the  Church. 

§  4.  A  Deaconess  who  has  been  discontinued  or 
who  has  resigned  shall  return  her  license  to  the  Con- 
ference Board  having  jurisdiction  in  her  case,  and 
shall  refrain  from  wearing  the  distinctive  Deaconess 
garb.  The  wearing  of  this  garb  by  anyone  not  en- 
titled to  it  shall  be  regarded  as  a  violation  of  the 
order  and  Discipline  of  the  Church.  Any  Deaconess 
who  has  surrendered  her  license  may  have  it  re- 
stored to  her  at  the  discretion  of  the  Conference 
Board  to  whom  it  was  surrendered,  without  having 
to  submit  to  reexamination  in  the  Course  Of  Study 
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or  undergoing  a  new  probation,  but  slK)uld  present 
a  new  'certificate  of  health. 

§  5.  Bach  Deaconess  not  in  a  Home  shall  be  under 
the  direction  of  the  Pastor  of  the  Church  or  officers 
of  the  society  or  institution  in  which  she  is  at  work; 
but  those  who  are  members  of  a  Home  shall  be  sub- 
ordinate to  and  directed  by  the  Superintendent  in 
charge.  All  others  shall  be  under  the  direction  of 
the  Conference  Board. 

§  6.  When  a  Deaconess  is  transferred  from  the 
bounds  of  one  Conference  to  those  of  another  she 
shall  receive  a  certificate  of  transfer  from  the  Con- 
ference Board,  and  shall  present  the  same  as  soon 
as  practicable  to  the  Conference  Board  within  whose 
jurisdiction  she  is  transferred,  which  Board  shall 
register  her  name  and  take  ijie  oversight  of  her  work. 
^Transfers  to  and  within  the  bounds  of  a  Conference 
shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Conference 
Board. 

%  200.  The  annual  approval  of  the  Annual  Con- 
ference within  whose  bounds  a  Deaconess  is  laboring 
shall  be  necessary  for  her  continuance  in  office,  and 
she  shall  present  annually  to  the  Conference  Board 
a  certificate  of  character  and  standing  from  the 
Quarterly  Conference  of  the  Church  with  which  she 
is  connected. 


V*  Deaconess  Instfttstions* 
f  210,  §  1.  No  institution  shall  be  recognized  as 
a  Deaconess  institution  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  until  It  is  authorized  by  the  General  Board 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  Annual  Conference 
within  whose  territory  it  is  located,  and  shall  con- 
form to  the  regulations  of  this  chapter, 
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§  2.  All  property  for  Homes  and  other  Deaconess 
institutions  that  may  hereafter  foe  acquired  shall  foe 
held  in  trust  for  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  by 
any  of  the  Disciplinary  societies  of  the  Church  or  a 
Local  Board  of  Trustees  elected  by  the  society  with 
which  the  institution  is  connected. 

§  3.  The  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  not  dis- 
turb existing  Homes  or  institutions  now  being  oper- 
ated for  Deaconess  work;  nor  exclude  any  societies 
or  associations  now  engaged  in  Deaconess  work,  but 
authorizes  any  of  these  to  employ  Deaconesses  and 
establish  and  operate  Homes  and  institutions  for 
the  Deaconess  work  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  according  to  the  provisions  of  this-  chapter. 

f  211.  All  Deaconesses  and  all  who  employ  Dea- 
conesses or  hold  Deaconess  property  shall  regularly 
report  to  the  Conference  Board  one  month  before  the 
meeting  of  the  Annual  Conference,  according  to  such 
form  and  including  such  information  as  the  Board 
shall  direct. 

If  212.  The  foregoing  provisions  shall  relate  to 
Annual  Conferences,  and  also  to  Mission  Conferences 
and  Missions,  except  in  those  parts  of  Europe  in 
which  the  Deaconess  work  exists  as  a  legal  cor- 
poration with  an  Inspector  appointed  by  the  Annual 
Conference;  but  where  Missionary  Bishops  have  co* 
ordinate  authority,  they  shall  exercise  the  same  pow- 
ers as  are  committed  to  the  General  Board  of 
Deaconesses. 
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CHAPTER  I. 

THE  TRIAL  AND  APPEAL  OF  A  BISHOP^ 

%  213.  A  Bishop  la  answerable  for  his  conduct  to 
the  General  Conference,  which  shall  have  power  to 
order  the  manner  of  his  trial. 

If  214.  When  »  Bishop  is  accused  of  immoral  con- 
duct, the  Presiding  Elder  within  whose  District  said 
immorality  is  alleged  to  have  been  committed  shall 
call  to  his  aid  four  Traveling  Elders,  which  flye  Min- 
isters shall  carefully  inquire  into  the  case;  and  if,  in 
their  judgment,  there  is  reasonable  ground  for  such 
accusation,  they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  pre- 
pare and  sign  the  proper  charge  in  the  case,  and 
shall  send  a  copy  thereof,  so  signed,  to  the  aocused, 
and  shall  give  notice  thereof  to  one  of  the  Bishops. 
Said  Bishop,  so  notified,  shall  convene  a  Judicial 
Conference^  to  be  composed  of  the  Triers  of  Appeals, 
appointed  as  hereinafter  provided,  in  five  neighbor- 
ing Conferences.  And  the  said  Judicial  Conference 
shall  have  full  power  to  try  the  accused  Bishop,  and 
to  suspend  him  from  the  functions  of  his  Office,  de- 
pose him  from  the  Ministry,  or  expel  him  from  the 
Church,,  as  they  may  deem  hiis  offense  requires.  One 
of  the  Bishops'ishall  preside  at  his  trial. 

f  215.  The  accused  shall  have  the  right  of  per- 
emptory challenge,  yet  not  so  as  to  reduce  the  num- 
ber of' the  Judicial  Conference  below  twenty-one. 

f  216.  The  President  of  such  Judicial  Conference 
shall,  at  the  commencement  of  the  trial,  apiibint  a 
Secretary,  who  shall  make  a  correct  record  of  the 
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proceedings,  and  of  all  the  evidence  in  the  case, 
which,  when  read  and  approved,  shall  he  signed  hy 
the  President  and  Secretary. 

H  217^  In  case  of  imprudent 'conduct,  the  Presid- 
ing Elder  within  whose  District  the  alleged  offense 
occurred  shall  take  with  him  two  Traveling  Elders, 
and  shall  admonish  the  Bishop  so  offending.  In  case 
of  a  second  offense,  one  of  the  Bishops,  together  ^Ith 
three  Traveling  Elders,  shall  call  upon  "iilm,  and 
reprehend  and  admonish  him.  If  he  still  perdlst  In 
his  imprudence,  he  shall  then  be  tried  in  the  manner 
ordered  in  Iflf  214-216. 

1  218.  When  it  is  alleged  that  an  immorality  or 
imprudence  has  been  committed  without  the  bounds 
of  any  District,  the  Presiding  Elder  within  the 
bounds  of  whose  District  the  Bishop  resides  shall 
proceed  as  hereinbefore  specified. 

If  219.  When  a  Bishop  disseminates,  publicly  or 
privately,  doctrines  which  are  contrary  to  our  Arti- 
cles of  Religion  or  established  standards  of  doctrine, 
the  same  process  shall  be  observed  as  is  prescribed 
in  1FK  214-216. 

K  220.  A  Bishop  shall  have  the  right  of  Appeal  to 
the  ensuing  General  (Conference,  if  he  signify  his  in- 
tention to  appeal  within  three  months  of  the  time 
when  he  is  informed  of  his  conviction.  And  in  case 
of  an  Appeal,  the  record  of  the  trial  and  all  the  docu- 
ments relating  to  the  case,  including  the  charges  and 
specifications,  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  ensuing 
General  Conference,  which  record  and  documents 
only  shall  be  used  in  evidence  in  the  trial  of  the  Ap- 
peal. The  General  Conference  may,  at  its  discretion, 
hear  the  Appeal  by  a  Judicial  Committee  of  its  own 
number. 
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f  22  U  Complaint  against  the  administration  of  a 
Bishop  may  be  forwarded  to  the  General  Conference, 
and  entertained  there;  provided,  that  in  its  judgment 
he  has  had  due  notice  that  such  complaint  would  be 
made.

CHAPTER  IL 

THE  TBIAL  OF  A  MEMBER  OF  CONFERENCE. 

f  222.  When  a  Member  of  an  Annual  Conference 
is  under  report  of  being  guilty  of  some  crime  ex- 
pressly forbidden  in  the  word  of  God,  sufficient  to 
exclude  a  person  from  the  kingdom  of  grace  and 
glory: 

§  1.  In  the  interval  between  the  sessions  of  the  An- 
nual Conference  the  Presiding  Elder  shall  call  not 
less  than  five  nor  more  than  nine  Members  of  the 
Conference  to  investigate  the  case,  and,  if  possible, 
bring  the.  accused  and  accuser  face  to  face.  He  shall 
preside  throughout  the  proceedings^  and  shall  certify 
and  declare  the  judgment  of  the  Committee;  and  he 
shall  cause  a  correct  record  of  the  charges,  specifica- 
tions, proceedings,  evidence,  and  judgment  in  the  in- 
vestigation to  be  kept  and  transmitted  to  the  Annual 
Conference. 

§  2.  But  if  the  accused  be  a  Presiding  Elder,  three 
of  the  senior  Ministers  of  his  District  shall  inquire 
into  the  character  of  the  report,  and,  if  they  deem  an 
investigation  necessary,  they  shall  call  in  the  Pre- 
siding Elder  of  any  adjoining  District  of  the  Confer- 
ence, who  shall  appoint  a  Committee  of  not  less  than 
five  or  more  than  nine  Elders  of  the  Annual  Confer^ 
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ence  of  which  the  accused  Is  a  Member,  to  investi- 
gate the  case,  and  he  shall  also  preside  at  the  investi- 
gation. 

§  3.  If  in  either  of  the  above  cases  of  investigation 
the  accused,  after  due  notice  given  him,  shall  refuse 
or  neglect  to  appear  before  the  Committee,  the  in- 
vestigation shall  proceed  in  his  absence.  If  in  either 
case  the  charge  be  sustained,  the  accused  shall  be  sus- 
pended by  the  Committee  from  all  Ministerial  serv- 
ices and  Church  privileges  until  the  ensuing  Annual 
Conference,  at  which  his  case  shall  be  fully  consid- 
ered and  determined  upon  the  evidence  contained  in 
the  record  of  the  investigation,  and  such  other  evi- 
dence as  may  be  admitted. 

§  4.  A  Supernumerary  or  Superannuated  Minister 
residing  without  the  bounds  of  his  own  Conference 
shall  be  subject,  under  the  authority  of  the  Presiding 
Elder  of  the  District  within  which  he  resides,  to  the 
investigation  prescribed  in  %  222,  §  1.  But,  in  such 
case,  all  the  papers,  including  the  record  of  the  in- 
vestigation, charges,  evidence,  and  findings,  shall  be 
transmitted  to  the  ensuing  session  of  the  Annual 
Conference  of  which  the  accused  is  a  Member,  on 
which  papers,  and  such  other  evidence  as  may  be 
admitted,  the  case  shall  be  determined. 

§  5.  If,  in  any  of  the  foregoing  cases  of  investiga* 
tion,  counsel  has  not  been  provided  for  the  Church, 
or  for  the  accused,  the  Presiding  Elder  shall  have 
power  to  appoint  counsel  for  both,  or  for  either. 

§  6.  In  both  the  investigation  and  the  trial  of  a 
Minister,  witnesses  from  without  shall  not  be  re- 
jected, and  the  testimony  of  an  absent  witness  may  be 
taken  before  the  Preacher  in  Charge  where  such  wit- 
ness resides,  or  before  a  Preacher  appointed  by  the 
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Presiding  Elder  of  the  District  within  which  such 
witness  resides;  provided,  in  every  case  sufficient 
notice  has  been  given  to  the  adverse  party  of  the 
time  and  place  of  taking  such  testimony. 

§  7.  An  Annual  Conference  may  entertain  and  try 
charges  against  its  Members  though  no  investigation 
upon  them  has  been  held,  or  though  an  investigation 
has  not  resulted  in  suspension,  due  notice  having 
been  given  to  the  accused. 

If  223.  Any  Traveling  or  Local  Preacher  who  shall 
hold  religious  service  within  the  bounds  of  any  Mis- 
sion, Circuit,  or  Station,  when  requested  by  the 
Preacher  in  Charge  not  to  hold  such  services,  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  imprudent  conduct,  and  shall  af- 
ter the  admonitions  ordered  in  ff  224,  240,  and  if  he 
do  not  refrain  from  such  conduct,  be  liable  to  charges 
and  investigation  or  trial  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Discipline  relating  to  these  respective  classes  of 
Preachers.  A  Local  Preacher  offending  against  this 
provision  may  be  tried  in  the  Charge  where  the 
offense  was  committed. 

1  224.  In  cases  of  improper  temper,  words,  or  ac- 
tions, the  Minister  so  ofFending  shall  be  admonished 
by  his  senior  in  oMce.  Should  a  second  transgression 
take  place,  one,,  two,  or  three  Ministers  are  to  be 
taken  as  witnesses.  If  he  continue  to  offend,  let  the 
Presiding  Elder  proceed  as  in  1  222,  §  1. 

K  225.  When  a  Member  of  an  Annual  Conference 
fails  in  business,  or  contracts  debts  which  he  is  not 
able  to  pay,  the  Presiding  Elder  shall  appoint  three 
judicious  Members  of  the  Church  to  inspect  the  ac- 
counts, contracts,  and  circumstances  of  the  supposed 
delin<iuent;  and  if,  in  their  opinion,  he  has  behaved 
dishonestly,  or  contracted  debts  without  the  prol?- 
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ability  of  paying,  let  the  case  be  disposed  of  ac<5ord- 
ing  to  U  222,  §  1. 

§  J526.  When  a  Member  of  an  Annual  Conference 
disseminates,  publicly  or  privately,  doctrines  which 
are  contrary  to  our  Articles  of  Religion  or  established 
standards  of  doctrine,  let  the  same  process  be  ob- 
served as  is  directed  in  ^  222,  §  1.  But  if,  after  the 
charge  is  sustained,  the  Minister  so  offending  does 
solemnly  engage  to  the  Committee  of  investigation 
not  to  disseminate  such  erroneous  doctrines  in  public 
or  private,  the  Committee  may  waive  suspension, 
that  the  case  may  be  laid  before  the  next  Annual 
Conference,  which  shall  determine  the  matter.  And 
in  all  cases  where  a  Member  is  so  expelled  or  deposed 
he  shall  not  be  relicensed  to  preach  until  he  shall 
have  satisfied  the  Conference  from  which  he  was  ex- 
pelled or  deposed,  and  shall  have  promised  in  writ- 
ing to  wholly  desist  from  disseminating  such  doc- 
trines privately  or  publicly. 

^  227.  When  a  Member  of  an  Annual  Conference, 
in  the  interval  between  the  sessions  of  his  Confer- 
ence, declines  or  ceases  to  do  the  work  to  which  he 
was  duly  appointed,  except  for  the  reasons  indicated 
in  1[  162,  let  the  Presiding  Elder  proceed  as  directed 
in  f  222,  §  1.  If  the  Presiding  Eld^r  fail  to  do  this, 
he  shall  account  therefor  to  the  next  Annual  Con- 
ference. 

f  228.  When  it  is  alleged  of  a  Member  of  an  An- 
nual Conference  that  he  is  so  unacceptable  or  ineffi- 
cient as  to  be  no  longer  useful  In  his  work,  or,  with- 
out reason  of  impaired  health  of  himself  or  family 
disqualifying  him  for  pastoral  work,  goes  into  secu- 
lar business,  his  case  shall  be  referred  to  a  Commit- 
tee of  five  QV  more  Members  of  hjs  Conference  fpr  in- 
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quiry,  and  if  said  Committee  shall  find  the  allegation 
sustained,  and  shall  so  recommend,  the  Conference 
may  reqdest  him  to  locate.  If  he  shall  refuse,  and 
the  conditions  complained  of  shall  continue,  the  Con- 
ference may,  at  its  next  session,  after  formal  trial 
and  conviction,  locate  him  without  his  consent.  But 
he  shall  have  the  right  of  appeal  to  a  Judicial  Con- 
ference, which  may  restore  him. 

If  229.  In  cases  of  alleged  maladministration — 

§  1.  A  Minister  shall  be  answerable  to  his  Confer* 
ence  on  the  charge  of  corrupt,  negligent,  or  partisan 
administration,  but  not  for  errors  in  judgment. 

§  2.  Errors  0£,  defects  in  Judicial  Proceedings  shall 
be  duly  considered  when  presented  on  appeal.  But 
Errors  of  Law  or  Administration  connected  with  in- 
vestigations under  f  222,  and  Errors  of  Law  made  by 
a  Presiding  Elder  in  cases  of  appeal  to  a  Quarterly 
Conference  are  to  be  corrected  by  the  President  of 
the  next  Annual  Conference  on  appeal  in  open  ses- 
sion, and  the  Conference  may  also  order  just  and 
suitable  remedies  for  the  Injury  resulting  from  such 
errors. 

§  3.  Errors  of  Administration  not  connected  with 
Judicial  Proceedings  may  be  presented  in  writing  to 
the  Annual  Conference,  for  its  judgment  thereon,  and 
the  Conference  may  also  order  just  and  suitable 
remedies  when  the  rights  of  Ministers  or  Members 
of  the  Church  have  been  injuriously  affected  by  such 
errors. 

1[  280.  The  Annual  Conference  may,  at  its  discre- 
tion,' try  an  accused  Member  in  either  of  the  three 
following  methods: 

1.  The  entire  trial.  Including  the  examination  of 
witnesses,  may  be  by  the  Conference  In  full  session.

2*  The  Bishop  may  appoint  an  Elder  as  a  Commis- 
sioner to  take  the  evidence  in  the  case,  in  whole  or  in 
part;  and  said  Commissioner  shall  cause  a  correct 
record  of  the  proceedings  before  him,  and  of  the  evi- 
dence signed  by  the  witnesses  respectively,  to  be  laid 
before  the  Conference,  upon  which  evidence,  and 
such  other  as  may  be  admitted,  the  case  shall  be 
determined. 

3.  Or,  the  Conference  may  appoint  from  its  Mem- 
bers a  Select  Number  of  not  less  than  nine  nor  more 
than  fifteen,  to  try  the  accused,  who  shall  have  the 
right  to  challenge  for  cause;  which  Select  Number, 
in  the  presence  of  a  Bishop,  or  of  a  Chairman  whom 
the  President  of  the  Conference  shall  have  ap- 
pointed, and  one  or  more  of  the  Secretaries  of  the 
Conference,  shall  have  full  power  to  consider  and 
determine  the  case  according  to  the  rules  which  gov- 
ern Annual  Conferences  in  such  proceedings;  and 
they  shall  make  a  faithful  report  in  writing  of  all 
their  proceedings,  duly  subscribed  by  the  President 
and  Secretary  of  the  Select  Number,  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Conference,  and  deliver  up  to  him  therewith 
the  bill  of  charges,  the  evidence  taken,  and  the  de- 
cision rendered,  with  all  other  documents  brought 
into  the  trial. 

But  the  Annual  Conference  may,  when  a  case  can- 
not be  tried  during  the  session  for  want  of  testimony, 
refer  it  to  one  of  the  Presiding  Elders,  who  shall  pro- 
ceed as  directed  in  H  222,  §  1;  and  the  Conference 
shall  determine  whether  the  case  seems  to  be  of  such 
gravity  as  to  require  that  the  Minister  be  left  with- 
out appointment  until  the  investigation  shall  be  held. 

^.231.  When  a  Minister  is  tried  on  a  charge  of  im- 
pQiorality,  and  the  Conference  or  the  Select  Number 
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shall  find  that  this  charge  is  not  sustained  hy  the  evi- 
dence, but  that  the  Minister  has  been  proven  guilty 
of  "high  imprudence  and  unministerial  conduct,"  it 
may  declare  this  fact,  and  subject  the  offender  to  re- 
proof, suspension,  or  deprivation  of  Ministerial  Office 
and  Credentials. 

f  232.  In  no  case,  of  either  an  investigation  or  the 
trial  of  a  Mem'ber  of  an  Annual  Conference,  shall  any 
person  act  as  Counsel  who  is  not  a  Member  of  an 
Annual  Conference. 

If  233.  In  case  any  Member  of  an  Annual  Confer- 
ence be  deposed  from  the  Ministry  without  being  ex- 
pelled from  the  Church,  he  shall  have  his  Member- 
ship in  the  Church  where  he  resided  at  the  time  of 
his  deposition. 

1[  234.  After  a  Minister  shall  have  been  regularly 
tried  and  expelled  he  shall  have  no  privileges  of 
Society  or  Sacraments  in  our  Church,  without,  con- 
trition, reformation,  and  confession,  satisfactory  to 
the  Conference  from  which  he  was  expelled. 

1[  235.  When  a  Trtiveling  Preacher  is  accused  of 
Immorality  and  desires  to  withdraw  from  the  Church, 
the  Annual  Conference  may  permit  him  to  withdraw, 
in  which  case  the  record  shall  be,  "Withdrawn  under 
complaints."  If  formal  charges  of  immorality  have 
been  presented,  he  may  be  permitted  to  withdraw,  in 
which  case  the  record  shall  be,  "Withdrawn  under 
charges:"  and  if  thus  withdrawn  under  "complaints," 
or  under  "charges,"  the  relation  to  the  Church  of  the 
Preacher  thus  withdrawn  shall  be  the  same  as  if  he 
had  been  expelled. 
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CHAPTER  m. 

PROCEEDINGS  AGAINST  A  PREACHER  ON 
TRIAL, 

1[  236,  A  Preacher  on  Trial  in  an  Annual  Confer- 
ence is,  in  reference  to  Amenability  and  Appeal,  con- 
sidered as  a  Local  Preacher;  but  in  his  case  the  Pre- 
siding  Elder  shall  perform  the  duties  which  are  pre- 
scribed to  the  Preacher  in  Charge  in  the  case  of  an 
accused  Local  Preacher. 


CHAPTER  IV. 

THE  TRIAL  OF  A  LOCAL  PREACHER. 

IF  237.  When  a  Local  Preacher  (ordained  or  unor- 
dained)  is  reported  to  be  guilty  of  some  crime  ex- 
pressly forbidden  in  the  word  of  God,  sufllcient  to 
exclude  a  person  from  the  kingdom  of  grace  and 
glory,  the  Preacher  in  Charge  shall  call  a  Committee 
of  investigation,  consisting  of  three  or  more  Local 
Preachers,  before  which  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
accused  to  appear,  and  by  which,  if  the  charge  is  sus- 
tained, he  shall  be  suspended  from  all  Ministerial 
services  and  Church  privileges  until  the  next  District 
or  Quarterly  Conference.  If  the  accused  refuse  or 
neglect  to  appear  before  said  Committee,  the  investi- 
gation may  proceed  in  his  absence.  And  the  Preacher 
in  Charge  shall  cause  exact  minutes  of  the  charges, 
testimony,  and  proceedings  in  the  investigation,  to- 
gether with  the  decision  of  the  Committee,  to  be  laid 
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befdr^  the  District  or  Quarterly  Conference,  where  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  accused  to  ai^pear  for  trial. 

^  238.  Should  the  Conference  order  a  trial,  Its 
President  shall  appoint  a  Secretary,  who  shall  make 
a  correct  record  of  the  proceedings  and  evidence  in 
the  case,  and  if  the  accused  be  found  guilty,  the  Con« 
ference  shall  affix  a  penalty  to  the  offense,  according 
to  %  197. 

^  239.  Should  the  District  Conference  having  ju- 
risdiction in  the  case  of  an  accused  Local  Preacher 
judge  it  expedient  to  try  him  by  a  Select  Number,  it 
may  appoint  not  less  than  nine  nor  more  than  fifteen 
of  its  members  for  the  purpose,  the  accused  having 
the  right  to  challenge  for  cause;  which  Select  Num- 
ber, in  the  presence  of  a  Bishop  or  an  Elder  whom 
the  President  of  the  District  Conference  may  appoint, 
and  with  a  Secretary  appointed  by  the  District  Con- 
ference, shall  have  full  power  to  consider  and  deter- 
mine the  case  according  to  the  rules  which  govern 
District  Conferences  in  such  cases:  and  the  Secretary 
shall  make  a  faithful  report  te  writing  of  all  the  pro- 
ceedings and^ evidence  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Dis- 
trict Conference,  and  shall  deliver  up  to  him  all  the 
papers  in  the  case. 

If  240,  §  1.  In  case  of  improper  tempers,  words, 
or  actions,  the  Local  Preacher  so  offending  shall  be 
admonished  by  the  Preacher  in  Charge.  Should  a 
second  transgression  take  place,  one,  two,  or  three 
Members  of  the  Church  are  to  be  taken  as  witnesses. 
If  he  continue  to  offend,  he  shall  be  tried  at  the  next 
District  or  Quarterly  Conference,  and,  if  found  guilty 
and  impenitent,  he  shall  be  expelled  from  the  Church. 

§  2.  If  a  Local  Preacher  be  found,  on  due  trial  by 
the  District  or  Quarterly  Conference,  neglectful  of  his 
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duties  as  a  Local  Preacher  or  unacceptable  in  his 

ministry,  it  may  deprive  him  of  his  ministerial  office. 

Note.— For  holdinsr  rellgrious  servioefl  wltMn  a  Charge  against  the  will 
of  its  Pastor,  see  T  223. 

1[  241.  When  a  Local  Preacher  disseminates,  pub- 
licly or  privately,  doctrines  which  are  contrary  to 
our  Articles  of  Religion  or  established  standards  of 
doctrine,  let  the  same  process  be  observed  as  is 
directed  in  fl  237,  238. 

^  242.  When  a  Local  Preacher  fails  in  business, 
or  contracts  debts  which  he  is  not  able  to  pay,  let  the 
Preacher  in  Charge  appoint  three  judicious  Members 
of  the  Church  to  inspect  the  accounts,  contracts,  and 
circumstances  of  the  supposed  delinquent;  and  if,  in 
their  opinion,  he  has  behaved  dishonestly,  or  con- 
tracted debts  without  the  probability  of  paying,  let 
the  case  be  disposed  of  according  to  Iff  237,  238. 

H  243-  When,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Presiding 
Elder,  a  fair  and  impartial  trial  cannot  be  had  in  the 
Quarterly  Conference  where  the  accused  holds  his 
membership,  the  Presiding  Elder  may  refer  the  case 
to  some  other  Quarterly  Conference  within  the 
bounds  of  his  District  for  trial. 


CHAPTER  V. 
THE  TRIAL  OF  AN  ACCUSED  MEMBER* 


L  Immoral  Conduct 


f  244.  A  Member  of  the  Church  accused  of  im- 
morality shall  be  brought  to  trial  before  a  Committee 
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of  not  less  ihaax  five  Members  of  the.  Church  who  are 
not  members  of  the  Quarterly  Conference.  They 
shall  be  chosen  by  the  Preacher  in  Charge,  and.  If 
he  Judge  it  to  be  necessary,  he  may  select  them  from 
any  part  of  the  District;  and  the  parties  may  chal- 
lenge for  cause.  The  Preacher  in  Charge  shall  pre- 
side in  the  trial,  and  shall  cause  a  correct  record  of 
the  proceedings  and  evidente  to  be  made. 

f  245.  If  the  aceissed  person  be  found  guilty  by 
the  decisicm  of  a  majority  of  the  Committee,  and  the 
^rime  be  such  as  is  expressly  forbidden  in  the  word 
of  Qod,  sufficient  to  exclude  a  person  from  the  king- 
dom of  grace  and  glory,  let  the  Preacher  in  Charge 
expel  him. 

K  246.  But  if  in  view  of  mitigating  circumstances 
and  of  humble  and  penitent  confession  the  Commit- 
tee find  that  a  lower  penalty  is  proper,  it  may  either 
impose  censure  on  the  offender,  or  suspend  him  from 
all  Church  privileges  for  a  definite  time,  at  its  dis- 
cretion. 

T  247.  If  the  accused  person,  after  sufficient  notice 
given  him,  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  appear  before 
the  Committee,  he  may  be  tried  in  his  absence,  and, 
if  found  guilty,  he  shall  be  expelled.

To  prevent  scandal,  when  any  Member  of 
the  Church  falls  in  business,  or  contracts  debts  which 
he  is  not  able  to  pay,  let  two  or  three  Judicious  Mem- 
bers of  the  Church  inspect  the  accounts,  contracts, 
and  circumstances  of  the  supposed  delinquent;  and 
if  they  judge  that  he  has  behaved  dishonestly,  or 
borrowed  money  without  a  probability  of  paying,  let 
him  be  brought  to  trial,  and,  if  found  guilty,  expelled. 


VH  Geaenl  Dbedkos  CoDceralng  Trials* 

f  257.  In  all  oases  of  trial  of  Members  let  all  wit- 
nesses for  the  Church  be  duly  notified  by  the 
Preacher  in  Charge.

CHAPTER  VL 
THE  JUDICIAL  CONFERENCE. 

The  several  Annual  Conferences  shall,  at 
each  session,  select  five  Blders»  men  of  experience 
and  sound  judgment  in  the  affairs  of  the  Church,  who 
shall  be  known  as  Triers  of  Appeals. 

f  263.  When  notice  of  Appeal  is  given  to  the  Pres- 
ident of  an  Annual  Conference,  he  shall  proceed,  with 
due  regard  to  the  wishes  and  rights  of  the  Appellant, 
to  designate  three  Conferences  convenientiy  near  to 
that  from  which  the  Appeal  is  taken,  whose  Triers 
of  Appeals  shall  constitute  a  Judicial  Conference,  and 
to  fix  the  time  and  place  of  its  setaion;  he  shall  also 
give  notice  thereof  to  all  concerned.  When  said  Con« 
ference  shall  have  assembled,  it  shall  be  competent 
to  try  Appeals  which  may  be  presented  to  it  from 
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any  Cdnferenee  conveniently  near,  dme-ndtice  sharing 
been  given  to  all  concerned. 

%  264.  The  Appellant  sl^all  have  the  right  of  per- 
emptory challenge,  yet  so'that  the  Triers  of  Appeals 
present,'  and-  ready  to  proceed  with  the  hearing,  shall 
not  fall  below  eleven,  which,  nmnber  shall  be. required 
for  a  quorum.

^  268.  iln  all  cases  where  an  Appeal  is  made,  and 
admitt^  by  the  Judicial  Conference,  after  the 
charges^  findings^  and  evidence  have  been  read, 
the  Appellant  shall. state,  dither  personally  or  by  his 
representative,  the  grounds  af  his  Appeal,  showing 
the  reason  why  he  appeals,  and  he  shall  be  allowed 
to  make  his  Appeal  without  interruption.  Afte^ 
which  the  Representatives  of  the  Annual  Conference 
from -whose  dedfiion  the  Appeal  is  made  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  respond  in  presence  of  the  Appellant,  who 
shall  have- the  privilege  of  reply;lng  to.  such  Repre- 
sentatives, which  reply  shall  close  the  pleadings  on 
both  sides.  This  done,  tte  parties  shall  withdraw, 
and  the  Judicial  ConfiStencQ  ohall  decide  the  case. 
It  may  reverse,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  findings  of 
the  ^^uaital  Conference,  or  it  may  remand  the  case 
for  anew  trial.  It  may  deteroiine  what  penalty,  not 
higher  than  that  afi^xed  by  the 'Annual  Conference, 
sballbe  ialposed.  If  it  neither- reverse,  in  whole  or 
in  part,  the.  judgment  of  the. Annual  Conference,  nor 
remand  the  case  for. a  new  trial,  the  judgment  of  the 
Annual  Conference  shall  stand.

The  names  of  all  Claimant?  on  the  funds 
of  the  Conference  hereinafter  pfrovided  for  shall  be 
referred  to  a  Conference  Board  of  Stewards*  which 
may  consist  of  both  Ministers  and  Iiaymen,  and  shall 
be  elected  by  the  Annual*  Conference.

To  make  further  proTlsion'  for  4i8tresBed 
Effectiye  Ministers,  for  the  families  of  Effective  lUin* 
isters,  for  Superannuated  and  Worn-out  Ministers, 
and  for  the  widows  and  origans  of  Ministers,  there 
shall  be  a  Chartered  Fund,  to  be  supported  by  the 
Yoluntary  contributions  of  our.  friends;  the  prineipiU 
stock  of  which  shall  be  funded  under  the  direction  of 
Trustees  chosen  by  the  QeneraKJonferenoe,  and  the 
interest  applied  under  the  direction  of  the  Qen- 
eral  Conference,  according  to  the  following  regula* 
tions,  namely: 

f  1.  The  Presiding  Bldeni»  and  the  Pastors,  shaU

be  collectors  and  recelTers  of  subscriptions,  etc.»  for 
this  Fund. 

§  2.  Tiie  money  shall,  if  possible,  be  conveyed  by 
bills  of  exchange,  or  otherwise,  through  the  means  of 
the  post,  to  the  General  Publishing  Agents,  who  shall 
pay  it  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Fund;  otherwise  it  shall 
be  brought  to  the  ensuing  Annual  Conference. 

§  3.  The  interest  shall  be  divided  into  as  many 
equal  parts  as  there  are  Annual  Conferences,  and 
each  Annual  Conference  shall  have  authority  to  draw 
one  of  these  parts  out  of  the  Fund;  and  if  one  or 
more  Conferences  shall  draw  out  of  this  Fund  in  any 
given  year  less  than  one  of  these  parts,  then  in  such 
case  or  cases  the  other  Annual  C<mferences,  held  in 
the  same  year,  shall  have  authority,  if  they  judge  it 
necessary,  to  draw  out  of  the  Fund  such  surplus  of 
the  interest  as  has  not  been  applied  by  the  former 
Conferences;  and  the  Bishops  shall  bring  the  neces- 
sary information  of  the  state  of  the  Interest  of  the 
Fund,  respecting  the  year  in  question,  from  Confer- 
ence to  Conference.  / 

§  4.  All  drafts  on  the  Chartered  Fund  shall  be 
made  on  the  Treasurer  of  the  said  Fund,  by  order  of 
the  Annual  Conference,  signed  by  the  President  and 
countersigned  by  the  Secretary  of  the  said  Conference. 

§  5.  The  money  subscribed  for  the  Chartered  Fund 
may  be  lodged,  on  proper  securities,  in  the  respective 
States  in  which  it  has  been  subscribed  under  the 
direction  of  deputies  living  in  such  States  respec- 
tively; provided,  such  securities  and  such  deputies  be 
proposed  as  shall  be  approved  of  by  the  Trustees  in 
Philadelphia,  and  the  stock  in  which  it  is  proposed 
to  lodge  the  money  be  sufficiently  productive  to  give 
satisfaction  to  the  Trustees.

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f  323.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  haye  power  to 
fill  any  vacancy  or  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  their 
body  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  subject, 
however,  to  the  approval  of  the  first  General  Confer- 
ence that  may  be  held  after  such  vacancy  or  vacancies 
shall  have  occurred.

This  Board  shall  hold  in  trust,  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  any  and  all 
donations,  bequests,  grants,  and  funds  in  trust,  etc., 
that  may  be  given  or  conveyed  to  said  Boards  or  to 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  as  such,  for  any 
benevolent  object,  and  to  administer  the  said  funds, 
and  the  proceeds  of  the  same,  in  accordance  with  the 
directions  of  the  donors,  and  of  the  interests  of  the 
Church  contemplated  by  said  donors,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  General  Conference;  provided,  that  any 
sums  thus  donated,  or  bequeathed,  but  not  especially 
designated  for  any  benevolent  object,  shall  be  appro- 
priated to  the  "Permanent  Fund;"  and  provided, 
also,  that  the  Board  shall  not  be  required  to  accept 
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any  gift,  bequest,  or  trust  to  which  may  be  attached 
conditions  that  appear  to  the  Board  to  be  unreason- 
able, or  likely  to  produce  embarrassment;  and  hav- 
ing accepted  in  good  faith,  under  the  conditions  im- 
posed, any  gift  or  bequest  in  trust  for  any  one  or 
more  of  the  benevolent  societies  or  other  institutions 
under  the  patronage  or  direction  of  the  Church,  the 
Board  shall  be  responsible  only  for  the  careful  and 
economical  administration  of  the  same,  and  shall  not 
be  held  to  account  to  the  beneficiary  or  beneficiaries 
thereof  either  for  the  fund  or  for  a  continuous  in- 
come therefrom  or  interest  thereon,  beyond  what 
may  be  secured  through  fidelity  and  diligence;  and 
all  necessary  expenses  arising  from  the  care  or 
administration  of  any  trust  shall  be  charged  to 
the-same.  ^ 

T  326.  When  any  such  donation,  bequest,  grant» 
or  trust  is  made  to  this  Board,  or  to  the  Church,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Pastor  within  the  bounds  of 
whose  Charge  it  occurs  to  give  an  early  notice  there- 
of to  the  Board,  which  shall  proceed  without  delay 
to  take  possession  of  the  same,  according  to  the  pro- 
visions of  its  Charter.

To  make  up 
any  deficiencies  in  the  salaries  of  the  Bishops.  4.  To 
relieve  the  necessities  of  the  Superannuated  and 
Worn-out  Ministers,  and  the  widows  and  children  of 
those  who  have  died  in  the  woirk. 
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CHAPTER  L 
EDUCATION, 

L  The  Board  of  Educatioii» 


H  331.  For  the  promotion  of  the  educational  work 
of  the  Church  there  shall  be  a  Board  known  as  the 
Board  of  Education  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church.  The  Board  of  Education  of  the  Methodist 
Bipiscopal  Church,  as  now  duly  incorporated  accord- 
ing to  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York,  shall  be 
recognized  as  said  Board  of  Education  until  changed 
by  the  Greneral  Conference.  And  the  said  Board  shall 
manage  its  affairs  and  property  in  such  manner  as 
shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  its  Charter  or  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  said  General  Conference. 

t  332.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be 
elected  by  the  General  Conference.  He  shall,  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Discipline  and  the  direction  of 
the  Board,  conduct  the  correspondence,  and  shall  in 
all  his  official  conduct  be  subject  to  the  authority 
and  control  of  the  Board,  by  whom  his  salary  shall 
be  fixed  and  paid.  His  time  shall  be  employed  in 
conducting  the  affairs  of  the  Board  and;  under  its 
direction,  in  promoting  its  general  interests  by  trav- 
eling or  otherwise. 

Any  vacancy  in  this  office,  caused  by  death,  resig- 
nation, or  otherwise,  shall  be  filled  by  the  Board,

'  aid  from  its  connectional  educational  funds,  unless  it 
first  have  the  approval  of  the  Annual  Conference

§  2.  In  the  case  of  any  institution  hereafter  eslftb- 
lished  contrary  to  the  provisions  in  §  1  pf  this  para- 
graph, the  Board  of  Education,  on  formal  complaint 
made  to  it  by  any  Annual  Conference  interested,  shall 
fix  a  time  and  place  for  hearing  the  authorities  of  the 
said  institution,  and  other  institutions  affected  there- 
by, and  shall  advise  such  adjustment  of  the  relation 
between  them  as  shall  seem  wise. and  proper  under 
the  circumstances. 

§  3.  The  Board  of  Education  shall  recognize  as 
auxiliaries  such  Educational  Societies  as  now  exist, 
or  may  hereafter  be  created,  provided  such  societies 
prosecute  their  work  in  harmony  with  the  principles 
and  methods  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

H  334,  §  1.  The  Board  of  Education  shall  receive, 
invest,  and  disburse  the  fund  known- as  the  "Sunday 
School  Children's  Fund"  and  such  other  funds  as  are 
now  in  its  hands  or  may  be  specially  committed  to  it 
for  educational  purposes.    K  337,  §  2. 

§  2.  The  Board  of  Education  shall  administer  the 
Children's  Fund  to  assist  worthy  young  people,  Mem- 
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bers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  in  obtaining 
a  more  advanced  education.  The  aid  shall  be  granted 
only  in  the  form  of  loans,  but  the  Board  shall  have 
the  authority  to  cancel  said  loans,  in  part  "or  in  whole, 
for  protracted  ill  health,  or  for  five  years'  actual 
missionary  service. 

IL  Educational  Instittftioa& 
If  335,  §  1.  The  educational  institutions  under  the 
patronage  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  shall 
be  classified  as  follows: 

1.  Primary  Schools. 

2.  Secondary  Schools. 

3.  Colleges. 

4.  Universities. 

5.  Schools  of  Theology. 

§  2.  In  mission  fields  and  other  localities  where  in- 
adequate provision  has  been  made  for  elementary 
instruction,  primary  schools  may  be  established. 

§  8.  Wherever  the  conditions  are  favorable,  each 
Conference  may  have  under  its  direct  supervision  one 
or  more  secondary  schools  known  as  academies,  sem- 
inaries, or  collegiate  institutes. 

I  4.  Conferences  shall  not  approve  the  multiplica- 
tion of  jcolleges  or  universities  beyond  the  needs  of 
the  people  or  their  ability  to  equip  and  sustain  them. 

§  5.  Theological  schools,  whose  professors  are  nom- 
inated or  confirmed  by  the  Bishops,  exist  for  the  ben- 
efit of  the  whole  Church.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Bish- 
ops, Presiding  Elders,  and  Pastors  to  direct  the 
attention  of  our  young  people  to  our  literary  institu- 
tions, and  of  the  candidates  for  our  Ministry,  having 
proper  qualifications,  to  our  theological  seminaries. 

I  6.  The  Board  of  Education  shall  publish  in  its 
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annual  reports  a  list  of  all  the  educational  institu- 
tions under  the  patronage  of  the  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church,  classifying  the  same  according  to  the 
provisions  contained  in  ff  335,  336. 


nL  University  Senate. 

f  336,  §  1.  There  shall  be  a  University  Senate  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  quadrennially  ap- 
pointed by  the  Bishops  under  the  authority  of  the 
General  Conference.  It  shall  be  composed  of  persons 
actively  engaged  in  the  work  of  education,  one  from 
each  General  Conference  District  and  one  at  large. 
It  is  not  required  that  the  Conference  relation  of  a 
ministerial  member  be  held  in  the  General  Confer- 
ence District  which  he  represents,  provided  his  resi- 
dence and  educational  work  are  within  such  District. 
If,  in  consequence  of  the  retirement  of. a  member 
from  educational  work,  or  from  any  other  cau^e,  a 
vacancy  occur  in  the  body  during  the  quadrennium, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishops  at  their  next  semi- 
annual meeting  to  fill  said  vacancy. 

§  2.  The  Senate  shall  determine  and  at  least  quad- 
rennially revise  the  minimum  equivalents  of  aca- 
demic work  to  be  required  for  promotion  to  the 
Baccalaureate  degrees  in  the  educational  institutions 
of  our  Church.  The  curricula  thus  determined  shall 
provide  for  the  historical  and  literary  study  of  the 
Bible  in  the  vernacular. 

§  3.  At  the  written  request  of  the  President  and 
Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Education, 
or  at  the  written  request  of  any  three  of  its  own 
members,  the  Senate  shall  investigate  the  scholastic 
requirements  and  methods  of  any  designated  institu- 
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tion  claiming  to  be  under  the  patronage  of  the  Metho- 
dist Episcopal  Church,  and  shall  report  to  the  Board 
of  Education  its  decision  as  to  whether  the  require- 
ments and  methods  of  said  institution  are  such  as  to 
justify  its  official  recognition  by  the  authorities  of 
the  Church.  Such  decision  shall  thereafter  govern 
the  action  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

§  4.  The  Senate  shall  at  least  quadrennially  report 
to  the  Board  of  Education  its  requirements  and  de- 
cisions, and  on  the  basis  of  these  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion shall  in  its  official  lists  and  in  its  administration 
classify  the  educational  institutions  of  the  Church, 
whatever  their  legal  or  self-chosen  name  may  be. 


IV.  Doties  of  Pastors  and  Presiding  Elders. 

f  337,  §  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Pastor  to 
take  one  public  collection  annually  in  each  Society  in 
aid  of  the  work  of  education.  The  money  so  received 
shall  be  paid  over  to  such  auxiliary  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  or  institution  of  learning,  as  the  Annual 
Conference  may  direct,  or,  in  the  absence  .of  Annual 
Conference  direction,  to  the  treasury  of  the  Board  of 
£iducation. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Pastor  to  cause 
every  Sunday  School  under  his  charge  to  observe  the 
second  Sunday  in  June,  or  such  other  Sunday  as  may 
be  more  convenient,  as  Children's  Day,  and  upon  said 
day,  as  part  of  the  service,  he  shall  take  a  collection 
to  be  devoted  to  the  Sunday  School  Children's  Fund. 
The  Pastor  shall  forward  the  collection  aforesaid  di- 
^rectly  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Education, 
and  report  the  same  to  his  Annual  Conference  under 
the  head  of  "Children's  Fund;"  and  all  educational 
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money,  except  the  Children's  Fund,  shall  be  reported 
to  the  Annual  Conference  under  the  head  of  "Public 
Educational  Collection."   * 

§  3.  The  Treasurer  of  each  Annual  Conference  at 
the  close  of  each  Conference  session  shall  report  to 
the  Board  of  Education  the  amount  of  all  moneys 
raised  for  educational  purposes  and  the  objects  to 
which  they  have  been  applied. 

%  338,  §  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Presiding 
Elder  every  year  to  bring  the  subject  of  education  be- 
fore the  last  Quarterly  Conference  of  each  Charge 
within  his  District,  and  said  Conference  shall  appoint 
a  Committee  on  Education  consisting  of  not  less  than 
three  nor  more  than  seven  persons,  of  which  Commit- 
tee the  Pastor  shall  be  Chairman.  This  Committee 
shall  aid  the  Pastor  in  canvassing  the  Charge  for  the 
purpose  of  stimulating  interest  in  the  higher  ■  educa- 
tion of  our  youth,  by  distributing  the  catalogues  and 
circulars  of  the  secondary  schools,  colleges,  universi- 
ties, and  theological  institutions  of  the  Church,  and 
seeking  to  secure  the  attendance  of  our  young  people 
at  these  institutions. 

§  2.  The  Presiding  Elder  every  year  at  the  last 
Quarterly  Conference  in  each  Charge  shall  inquire: 

1.  Has  the  Sermon  on  Education  been  preached 
during  the  year,  when,  and  by  whom? 

2.  Has  the  canvass  for  education  been  made,  and 
the  collection  for  education  been  taken?  Has  Chil- 
dren's Day  been  observed,  and  have  its  collections 
been  taken  as  required  by  the  Discipline,  and  how 
much  was  contributed  for  each  of  these  purposes? 

3.  What  students  in  the  Charge  are  attending  any^ 
of  the  secondary  schools,  colleges,  universities,  or 
theological  schools  of  the  Church? 
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CHAPTER  11. 
YOUNG  PEOPLE'S  SOCIETIES. 


L  The  Epwortli  League. 


^  389.  For  tbe  purpose  of  promoting  Intelligent 
and  tital  piety  among  the  young  people  of  our 
Churches  and  Congregations,  and  of  training  them  in 
works  of  mercy  and  help,  there  shall  be  an  organiza- 
tion under  the  authority  of  the  General  Conference 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  governed  by 
the  following  Constitution  : 

Constitution. 

Abticle  1.  Name. — ^The  Utle  of  this  organization 
shall  be  "The  Epwortb  League  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church." 

Abticle  2.  Object. — The  object  of  the  League  is  to 
promote  intAligent  and  vital  piety  in  the  young  Mem- 
bers and  friends  of  the  Church,  to  aid  them  in  the 
attainment  of  purity  of  heart  and  constant  growth  in 
grace,  and  to  train  them  in  works  of  mercy  and  help. 

Abticle  3.  Organization. — With  a  view  to  carry  out 
the  objects  of  the  League  the  Chapters  and  such 
other  Young  People's  Societies  as  may  be  approved 
by  the  Quarterly  Conferences  shall  be  organized  into 
Presiding  Elders'  District  Leagues,  and  may  also  be 
formed  into  General  Conference  District  Leagues. 
Other  groupings  may  be  arranged  for  the  advantage 
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of  the  work,  such  as  Annual  Conference  Leagues, 
State  Leagues,  City  Leagues,  etc.  The  Chapter  shall 
be  under  the  control  of  the  Quarterly  Conference  and 
Pastor.  Any  Young  People's  Society  may  become  an 
affiliated  Chapter  of  the  Epworth  League;  provided, 
it  adopt  the  aims  of  the  League,  that  its  President 
and  Officers  and  general  plans  of  work  be  approved 
by  the  Pastor  and  Official  Board  or  Quarterly  Con- 
ference, and  that  it  be  enrolled  at  the  Central  Office.* 

Article  4.  GrOvernment. — The  management  of  the 
iSpworth  League  shall  be  Tested  in  the  Board  of  Con- 
trol, which  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Bish- 
ops, and  shall  consist  of  a  Bishop,  who  shall  be 
President  of  the  Bpworth  League  and  of  the  Board 
of  Control,  and  one  from  each  General  Conference 
District.  If  the  number  of  the  General  Conference 
Districts  be  odd,  the  Bishops  shall  appoint  one  mem- 
ber at  large,  in  order  that  there  may  be  an  equal 
number  of  Laymen  and  of  Ministers.  The  Editor  of 
the  Epworth  Herald,  the  General  Secretary  of  the 
League,  the  German  Assistant  Secretary,  and  the 
Assistant  Secretary  for  Colored  Conferences  shall  be 
advisory  members  of  the  Board  of  Control.  The 
Board  of  Control  shall  meet  four  tfHies  in  each 
quadrennium. 

Article  5.  Officers. — The  officers  *  of  the  League 
shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice  President,  a  General  Sec- 
retary, and  a  Treasurer.  The  President  shall  be 
chosen  as  hereinbefore  provided.  The  Vice  President 
shall  be  chosen  by  the  Board  of  Control  from  its  own 
body.    The  General  Secretary  shall  be  elected  by  the 

*  It  if)  not  hereby  intended  to  disturb  the  present  statns  of  other  Tonng 
People's  Societies  now  organized  In  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
which  are  under  the  control  of  the  Pastor  and  Quarterly  Conference. 
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General  Conference,  and  shall  be  the  executive  officer 
of  the  League.  He  shall  have  charge  of  the  corre- 
spondence, and  shall  keep  the  records  of  the  League^ 
and  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Board  of  Con- 
trol may  direct.  The  Editor  of  the  Epworth  Herald 
shall  be  elected  by  the  General  Conference,  and  shall 
perform  such  duties  as  relate  to  the  editorial  depart- 
ments of  Epworth  League  periodicals.  The  Treasurer 
shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Control. 

All  these  officers  shall  be  elected  quadrennially, 
and  shall  hold  office  until  their  subcessors  are  chosen. 

Vacancies  in  any  of  the  above-named  positions,  ex- 
cept the  Presidency  and  the  Editorship  of  the  Ep- 
worth Herald,  shall  be  filled  by  the  Board  of  Control. 

Abticle  6.  German  Assistant  Secretary. — The  edi- 
tor of  the  Haus  und  Herd  is  constituted  the  German 
Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Epworth  League. 

Abticle  7.  Assistant  Secretary  for  Colored  Con- 
ferences.— There  shall  be  an  Assistant  Secretary  of 
the  Epworth  League  for  work  within  colored  Con- 
ferences to  be  elected  quadrennially  by  the  Board  of 
Control,  who  shall  perform  such  duties  as  the  Board 
of  Control  may  direct. 

Abticle  8.  Finances. — The  salaries  of  the  General 
Secretary,  the  Editor  of  the  Epworth  Herald,  and  the 
Assistant  Secretary  of  work  within  colored  Confer- 
ences shall  be  fixed  by  the  Book  Committee,  and  paid 
by  the  Book  Concern,  together  with  such  administra- 
tion expenses  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  Board  of 
Control. 

Abticle  9.  Central  Office. — The  Central  Office  of 
the  Epworth  League  shall  be  in  Chicago,  111. 

Abticle  10.  Local  Constitution. — The  Constitution 
for  Local  Chapters  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  Board  of 
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Control;  provided,  however,  that  no  enactment  shall 
be  made  which  shall  in  any  manner  conflict  with  this 
General  Constitution. 

Article  11.  By-Laws. — The  Board  of  Control  shall 
have  pow^r  to  enact  such  By-Laws  for  its  own  goy-> 
ernment  as  will  not  conflict  with  this  Constitution. 

Article  12.  Amendments. — This  Constitution  shall 
be  altered  or  amended  only  by  the  General  Con- 
ference. 


IL  Duties  of  Presidrng  Elders  and  Faaltoa. 

H  340.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Presiding  Elders 
when  holding  District  or  Quarterly  Conferences  to  in- 
quire into  the  condition  of  Epworth  League  Chapters 
and  such  other  Young  People's  Societies  as  may  be 
under  the  control  of  the  Quarterly  and  District  Con- 
ferences, and  to  ascertain  whether  they^are  conduct- 
ing their  affairs  in  harmony  with  the  purpose  and 
Discipline  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

f  341.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Pastors  to  organise, 
if  possible,  and  to  maintain,  if  practicable.  Chapters 
of  the  Epworth  League. 


UL  Duties  of  the  Piesident  of  a  Chapter. 
f  342.  The  President  of  an  Epworth.  League  Chap^ 
ter  must  be  a.  Member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  and  shall  be  elected  by  the  Chapter  and  con- 
firmed by  the  Quarterly  Conference,  of  which  body 
he  shall  then  become  a  member  if  approved  by  it  for 
membership  therein.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  present 
to  the  Quarterly  Conference  a  report  of  his  Chapter, 
together  with  such  other  information  as  the  Confer* 
ence  may  require  and  he  may  be  able  to  give. 
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CHAPTER  m. 
SUNDAY  SCHCX)LS. 


L  The  Sunday  School  Union* 


%  343,  §  1.  For  the  moral  and  religious  instruc- 
tion of  our  children,  and  for  the  promotion  of  Bible 
knowledge  among  all  our  people,  there  shall  be  a  Sun- 
day School  Union,  duly  .incorporated  according  to 
law,  and  having  its  office  ii}  the  city  of  New  York, 
the  said  Union  to  include  all  the  Sunday  Schools  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  to  foe  subject  to 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  General  Conference 
may  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

§  2.  The  work  of  the  Sunday  School  Union  shall  be 
to  found  Sunday  Schools  in  needy  neighborhoods;  to 
contribute  to  the  support  of  Sunday  Schools  which 
without  assistance  cannot  continue;  to  educate  the 
Church  in  all  phases  of  Sunday  School  work,  con- 
tantly  endeavoring  to  raise  ideals  and  to  improve 
methods;  and  to  give  impulse  and  direction  in.  gen- 
eral to  the  study  of  the  Bible  by  the  Church.  All  the 
work  of  the  Sunday  School  Union  shall  be  done  under 
the  supervision  of  a  Board  of  Managers,  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  General  Conference. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
to  revise  annually  the  list  of  Managers,  and  in  case 
of  inattention  by  any  Manager  to  the  duties  of  the 
office,  it  shall  declare  his  seat  vacant. 
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EL  Tiie  Corresponding, Secretary* 

f  344,  §  1.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be 
elected  by  the  General  Conference,  and  shall  be  the 
chief  executive  officer  of  the  Sunday  School  Union. 
He  shall  also  be  the  Corresponding  Secretary  and 
chief  executive  officer  of  the  Tract  Society.  Under 
the  provisions  of  the  Discipline  and  the  authority, 
direction,  and  control  of  the  Boards  he  shall  conduct 
the  correspondence  and  business  thereof.  His  time 
shall  be  employed  in  conducting  their  affairs  and 
under  their  direction  in  promoting  their  general  in- 
terests by  traveling  or  otherwise.  The  Board  of 
Managers  of  the  Sunday  School  Union  having  each 
year  made  an  estimate  of  the  sum  of  money  needed 
for  the  benevolent  work  of  the  Union,  the  Corre- 
sponding Secretary  shall  notify  Presiding  Elders  and 
Pastors  of  the  proportion  needed  from  their  respec- 
tive Charges. 

§  2.  The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Sunday  School 
Union  shall  have  power  to  suspend  the  Corresponding 
Secretary  or  Treasurer  for  a  cause  to  them  sufficient, 
and  a  time  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Board  at  as  early  a 
date  as  practicable  for  the  investigation  of  the  official 
conduct  of  said  Secretary  or  Treasurer,  due  notice  of 
which  shall  be  given  by  them  to  the  Bishops,  who 
shall  select  one  of  their  number  to  be  present  and 
preside  at  the  investigation. 

§  3.  Any  vacancy  in  this  office  caused  by  death, 
resignation,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  filled  by  the  Board 
until  the  Bishops,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  fill  the 
vacancy. 

If  345.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Sun- 
day School  Union  and  the  Tract  Society  shall  be  Edi- 
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tor  of  the  Sunday  School  Books,  Papers,  and  Tracts. 
He  shall  also,  in  consultation  with  the  Publishing 
Agents,  have  charge  of  the  Department  of  Sunday 
School  Requisites,  including  books  of  instruction  for 
Sunday  Schools  and  Normal  Classes.  He  shall  also 
be  Superintendent  of  the  Department  of  Sunday 
School  Instruction.  The  Sunday  School  Union  and 
the  Tract  Society  shall  each  pay  such  proportion  of 
his  salary  as  the  Book  Committee  in  consultation 
with  the  Bxecutiye  Committee  of  each  Society  shall 
consider  just  The  Editor  of  Oerman  Sunday  School 
publications  in  Cincinnati  shall  be  the  German  As- 
sistant Secretary  of  the  Sunday  School  Union  and 
the  Tract  Society  without  additional  salary. 


nL  Sunday  School  Boaid. 

f  346,  §  1.  Every  Sunday  School  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  a 
Sunday  School  Board,  and  shall  be  auxiliary  to  the 
Sunday  School  Union  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church. 

§  2.  The  Sunday  School  Board  shall  consist  of  the 
Pastor,  who  shall  be  ex  officio  Chairman,  the  Sunday 
School  Committee  appointed  by  the  Quarterly  Con- 
ference, the  Superintendent,  the  Assistant  Superin- 
tendents, the  Secretaries,  the  Treasurer,  the  Libra- 
rians, and  the  Teachers  of  the  School,  and  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Sunday  School  Missionary  Society.  In 
case  of  the  withdrawal  of  Officers  or  Teachers  from 
the  School,  they  shall  cease  to  be  members  of  the 
Board. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Sunday  School 
Board,  whenever  practicable,  to  organize  our  Schools 
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Into  Temperance  Societies,  under  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  the  Board  may  prescribe,  the  duty  of 
which  Societies  shall  be  to  see  that  temperance  in- 
struction is  imparted  to  the  School,  and  to  secure,  so 
far  as  possible,  the  pledging  of  its  members  to  total 
abstinence. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent,  to- 
gether with  the  Sunday  School  Board,  to  take  a  col- 
lection' in  the  School  at  least  once  a  ye^r  for  the 
Sunday  School  Union. 


IV*  Officers  and  Teachers* 

^  347,  §  1.  The  Superintendent  shall  be  nomi- 
nated annually  by  the  Sunday  School  Board,  and  con- 
firmed by/  the  Quarterly  Conference  at  its  session 
after  such  nomination,  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  the 
Pastor  shall  superintend  or  secure  the  superintending 
of  the  School  until  such  time  as  a  Superintendent 
nominated  by  the  Sunday  School  Board  shall  be  con- 
firmed by  the  Quarterly  Conference. 

§  2.  The  other  Officers  of  the  School  shall  be 
elected  by  the  Sunday  School  Board. 

§  3.  The  Teachers  of  the  School  shall  be  nominated 
by  the  Superintendent,  after  having  received  the 
concurrence  of  the  Pastor,  and  shall  be  elected  by 
the  Board. 

§  4.  The  place  of  any  Officer  or  Teacher  habitually 
neglecting  his  or  her  duty,  or  being  guilty  of  im- 
proper conduct,  or  for  inefficiency,  may  be  declared 
vacant  by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the  Board  present 
at  any  regular  or  special  meeting.  When  a  Teacher 
ceases  to  teach  membership  in  the  Sunday  School 
Board  shall  thereby  be  discontinued. 
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S  5.  It  BhaU  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  to 
report  to  each  Quarterly  Conference: 

1.  Name  of  Sunday  School. 

2.  Number  of  Officers  and  Teachers. 

3.  Number  of  Scholars  in  all  grades. 

4.  Average  Attendance. 

5.  Number  of  Scholars  in  Home  Department. 

6.  Number  of  Members  on  the  Cradle  Roll. 

7.  Number  of  Officers  and  Teachers  Members  of  the 
Church  or  Probationers.  -- 

8.  Number  of  Scholars  (whether  attendants  or 
members  of  Home  Department)  Members  of  the 
Church  or  Probationers. 

9.  Number  of  members  of  the  Sunday  School  con- 
verted during  the  quarter. 

10.  Current  expenses  for  the  quarter. 

11.  Amount  raised  for  Missions  during  the  quarter. 


V.  Dutks  of  Presiding  Eldecs* 
f  348,  §  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Presid- 
ing Elder  to  apportion  to  the  Charges  in  his  Dis- 
trict the  amounts  expected  from  the  Conference 
in  the  same  manner  as  in  the  case  of  the  other 
Societies. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Presiding  Elder  to 
bring  the  subject  of  Sunday  Schools  before  the  last 
Quarterly  Conference  of  each  year;  and  said  Quar- 
terly Conference  shall  appoint  a  Committee  of  Mem- 
bers of  our  Church  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more 
than  nine  for  each  Sunday  School  in  the  Charge,  to 
be  called  the  Committee  on  Sunday  Schools,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  aid  the  Pastor  and  the  Officers  of 
the  Sunday  Schools  in  procuring  suitable  Teachers,  in 
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promoting  In  all  proper  ways  the  attendance  of  chil- 
dren and  adults  on  our  Sunday  Schools  and  at  our 
regular  public  worship,  and  in  raising  money  to  meet 
the  expenses  of  the  Sunday  Schools  of  the  Charge. 
Of  this  Committee  the  Pastor  shall  be  Chairman. 


VL  Duties  of  Paston* 

If  349,  S  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Pas- 
tor, aided  by  the  Superintendent  and  the  Commit- 
tee on  Sunday  Schools,  to  decide  as  to  what  books 
and  other  publications  shall  be  used  in  the  Sunday 
Schools. 

S  2.  It  shall  be  the  special  duty  of  the  Pastor,  with 
the  aid  of  the  other  Preachers  and  the  Committee  on 
Sunday  Schools,  to  form  Sunday  Schools  in  all  our 
Congregations  where  ten  persons  can  be  collected  for 
that  purpose,  which  Schools  shall  be  auxiliary  to  the 
Sunday  School  Union  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church;  to  engage  the  cooperation  of  as  many  of  our 
Members  as  they  can;  to  visit  the  Schools  as  often  as 
practicable;  to  preach  on  the  subject  of  Sunday 
Schools  and  the  religious  instruction  of  children  in 
each  Congregation  at  least  once  in  six  months;  to 
form  classes,  wherever  they  can,  for  the  instruction 
of  the  larger  children,  youth,  and  adults  in  the  word 
of  God;  and  where  they  cannot  superintend  them  per- 
sonally, to  see  that  suitable  Teachers  are  provided 
for  that  purpose. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  our  Ministers  to  enforce 
faithfully  upon  parents  and  Sunday  School  Teachers 
the  great  importance  of  instructing  children  in  the 
doctrines  and  duties  of  our  holy  religion;  to  see  that 
our  Catechisms  be  used  as  extensively  as  possible  in

our  Sunday  Schools  and  families;  and  to  preach  to 
the  children,  and  catechise  them  publicly  in  the  Sun- 
day Schools  and  at  public  meetings  appointed  for 
that  purpose. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Minister  in  his 
pastoral  visits  to  pay  special  attention  to  the  chil- 
dren; to  speak  to  them  personally  and  kindly  on  the 
subject  of  experimental  and  practical  godliness,  ac- 
cording to  their  capacity;  to  pray  earnestly  for 
them;  and  diligently  instruct  and  exhort  all  parents 
to  dedicate  their  children  to  the  Lord  in  baptism  as 
early  as  convenient. 

§^.  Each  Pastor  shall  lay  before  the  Quarterly 
Conference,  to  be  entered  on  its  Journal,  the  number 
and  state  of  the  Sunday  Schools  in  his  Charge,  and 
the  extent  to  which  he  has  preached  to  the  children 
and  catechised  them,  and  ^  shall  make  the  required 
report  on  Sunday  Schools  to  his  Annual  Conference. 


CHAPTER  IV. 
LADIES' AID  SOCIETIE& 


LObject 

T  350,  §  1.  For  the  promotion  of  the  social  and 
financial  interests  of  the  Churches,  Ladies'  Aid  So- 
cieties, or  societies  of  similar  designation  and  pur- 
pose, may  be  organized  in  the  local  Charge,  which 
Societies  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  Quarterly 
Conference. 
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EL  Duties  of  the  President  of  a  Ladies^  Aid  Society*    ' 

§  2.  The  President  of  a  Ladies'  Aid  Society  shall 
be  elected  by  the  Society  and  confirmed  by  the  Quar- 
terly Conference.  If  a  Member  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  she  shall  then  become  a  Member 
of  the  Quarterly  Conference  if  approved  by  it  for 
membership  therein.  It  shall  be  her  duty  to  present 
to  the  Fourth  Quarterly  Conference  a  report  of  her 
Society,  together  with  such  other  information  as  the 
Conference  may  require  and  she  may  be  able  to  give. 


IIL  Duties  of  Presiding  Elders  and  Pastors.  > 

§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Presiding  Elders  when 
holding  District  or  Quarterly  Conferences  to  inquire 
into  the  condition  of  the  "Ladies'  Aid  Societies,  and 
to  ascertain  whether  they  are  conducting  their  af- 
fairs in  harmony  with  the  purpose  and  Discipline 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Pastors  to  organize 
and  maintain,  If  practicable.  Ladies'  Aid  Societies. 


CHAPTER  V. 
MISSIONARY  WORK* 

THB  MISSIONARY  50CIBTY. 


L  Incorporation  and  Officers* 


%  351.  For  the  better  prosecution  of  Missionary 
work  in.  the  United  States  and  in  foreign  countries, 
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there  shall  be  a  Missionary  Society,  duly  incorpo- 
rated according  to  larw,  and  haying  its  office  in  the 
city  of  New  York,  said  Society  being  subject  .to  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  the  General  Conference  may 
from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

NOTTB.— For  Cbarter,  ConsUtaUon,  BF-Laws,  etc.,  etc,  see  An&aal 
Report  of  Missioiiary  Society. 

H  352  The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Missionary 
Society  shall  have  power  to  suspend  a  Correspond- 
ing Secretary,  or  Treasurer,  or  Manager,  for  cause  to 
them  sufficient;  and  a  time ''shall  be  fixed  by  the 
Board,  at  as  early  a  day  as  practicable,  for  the  in- 
vestigjation  of  the  official  conduct  of  said  Secretary, 
Treasurer,  or  Manager,  due  notice  of  which  shall  be 
given  by  them  to  the  Bishops,  who  shall  select  one 
of  their  number  to  be  present  and  preside  at  the 
investigation,  which  shall  be  before  the  fourteen 
members  of  the  General  Missionary  Committee 
elected  from  the  Districts  by  the  General  Con- 
ference, two  thirds  of  whom  may  remove  said  Sec- 
retary, Treasurer,  or  Manager  from  office  in  the 
interval  of  the  General  Conference. 

%  353.  In  case  a  vacancy  exists  in  the  office  of  Cor- 
responding Secretary,  Treasurer,  or  Assistant  Treas- 
ureri  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  the  Bishops 
shall  have  power  to  fill  the  vacancy;  and  until  they 
do  80,  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to 
provide  for  the  duties  of  the  office. 

f  354.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  General  Mission- 
ary Committee  to  revise  annually  the  list  of  Mana- 
gers, and  in  case  of  inattention  of  any  Manager  to 
the  dutiei  of  the  office  it  may  declare  his  seat  vacant. 
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EL  V^aAooMf  Fofdgn  and  Home* 
T  355.  When  a  Mission  is  established  in  a  foreign 
country,  or  in  the  United  States  and  Territories  out- 
side of  Annual  Conferences,  the  Bishop  having  Epis- 
copal Superrision  of  the  same  may  appoint  a  Member 
of  the  Mission  as  Superintendent,  who  may  also  be 
the  Presiding  Elder  of  a  District.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Superintendent,  in  the  absence  of  a 
Bishop,  to  preside  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Mis- 
sion, to  arrange  the  work,  and  take  general  super- 
vision of  the  entire  Mission,  and  to  represent  the 
state  of  the  Mission  and  its  needs  to  the  Bishop  hav- 
ing charge,  and  to  the  Corresponding  Secretaries. 

%  356.  The  Bishop  having  Episcopal  Supervision 
of  a  Mission  shall  annually  designate  a  time  at  which 
all  the  Members  of  the  Mission,  and  also  the  native 
Preachers  employed  as  Supplies  or  Helpers  in  the 
Mission,  shall  come  together  for  the  purpose  of  hold- 
ing an  Annual  Meeting;  said  Meeting  possessing,  in 
all  ecclesiastical  matters,  the  functions  and  privileges 
of  a  District  Conference;  and  also  transacting  such 
other  business  as  may  be  assigned  by  the  Board,  or 
grow  out  of  the  local  interests  of  the  work.  In  the 
absence  of  a  Bishop  or  Superintendent,  the  Annual 
Meeting  shall  choose  its  Presiding  Officer  in  the  man- 
ner provided  for  District  Conferences  in  such  cases. 
H  357.  But  in  Missions  in  the  United  States  and 
Territories,  the  power  to  license  and  to  try  Local 
Preachers,  and  to  renew  the  Licenses  of  Local 
Preachers  and  Exhorters,  shall  remain  with  the  re- 
spective Quarterly  Conferences;  and  Local  Preach- 
ers tried  and  convicted  shall  have  their  Appeal  to 
the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Mission. 
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f  358.  The  Ministerial  Members  of  the  General 
Missionary  Committee  shall  constitute  a  Judicial 
Conference  to  hear  Appeals  of  I^ocal  Preachers  con- 
victed  at  an  Annual  Meeting  of  a  foreign  Mission, 
said  Judicial  Conference  to  be  presided  over  by  a 
Bishop. 

T  359.  When  a  Mission  in  a  foreign  country  shall 
be  organised  fhto  an  Annual  Conference,  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  Missionary  Society  is  not  thereby  dis- 
turbed, but  shall  be  continued  as  in  the  case  of  other 
foreign  Missions. 

T  360.  Wherever  Methodist  Churches  are  organ- 
ized in  territory  outside  of  an  Annual  Conference,  or 
of  any  regular  Mission  of  our  Church,  such  work  may 
be  attached  to  such  home  Conference  as  the  said 
Churches  may  elect,  with  the  concurrence  of  the 
Bishop  having  charge  of  said  Conference,  and  may  be 
constituted  a  Presiding  Elder's  District 


HL  The  Anmial  Conlefeoce  and  MUoos* 
T  361,  §  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Annual 
Conference  to  form  within  its  bounds  a  Conference 
Missionary  Society,  which  shall  appoint  its  own  offi- 
cers, fix  the  terms  of  membership,  and  otherwise 
regulate  its  own  administration.  But  it  shall  pay 
all  its  funds  into  the  treasury  of  the  Parent  Society. 
It  shall  appoint  a  iSecretary  for  each  Presiding  Eld- 
er's District,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  cooperate 
with  the  Presiding  Elder  in  planning  and  holding 
District  missionary  meetings  and  disseminating  mia- 
Bionary  literature,  and  to  inform  the  Corresponding 
Secretaries  from  time  to  time  of  the  state  of  the 
work  in  the  District. 
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§  2.  Any  Annual  Conference  may,  at  its  option, 
by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  its  Members,  assume  the 
responsibility  of  supporting  such  Missions,  already 
established  within  its  own  limits,  as  have  hitherto 
been  reported  under  the  head  of  ''Missions  in  the 
Destitute  Portions  of  the  Regular  Work,"  and  such 
other  Missions  as  may  be  established  therein;  and 
for  this  purpose  it  shall  be  at  liberty  to  organ- 
ize a  Conference  Domestic  Missionary  Society,  with 
branches;  provided,  such  organization  shall  not 
interfere  with  the  collections  for  the  Missionary  So- 
ciety of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  as  required 
by  the  Discipline;  provided,  also,  that  in  case  more 
funds  shall  be  raised  for  such  Missions  than  are 
needed,  the  surplus  shall  be  p^.id  over  to  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church  at  New  York,  to  be  appropriated  to 
such  Mission  or  Missions  under  the  care  of  the 
Society  as  may  be  designated  by  such  Conference. 

li  362.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Annual  Confer- 
ence within  the  bounds  of  the  United  States,  where 
Missions  have  been  or  are  to  be  established,  to  ap- 
point a  Standing  Committee,  which  shall  keep  a  rec- 
ord of  its  doings,  and  report  the  same  to  the  Confer- 
ence, whose  duty  it  shall  be,  with  the  concurrence  of 
the  President  of  the  Conference,  to  make  an  estimate 
of  the  amount  necessary  for  the  support  of  each  Mis- 
sion and  Mission  School,  in  full,  or  supplementary  to 
the  amount  raised  by  the  Society  or  Congregation 
thus  aided;  for  which  amount  the  President  of  the 
Conference  for  the  time  being  shall  draw  on  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Society  in  quarterly  instaJlmenta. 

^  363.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Annual  Con- 
ference to  examine  strictly  into  the  state  of  the 
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Domestic  Missions  within  its  bounds,  and  to  allow 
none  to  remain  on  the  list  of  its  Missions  Which, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  Conference,  is  able  to  support 
itself. 

%  364.  Each  Annual  (Conference  shall  report 
through  its  Secretary,  annually,  to  the  Secretaries 
of  the  Missionary  Society  at  New  York,  the  name  of 
each  District  and  Charge,  within  Its  bounds,  sus- 
tained in  whole  or  in  part  by  said  Conference  as  a 
Mission,  together  with  the  amount  of  missionary 
money  appropriated  to  such  for  the  year,  and  also 
the  number  of  years  that  each  Mission  has  re- 
ceived assistance  from  the  missionary  treasury,  and 
whether  consecutively  or  otherwise. 

1[  365.  The  President  of  the  Conference,  at  each 
session,  shall  appoint  one  of  Its  Members,  with  an 
alternate,  to  preach  a  missionary  sermon  during  its 
next  succeeding  session,  at  such  time  and  place  as 
the  officers  of  the  Conference  Missionary  Society 
shall  designate;  and  said  officers  shall  cause  timely 
notice  of  said  sermon  to  be  published  abroad. 


IV.  Dutks  of  Ftesklifig  Ekkn. 
f  366.  It  shall  be  the  dtity  of  each  Presiding 
Elder  to  bring  the  subject  of  our  Missions  before  the 
Quarterly  Conference  of  each  Charge  within  his  Dis- 
trict at  the  last  Quarterly  Conference  in  each  year; 
and  said  Conference  shall  proceed  to  appoint  a  Com- 
mittee of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  nine,  of 
which  the  Pastor  shall  be  Chairman,  to  be  called  the 
Committee  on  Missions,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  aid 
the  Pastor  in  carrying  into  effect  the  DiscipliiLary 
measures  for  the  support  of  bur  Missions. 
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f  367.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Presiding 
Elder  to  see  that  the  provisions  of  this  section  are 
faithfully  executed  in  his  District;  and  in  order 
thereto,  he  shall  inquire  at  each  session  of  the  Quar- 
terly Conference  what  has  been  done  by  the  Mission 
Committee  toward  raising  funds  for  the  support  of 
Missions  during  the  preceding  quarter,  and  particu- 
larly whether  the  Sunday  Schools  have  been  organ- 
ized into  Missionary  Societies. 


V*  Duties  of  Pastocs. 

f  368.  The  support  of  Missions  is  committed  to 
the  Churches,  Congregations,  and  Societies  as  such. 

1[  369.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Pastor,  aided  by 
the  Committee  on  Missions,  to  provide  for  the  diffu- 
sion of  missionary  intelligence  among  the  Members 
of  the  Church  and  Congregation. 

f  370.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Pastor,  aided  by 
the  Committee  on  Missions,  to  institute  a  monthly 
missionary  prayer  meeting  or  lecture  in  each  So- 
ciety, or  Church  and  Congregation,  wherever  prac- 
ticable, for  the  purpose  of  imploring  the  Divine  bless- 
ing on  Missions,  for  the  diffusion  of  missionary  in- 
telligence, and  to  afford  an  opportunity  for  volun- 
tary ofPerlngs  to  the  missionary  cause. 

1[  371.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Pastor,  aided  by 
the  Committee  on  Missions,  to  appoint  Missionary 
Collectors,  and  furnish  them  with  suitable  books  and 
instructions,  that  they  may  call  on  each  Member  of 
the  Society,  or  Church  and  Congregation,  and  on 
other  persons,  at  their  discretion,  for  his  or  her  an- 
nual, semiannual,  quarterly,  monthly,  or  weekly  con- 
tribution for  the  support  of  Missions.    Said  CoUect- 
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ers  shall  make  monthly  returns,  unless  otherwise 
inistructed  by  the  Committee,  to  the  Pastor,  or  to 
the  Missionary  Treasurer  of  the  Church,  if  there  be 
such  Treasurer  appointed  by  the  Committee  on  Mis- 
sions. Such  return  shall  be  entered  in  a  book,  which 
the  Committee  shall  provide,  together  with  collec- 
tions and  contributions  received  from  other  sources. 
Such  entries  shall  set  forth  the  name  of  each  Col- 
lector, the  real  or  assumed  names  of  the  contribu- 
tors, and  the  amount  contributed  by  each. 

1  372.  Bach  Pastor  shall  report  at  Conference  to 
the  Executive  Committee  or  to  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers of  the  Conference  Missionary  Society,  a  plain 
transcript  of  the  record  of  the  returns  provided  for 
in  1  371,  including  the  name  of  each  Collector  in  his 
Charge,  and  the  name,  real  or  assumed,  of  each  con- 
tributor to  each  Collector,  that  they  may  be  arranged 
by  Districts  and  by  Charges  for  publication  in  the 
annual  report  of  the  Conference  Missionary  Society, 
together  with  the  contributions  and  collections  re- 
ceived from  other  sources,  unless  the  Conference 
shall  by  vote  declare  such  transcript  returns  and 
such  publication  unadvisable. 

^  373.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Pastor,  with  the 
aid  of  the  Committee  on  Missions,  to  present  once  in 
the  year  to  each  Congregation  the  cause  of  Missions, 
and  to  ask  public  collections  and  contributions  for 
the  support  of  the  same.  The  manner  of  asking  and 
taking  such  collections  and  contributions  shall  be  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Pastor  and  the  Committee  on 
Missions,  with  this  injunction,  that  the  Pastor  shall 
preach,  or  cause  to  be  preached  on  the  occasion,  one 
or  more  sermons,  and  with  the  recommendation  that 
one  whole  Sabbath  day  be  given  to  the  cause  on  this 
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annual   presentation   of   Missions   in   our   principal 
Churches  and  Congregations. 

%  374.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Pastor  to  see 
that  each  Sunday  School  in  our  Churches  and  Con- 
gregations is  organized  into  a  Missionary  Society,  as 
prescribed  in  ^  59  of  the  Appendix  to  the  Discipline. 
A  collection  shall  be  taken  for  Missions  in  each  Sun- 
day School,  as  far  as  practicable,  at  least  once  a 
month;  and  all  sums  of  money  so  collected  shall  be 
paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  Missionary  Society,  and 
the  missionary  contributions  of  the  Sunday  Schools 
shall  be  reported  in  a  separate  column  in  the  benevo- 
lent contributions  of  the  Annual  and  General  Min- 
utes. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Sunday  School  Mis- 
sionary Society  to  provide,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Sunday  School  Board,  for  brief  missionary  exercises 
in  the  Sunday  School  on  the  day  that  the  monthly 
missionary  collection  is  taken,  to  cause  suitable  liter- 
ature to  be  distributed  in  the  Sunday  School,  and  to 
arrange  for  occasional  missionary  concerts. 


WOMAN'S  FOREIGN  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 

^  375»  For  the  more  successful  prosecution  of  the 
Missionary  work  of  the  Church  among  women  in 
foreign  lands,  there  shall  be  an  organization  known 
as  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  to  be  governed  and 
regulated  by  its  Constitution,  which  may  be  altered 
or  amended  by  the  General  Conference  as  the  neces- 
sities of  the  work  may  rfequire. 

§  1.  This  Society  shall  work  in  harmony  with,  and 
under  the  supervision  of,  the  authorities  of  the  Mis- 
sionary Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 
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The  biypointment,  recall,  and  remuneration  of  Mis- 
sionaries, and  the  designation  of  their  fields  of  labor, 
shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers of  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church;  and  annual  appropriations  to  Mis- 
sion fields  shall  be  submitted  for  revision  and  ap- 
proval to  the  General  Missionary  Committee  x)f  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

§  2.  All  Missionaries  sent  out  by  this  Society  shall 
labor  under  the  direction  of  the  particular  Confer- 
ences or  Missions  of  the  Church  in  which  they  may 
be  severally  employed.  They  shall  be  annually  ap- 
'  pointed  by  the  President  of  the  Conference  or  Mis- 
sion, and  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  rules  of  re- 
moval that  govern  the  other  Missionaries. 

§  3.  All  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Society  in  for- 
eign lands  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Con- 
ferences or  Missions,  and  their  Committees,  in  ex- 
actly the  same  manner  as  the  work  of  the  Missionary 
Society  of  the  M^hodist  Episcopal  Church,  the  Su- 
perintendent or  Presiding  Elder  having  the  same 
relation  to  the  work  and  the  person  in  charge  of  it 
that  he  would  have  were  it  a  work  in  the  charge  of 
any  Member  of  the  Conference  or  Mission. 

§  4.  The  Funds  of  the  Society  shall  not  be  raised 
by  collections  or  subscriptions  taken  during  any  of 
our  regular  Church  services,  nor  in  any  Sunday 
School,  but  shall  be  raised  by  such  methods  as  the 
Constitution  of  the  Society  shall  provide,  none  of 
which  shall  interfere  with  the  contributions  of  our 
people  and  Sunday  Schools  for  the  treasury  of  the 
Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church;  and  the  amount  so  collected  shall  be 
reported  by  the  Pastor  to  the  Annual  Conference, 
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and  be  entered  in  a  column  among  the  Benevolent 
Collections  in  the  Annual  and  General  Minutes. 

§  5.  The  provisiond  of  §  4  of  this  paragraph 
(H  375)  shall  not  be  so  interpreted  as  to  prevent  the 
Women  from  taking  collections  in  meetings  con- 
vened in  the  interests  of  their  Societies;  nor  from 
securing  memberships  and  life-memberships  in  audi- 
ences where  their  work  is  represented;  nor  from 
holding  festivals  or  arranging  lectures  in  the  inter- 
ests of  their  work. 


WOMAN'S  HOMB  MISSIONARY  SOCIBTY. 

^  376.  There  shall  be  an  organization  known  as* 
the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church,  which  Society  shall  have 
authority  to  collect  and  disburse  money,  employ  Mis- 
sionaries, and  do  work  among  the  neglected  popula- 
tions in  the  home  field  under  the  same  Disciplinary 
rules  and  regulations  as  those  which  apply  to  the 
Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  except  the  re- 
quirements contained  in  §§  2  and  3  of  f  375. 


NATIONAL  CITY  BVANOBUZATION  UNION. 

U  National  Union* 

1  377,  The  National  City  Evangelization  Union 
shall  be  composed  of  representatives  from  all  the 
Local  Organizations  or  Unions,  by  whatever  name 
known,  in  the  cities  of  the  United  States,  working 
for  City  Evangelization  and  City  Church  Extension 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church. 

The  object  of  the  National  Union  is  to  promote  the 
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eflftciency  of  the  Local  Unions,  to  bring  them  into 
helpful  and  fraternal  relations,  to  encourage  the 
formation  of  similar  Unions  in  all  the  cities,  or  in 
contiguous  communities,  where  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church  has  three  or  more  Pastoral  Charges, 
and  in  general  to  keep  before  the  Church  its  respon- 
sibility for  the  evangelization  of  the  cities. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  consist  of  the  officers 
of  the  Society  and  of  thirty  other  Members,  Lay- 
men or  Ministers,  who  shall  be  elected  at  such  times 
as  the  Constitution  of  the  National  Union  shall  pro- 
vide. The  Bishops  shall  be  ex  officio  members  of  the 
Board.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Corresponding 
Secretary  elected  by  the  National  City  Evangeliza- 
tion Union  to  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the 
Union,  and  in  general  to  promote  the  interests  of 
City  Evangelization  throughout  the  Church  by  the 
circulation  of  literature,  the  visitation  of  cities  and 
Annual  Conferences,  and  by  such  cooperation  with 
the  Local  Unions  as  may  be  found  practicable. 

The  National  Union  shall  present  to  each  General 
Conference  a  report,  for  the  quadrennium  next  pre- 
ceding, of  its  general  condition  and  work,  and  of  the 
receipts  and  expenditures  of  all  the  federated  Unions. 

2*  Local  Unions. 
IT  378.  To  promote  City  Evangelization  and  City 
Church  Extension,  it  is  recommended  that  in  every 
city,  or  in  contiguous  communities,  in  the  United 
States  where  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  has 
three  or  more  Charges  a  Local  Union  be  organized 
w;^th  such  Board  of  Management  as  it  shall  deter- 
mine. Every  Pastor  and  Presiding  Elder  in  the  city, 
with  the  resident  Bishop,  if  there  be  one,  shall  be 
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recognized  as  Members,  and  each  Quarterly  Con- 
ference shall  be  entitled  to  representation  in  the 
Union. 

The  scope  of  the  work  of  the  Local  Union  may, 
among  other  objects,  include  properly  the  planting 
of  Churches  and  Sunday  Schools,  the  aid  of  weak 
Churches,  Missions  to  foreign  populations,  the  trans- 
forming of  downtown  Churches  into  new  centers 
with  modern  methods  of  service,  the  institution  of 
Kindergartens  and  Industrial  Schools,  evangelistic, 
social,  and  Christian  Settlement  Work,  conducting 
Rescue  Missions  and  institutions  for  the  relief  of 
the  destitute  and  the  recovery  of  the  outcast  A 
Local  Union  may  also  combine  with  its  plans  for 
evangelization  methods  for  promoting  the  connec- 
tional  social  life  of  the  several  Churches. 

§  1.  The  Local  Unions  shall  have  authority,  each 
in  its  own  territory,  to  collect  and  disburse  money 
for  the  object  contemplated  in  its  organization. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Presiding  Elder 
whose  District  includes  a  city,  or  contiguous  com- 
munities, with  three  or  more  Charges  to  use  his  in- 
fluence to  secure  their  organization  into  such  a 
Union  as  is  herein  provided  for,  and  he  shall  exer- 
cise special  supervision  over  it  until  it  shall  make 
other  provision  for  its  superintendence.  And  he 
shall  include  in  his  annual  report  to  the  Conference 
the  needs  and  conditions  of  such  organization. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Pastor  stationed 
within  the  territory  included  in  the  Charter  or  Con- 
stitution of  any  such  Local  Union  approved  by  the 
Annual  Conference  to  take  up  a  collection  annually 
for  this  cause  and  report  the  amount  to  the  Annual 
Conference. 
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§  4.  The  Annual  Conferences  are  directed  to  take 
such  friendly  cognizance  of  the  Local  Unions  within 
their  bounds  as  may  promote  their  efficiency  and 
facilitate  their  work,  and  also  to  provide  for  pub- 
lishing their  tabulated  reports  in  the  Conference 
Minutes. 

§  5.  The  General  Missionary  Committee  Is  re- 
quested to  cooperate  with  the  City  Evangelization 
Union  as  far  as  may  be  found  practicable. 


CHAPTER  VI. 
CHURCH  EXTENSION. 


h  Parent  Board* 


1[  379.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Church  Exten- 
sion, consisting  of  thirty-two  Ministers  and  thirty- 
two  Laynien,  to  be  chosen  by  the  General  Conference, 
and  to  be  duly  incorporated  according  to  law,  with 
such  powers  and  prerogatives  as  may  be  needful  to 
the  object  Of  its  appointment;  said  Board  to  be  sub- 
ject to  the  control  of  the  General  Conference.  The 
Bishops  shall  be  ex  officio  members  of  the  Board. 

%  380.  The  term  of  service  of  the  members  of  the 
Board  shall  begin  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  June 
following  their  appointment,  and  continue  during 
the  ensuing  four  years,  and  until  their  successors 
shall  be  duly  chosen  and  have  entered  upon  their 
duties,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  General  Con- 
ference. If  a  vacancy  should  occur  by  death,  resig- 
nation, or  otherwise,  during  the  interval  between  thft 
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sessions  of  the  General  Committee,  the  ^oard  shall 
have  power  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

H  381.  The  Officers  of  the  Board  shall  he  a  Presi- 
dent, five  Vice  Presidents,  one  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary, who  shall  he  the  executive  officer  of  the  Board, 
and  a  first  Assistant  Corresponding  Secretary,  with 
such  additional  Assistant  Corresponding  Secretaries 
as  the  General  Committee  of  Church  Extension  may 
authorize  and  appoint,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a 
Treasurer,  and  an  Assistant  Treasurer,  all  of  whom 
shall  he  elected  hy  the  Board  at  the  first  regular 
meeting  in  November  of  each  ye^r,  except  as  herein- 
after provided. 

%  382.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  and  the  first 
Assistant  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be  elected 
by  the  General  Conference.  They  shall,  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Discipline  and  the  directions  of  the 
General  Committee  and  of  the  Board,  conduct  its  cor- 
respondence, and  shall,  in  all  their  official  conduct, 
be  subject  to  the  authority  and  control  of  the  Board, 
by  whom  their  salaries  shall  be  fixed  and  paid.  They 
shall  be  exclusively  employed  in  conducting  the  af- 
fairs of  the  Board,  and,  under  its  direction,  in  pro- 
moting its  general  interest,  by  traveling  or  other- 
wise. Should  a  vacancy  occur  by  death,  resignation, 
or  otherwise,  the  Board  shall  have  power  to  provide 
for  the  duties  of  the  office  until  the  Bishops,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  shall  fill  the  vacancy. 

f  383.  An  additional  Assistant  Corresponding 
Secretary,  or  more  than  one,  may  be  appointed  ^ 
any  time  by  the  General  Committee,  on  the  nomina- 
tion of  the  Bishops;  which  Secretary  or  Secretaries 
shall  receive  such  salary,  and  render  such  service, 
as  the  Board  may  determine. 
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f  384.  The  Board  shall  hold  Its  meetings  in  the 
eity  of  Philadelphia.  It  shall  have  power  to  make  By* 
laws  for  the  regulation  of  its  own  proceedings,  not 
in  conflict  with  the  Charter,  the  Discipline,  or  the 
directions  of  the  General  Committee;  to  provide  for 
and  administer  a  Loan  Fund;  to  establish  and 
administer  an  Annuity  Fund,  either  in  connection 
with,  or  separate  from,  the  Loan  Fund,  as  It  may 
deem  wise;  to  take  and  hold  in  trust  for  the  Metho- 
dist Bpiscopal  Church  any  real  or  personal  property; 
to  dispose  of  the  same  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the 
Church,  and  generally  to  do  all  and  singular  the  mat- 
ters and  things  which  shall  be  necessary  and  lawjTul 
in  the  execution  of  its  trust;  provided,  however,  that 
all  amounts  received  on  Loan  Fund  shall  be  used  only 
for  loans  on  adequate  security;  and  provided,  fur- 
ther, that  the  aggregate  amount  of  interest  and  an- 
nuities payable  shall  never  be  allowed  to  exceed  the 
aggregate  amount  of  interest  receivable;  and  pro- 
vided, also,  that  an  equitable  proportion  of  the  ex- 
penses of  administration  of  the  business  of  the  Board 
shall  be  charged  to  and  defrayed  out  of  the  interest 
received  on  the  loans  made  by  the  Board  from  the 
Loan  Fund  and  the  Annuity  Fund  respectively. 

%  385.  The  Board  shall  also  have  authority  to  pro- 
vide and  recommend  a  uniform  plan  for  the  organi- 
zation of  local  Boards  of  Church  Extension  in  large 
cities,  under  such  local  administration  as  may  be 
deemed  advisable;  but  in  no  case  shall  such  local 
organizations  interfere  with  the  general  work  of  the 
Board. 

%  386.  The  Board  shall  also  have  authority,  by 
constituting  or  procuring  a  special  incorporation,  or 
9t])erwise,  to  aid  either  by  donation  or  by  loan,  or 
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by  both,  in  the  erection  of  parsonages,  and  also  to 
take  such  measures  as  it  may  deem  wise  and  neces- 
sary to  procure  the  insurance  of  Churches  and  other 
Church  property  against  loss  by  fire;  and  the  profits 
arising  therefrom,  if  any,  after  the  accumulation  of 
a  sufficient  reserve  fund,  shall  be  devoted  to  the  pur- 
poses of  the  Board.     ' 

H  387.  The  Board  shall  also  have  authority,  with 
the  concurrence  of  the  General  Committee,  to  make 
such  provisions  as  it  may  deem  wise  for  honorary 
membership  in  the  Parent  and  Conference  Boards  of 
Church  Extension,  and  in  the  General  Committee. 

%  388.  At  all  meetings  of  the  Board  thirteen  mem- 
bers shall  constitute  a  quorum.  The  Minutes  of  each 
meeting  shall  be  signed  by  the  Secretary  thereof. 

%  389.  The  Board  shall  publish  quarterly,  or 
oftener,  full  information  concerning  its  work;  and 
shall  submit  to  the  General  Conference  a  report  of 
its  proceedings  for  the  preceding  four  years,  and  of 
the  state  of  the  funds. 


IL  Gnilereoce  Boafcl& 

%  390.  Each  Annual  Conference  shall,  on  the  nom- 
ination of  the  Presiding  Bishop;  appoint  a  Confer- 
ence Board  of  Church  Extension,  composed  of  equal 
numbers  of  Ministers  and  Laymen,  consisting  of  a 
President,  Vice  President,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer, 
and  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  six  additional 
members,  so  located  that  a  quorum  thereof  may  be 
convened  at  any  time.  The  Presiding  Elders  shall 
be  ex  officio  members  of  the  Conference  Board,  and 
shall  also  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  apportioning 
amounts  asked  of  the  Conference,  The  Board 
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through  its  Secretary  shall  report  to  the  Annual 
Conference  its  proceedings,  including  its  recom- 
mendations in  the  disposition  of  funds  appropriated 
by  the  Parent  Board,  together  with  an  accurate 
statement  of  the  debits  and  credits  of  the  Confer- 
ence, and  the  condition  of  the  Churches  in  their 
accounts  with  the  Loan  Fund.  The  Secretary  of 
the  Conference-shall  notify  the  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary of  the  Parent  Board  of  the  name  and  post 
office  address  of  each  member  of  the  Conference 
Board  soon  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Conference^ 
%  400. 

1[  391.  The  Conference  Board  shall  be  auxiliary 
to  the  Parent  Board,  and  shall,  under  its  direction, 
have  charge  of  all  the  interests  and  work  of  Church 
Extension  within  the  Conference.  The  Presiding 
Elders  shall,  as  a  Committee  on  Apportionments,  dis- 
tribute for  collection  the  amount  asked  of  the  Con- 
ference among  the  several  Districts  and  Pastoral 
Charges,  with  due  regard  to  their  circumstances  and 
ability,  and  notify  each  Pastor  and  Quarterly  Con- 
ference early  in  the  year  of  the  amount  of  their 
apportionment,  and  report  the  result  to  the  Annual 
Conference. 

1  392.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Conference  Board 
shall,  as  early  as  practicable*  at  least  once  in  every 
three  months,  remit  all  funds  coming  into  his  hands 
toHhe  Treasurer  of  the  Parent  Board. 

%  393.  If  for  any  reason  such  Conference  Board 
cannot   be   constituted   or   act,   the   Bishop   having 
charge,  or  a  Committee  by  him  appointed,  may  per- 
form any  of  the  duties  required  in  this  section. 
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nL  General  Gmunittee* 

f  d94.  There  shall  be  a  General  Committee  of 
Church  Extension,  composed  as  follows:  1.  Of  the 
Greneral  Superintendents,  one  of  whom,  as  they  may 
from  time  to  time  determine,  shall  be  Chairman. 
2.  Of  the'  Corresponding  Secretary  and  Assistant 
Corresponding  ^  Secretaries,  the  Treasurer,  and  the 
Recording  Secretary  of  the  Board,  which  Secretary 
shall  also  be  ex  officio  Secretary  of  the  General  Com- 
mittee. 3.  Of  one  representative  from  each  General 
Conference  District  (H  71),  elected  by  the  General 
Conference  on  the  nomination  of  the  Delegates  of 
each  District  respectively.  4.  Of  an  equal  number 
of  representatives  appointed  by  the  Board. 

1[  395.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to 
meet  annually,  in  such  place  and  on  such  day  in  the 
month  of  November  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Cor- 
responding Secretary,  to  determine:  1.  What  amount 
each  Conference  shall  be  asked  to  raise  by  collections 
for  the  use  of  the  Board  during  the  ensuing  year; 
2.  What  amount  may  be  donated  and  loaned  within 
each  Conference  during  the  same  period;  and,  3. 
What  amount  may  be  applied  to  general  and  special 
purposes  not  included  in  the  above. 

1  396.  The  General  Committee  shall  also  have  au- 
thority to  counsel  and  direct  the  Board  in  the  general 
administration  of  the  trust  committed  to  its  care?*  It 
shall  also  have  authority  toy  revise  the  list  of  mem- 
bers of  the  Board,  and  for  inattention  to  the  duties 
of  the  office,  or  for  other  cause,  to  declare  the  seat  of 
any  member  vacant,  and  to  fill  any  existing  vacancy 
on  the  Board. 

V  397.  If  a  vacancy  should  occur  in  the  Commit- 
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tee  by  death,  resignation,  removal  from  the  District, 
or  otherwise,  the  Bishop  haying  charge  of  the  Con- 
ference within  which  such  vacancy  occurs  shall 
fill  it. 

^  398.  Expenses  incurred  by  the  Committee  in  the 
discharge  of  its  duties  may  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Board. 


IV«  AppHcaUoos  for  Aid. 
f  399.  All  applications  for  aid.  shall  be  made  in 
accordance  with  blank  forms  to  be  furnished  by  the 
Parent  Board,  and  shall  set  fprth,  1.  The  number  of 
Church  Members,  of  Sunday  School  Children,  and  of 
the  Congregation  to  be  accommodated,  the  population 
of  the  place,  and  prospects  of  growth.  2.  The  legal 
Incorporation  of  the  Church  or  Board  of  Trustees. 
3.  The  location,  size,  present  and  prospective  value 
of  the  site,  the  validity  of  the  title  thereto^  and 
whether  held  in  trust  for  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church.  4.  A  description  of  the  building  to  which 
aid,  if  granted,  will  be  applied;  and, 'if  required,  a 
copy  of  the  plans  and  specifications  of  the  architect 
shall  be  submitted,  and,  if  deemed  necessary  by  the 
Parent  or  Conference  Board,  modified  as  may  be 
suggested.  5.  The  estimated  and  probable  cost  when 
completed.  6.  The  available  resources  and  amount 
of  reliable  subscriptions;  and  that  those  immediately 
interested  have  done  or  are  doing  all  that  could  be 
reasonable  expected.  7.  What  amount  of  debt,  if 
any,  may  be  allowed  to  remain  against  the  property, 
and  how  soon  the  Trustees  or  others  will  agree  to 
remove  it.  8.  Is  the  property  insured?  Will  it  be? 
In  what  company?  To  what  amount?  9.  Whether 
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the  Church,  if  aided,  will  probably  become  self-sup- 
porting, and  how  soon,  and  to  what  extent  it  may  be 
expected  to  aid  in  the  general  work  of  the  Church. 
10.  Any  additional  facts  and  circumstances  that  will 
assist  the  Board  to  a  proper  decision  on  the  appli- 
cation. 

t  400.  Every  such  application  for  aid  shall  be 
first  submitted  to  the  Conference  Board  of  Church 
Extension,  and  said  Board  shall  certify  its  action 
thereon  to  the  Parent  Board;  and  aid  shall  be 
granted  only  by  the  concurrent  action  of  both  the 
Conference  Board  and  of  the  Parent  Board,  and,  ex- 
cept in  cases  of  great  emergency,  within  the  amount 
authorized  by  the  General  Committee;  provided, 
however,  that  for  the  procurement  of  property  in 
Mission  territory  the  Parent  Board  may  appropriate 
funds  specially  authorized  by  the  General  Committee 
without  such  application  or  recommendation  by  a 
Conference  Board;  but  in  all  such  cases  the  title  to 
such  property  should  vest  in  the  Board  of  Church 
Extension. 


V*  Duties  of  Presiding  Eldeis  and  Pastors. 

f  401.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Presiding  Elder 
to  bring  the  subject  of  Church  Extension  before  the 
Quarterly  Conference  of  each  Charge  within  his  Dis- 
trict at  the  last  Quarterly  Conference  in  each  year; 
and  said  Quarterly  Conference  shall  appoint  a  Com^ 
mittee  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  five,  of 
which  the  Pastor  shall  be  Chairman,  to  be  called  the 
Committee  on  Church  Extension,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  aid  the  Pastor  in  carrying  Into  effect  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Discipline  and  plans  of  the  Boards  for 
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the  support  of  this  cause,  and  in  securing  at  least  the 
amount  asked  of  the  Circuit  or  Station  for  its  aid: 
and  the  Presiding  Elder  shall  inquire,  in  the  Third 
Quarterly  Conference  of  each  year,  what  has  been 
done  for  this  cause,  and  whether  the  amount  asked 
has  been  received ;  and  if  not»  he  shall  urgently  re- 
quest the  Pastor  and  the  .Quarterly  Conference  to 
take  such  measures  as  will  secure  the  amount  before 
the  close  of  the  year. 

If  402,  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Pastor,  aided  by 
the  Committee  on  Church  Extension,  to  provide  for 
the  dijffusion  of  information  concerning  the  work  and 
wants  of  .the  Board  of  Church  Extension;  he  shall 
preach,  or  cause  to  be  preached,  a  sermon  on  this 
subject  in  each  Congregation  in  every  year,  and 
solicit  contributions  from  each,  endeavoring  to  se* 
cure  at  least  the  amount  asked  as  above  provided; 
and  he  shall,  at  each  Conference,  report  the  amount 
asked  and  the  amount  received  for  Church  Exten- 
sion. He  shall  also  invite  special  contributions  and 
bequests  to  the  Loan  Fund.

education  in  the  Southern  States  and  in  Porto  Rico 
among  both  colored  and  white  people.  The  instruc- 
tion in  these  Institutions  shall  include  such  literary, 
professional,  and  industrial  courses  of  study  as  will 
tend  to  the  development  of  ^  the  highest  Christian 
character.  T'he  location  of  these  institutions  shall 
be  with  reference  to  the  formation  of  an  educational 
system  with  collegiate  centers  and  cooperative  pre- 
paratory academies,  so  that  with  the  greatest  econ- 
omy the  needs  of  the  people  will  be  most  fully  met. 
The  schools  shall  be  made  self-supporting  as  rap- 
idly as  the  financial  condition  of  the  people  will 
permit.  Special  efforts  shall  be  made  to  secure  per- 
manent endowments  for  the  various  institutions,  and 
the  control  of  said  schools  by  local  Boards  of  Trus- 
tees shall  be  in  proportion  to  their  local  support. 


IL  Boftfd  of  Managers* 
f  404.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Managers  con- 
sisting of  eighteen  Ministers  and  twelve  Laymen,  to 
be  elected  quadrennially  by  the  General  Conference, 
and  the  term  of  service  of  the  members  of  this  Board 
shall  begin  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  June  follow- 
ing their  appointment,  and  continue  during  the  en- 
suing four  years  and  until  their  successors  shall  be 
chosen  and  have  entered  upon  their  duties.  Said 
Board  of  Managers  being  duly  incorporated  accord- 
ing to  law,  and  having  sujch  powers  and  prerogatives 
as  are  needful  for  conducting  the  work  of  the  So- 
ciety, except  such  authority  as  is  given  to  the  Gen- 
eral Committee,  shall  be  subject  to  the  control  of  the 
General  Conference.  Thirteen  members  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  all  business 
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except  the  appropriation  of  funds  authorized  by  the 
General  Committee,  and  the  purchase  or  sale  of  real 
estate,  in  which  cases  a  majority  of  the  members 
shall  be  a  quorum.  The  Board  shall  make  a  quad- 
rennial report  of  its  work  to  the  General  Conference, 
and  shall  publish  quarterly  or  oftener  full  informa- 
tion concerning  its  work. 


nL  Officefs. 

1[  405,  §  1.  The  Officers  of  this  Board  shall  be  a 
President,  three  Vice  Presidents,  two  Correspond- 
ing Secretaries,  such  Assistant  Secretaries  as  the 
General  Committee  may  appoint,  a  Recording  Sec- 
retary, a  Treasurer,  and  an  Assistant  Treasurer,  all 
of  whom  except  the  Corresponding  Secretaries  and 
the  Assistant  Secretaries  shall  be  elected  by  the 
Board  at  Its  annual  meeting  each  year. 

§  2.  The  Corresponding  Secretaries  shall  be  elected 
by  the  General  Conference,  and  shall,  under  the  pro- 
vision of  the  Discipline  and  the  direction  of  the  Gen- 
eral <>>mmittee  and  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  con- 
duct the  correspondence,  and  shall  be  in  all  official 
acts  'subject  to  the  authority  and  control  of  the 
Board,  by  whom  their  salaries  shall  be  fixed  and 
paid.  Their  time  shall  be  devoted  to  the  affairs  of 
the  Society  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  in  pro* 
moting  its  interest  by  traveling  at  large  through  the 
Church,  conducting  the  office  work,  superintending 
the  institutions  of  learning  under  the  care  of  the 
Society,  or  otherwise.  Any  vacancy  by  death,  resig- 
nation, or  otherwise  shall  be  filled  by  the  Board, 
until  the'^  Bishops  or  a  majority  of  them  shall  fill  the 
vacancy.  One  or  more  Assistant  Correspohding  Sec- 
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retaries  or  Field  Agents  may  be  appointed  at  any 
time  by  the  General  Committee,  and  they  shall .  re- 
ceive such  sal&ry  and  render  such  service  as  the 
Board  may  determine. 

§  3.  The  senior  Book  Agent  at  Cincinnati  shall  be 
the  Treasurer  ot  this  Society,  and  the  Board  of 
Managers  may  appoint  such  Assistant  Treasurers  as 
it  deems  wise. 


IV*  General  Committee* 

K  406.  There  shall  be  a  G^eneral  Committee  of  the 
Freedmen's  Aid  and  Southern  Education  Society 
composed  as  follows: 

(1)  Of  the  Bishops;  (2)  Of  the  Corresi>pnding  Sec- 
retaries, Treasurer,  and  Recording  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  who  shall  be  ex  officio  Secretary 
of  the  General  Committee;  (3)  One  representative 
from  each  of  the  General  Conference  Districts  re- 
spectively to  be  appointed  by  the  General  Conference 
(t  71),  and  (4)  an  equal  number  of  representatives, 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Managers;  and  the 
said  District  representatives  shall  be  the  same  as 
those  elected  on  the  General  Committee  of  the  Mis- 
sionary Society.  The  Committee  shall  meet  annually 
in  such  place  and  on  such  day  in  November  as  shall 
be  fixed  by  the  Corresponding  Secretaries,  to  receive 
and  consider  the  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers; to  determine  what  institutions  shall  receive 
aid  for  the  ensuing  year,  the  total  amount  to  be  ex- 
pended, and  as  far  as  practicable  the  amount  each 
school  shall  receive;  to  fix  what  amount  shall  be  ap- 
portioned to  each  Annual  Conferenc^e  to  be  raised  for 
tlie  use  of  the  Board,  and  to  counsel  and^  direct  the 
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Board  in  the  general  administration  of  its  affairs. 
It  shall  have  authority,  for  neglect  of  official  duties 
or  for  other  cause,  to  declare  the  seat  of  any  mem- 
ber vacant  in  the  Board  of  Managers.  If  a  vacancy 
shall  occur  in  the  Committee  by  death,  resignation, 
removal  from  the  District,  or  otherwise,  the  Bishops 
shall  fill  it.  E3xpenses  incurred  by  the  Committee  in 
the  discharge  of  its  duties  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Board. 


V*  Duties  of  Presiding  Elders  and  Pastors. 

^  407,  §  1.  Each  Presiding  Elder  shall,  as  early 
in  the  Conference  year  as  possible,  inform  each  Pas- 
tor in  his  District  of  the  amount  to  be  raised  in  his 
Charge,  and  he  shall  also  inquire  at  the  Third  Quar- 
terly Conference  if  the  amount  asked  for  has  been 
raised,  and,  if  it  has  not,  urge  that  it  be  raised  be- 
fore the  close  of  the  Conference  year. 

§  2.  At  the  last  Quarterly  Conference  of  each  year, 
a  Committee  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than 
nine  shall  be  appointed,  of  which  the  Pastor  shall  be 
Chairman,  to  be  called  the  Committee  on  Freedmen's 
Aid  and  Southern  Education,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  aid  in  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  the 
Discipline  and  the  plans  of  the  officers  and  Managers 
of  the  Society  for  the  support  of  this  cause,  so  that 
at  least  the  amount  asked  for  each  year  in  the  Charge 
shall  be  secured.  This  Committee  shall  also  see  that 
information  concerning  this  work  is  diffused  among 
the  people. 

ir408.  The  Pastor  shall,  once  a  year,  with  the  aid 
of  the  Committee  on  Freedmen's  Aid  and  Southern 
Education,  present  the  claims  of  this  work  to  his 
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^people,  and  ask  subscriptions  and  collections  for  the 
support  of  the  same.  The  Pastor  shall  preach,  or 
cause  to  be  preached,  a  sermon  on  the  occasion.  He 
shall  report  to  the  Annual  Conference  the  amount 
collected  for  this  cause,  and  the  collections  shall  be 
published  in  a  column  in  the  Greneral  Minutes,  and 
also  in  the  Minutes  of  the  Annual  Conference. 


CHAPTER  VIII. 
THE  BCXDK  CONCEBN. 


L  Ptsblishing  Houses* 


f  409.  The  principal  Publishing  Houses  of  the 
Book  Concern  shall  be  in  the  cities  of  New  York  and 
Cincinnati;  but  there  shall  be  Depositories  of  our 
publications  at  such  other  places  as  the  General  Con- 
ference may  from  time  to  time  determine. 

If  410.  The  General  Conference  shall  quadren- 
nially elect  two  Agents  for  the  Publishing  House  in 
New  York  and  two  Agents  for  the  Publishing  House 
in  Cincinnati;  which  Agents  shall  have  authority, 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Book  Committee,  to 
regulate  the  publications  and  other  business  of  the 
Concern,  except  that  which  belongs  to  the  Editorial 
Departments,  in  such  manner  as  the  interests  of  the 
Church  may  require. 

H  411.  It  shall  be  the  duty  ot  the  Agents  of  both 
Publishing  Houses  to  publish  such  books,  tracts, 
periodicals,  etc.,  as  are  ordered  by  the  General  Con- 
ference or  by  the  Book  Committee.    They  may  nogil- 
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nate  an  Editor,  who,  when  elected  by  the  Book  Oom- 
mittee,  shall  have  editorial  supervision  of  all  manu- 
scripts Intended  for  publication. 

K  412.  The  Agents  at  Cincinnati  shall  supervise 
and  manage  the  business  in  the  West  in  cooperation 
with  the  Agents  at  New  York.  Bither  House  shall 
have  authority  to  publish  any  book  or  tract  pre- 
viously issued  by  the  other  House,  when  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Agents  or  the  Book  Committee  the  in- 
terests of  the  Church  require  such  republication,  and 
the  plates  for  the  same  or  for  any  new  work  about  to 
be  published  by  either  shall  upon  order  be  supplied 
by  the  other  at  cost.  Printed  sheets  shall  be  sup- 
plied by  either  House  to  the  other  at  master's  rates, 
and  bound  books  of  the  General  Catalogue  at  not 
less  than  fifty  per  cent  discount  from  the  retail 
price. 

1[  413.  Each  House  shall  pay  such  proportion  of 
the  appropriations  made  by  the  General  Conference 
or  of  the  dividends  authorized  by  the  Book  Commit- 
tee as  the  General  Conference  or  the  Book  Committee 
may  from  time  to  time  direct. 

f  414.  The  Publishing  Agents  shall  keep  a  sep- 
arate account  with  each  department  of  the  business, 
and  with  each  periodical  published  under  their  super- 
vision, and  they  shall  set  forth  in  their  reports  to  the 
Annual  and  General  Conferences  the  amount  of 
sales,  receipts,  and  expenditures  for  books,  peri- 
odicals, and  depositories  under  their  control,  to- 
gether with  a  statement  of  the  profits  or  losses  on 
the  same.  They  shall  furnish  to  the  Local  Commit- 
tee, hereinafter  designated,  at  each  of  its  monthly 
meetings,  a  full  and  satisfactory  statement  of  the 
transactions  of  the  preceding  month;  and,  if  the  Lo- 
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cal  Committee  shall  so  require,  present  for  examina- 
tion vouchers  for  all  payments  during  the  period 
specified.  And  they  shall  afford  said  Committee 
every  possible  means  and  facility  for  a  full  and  in- 
telligent understanding  of  the  business. 

t  415.  The  Agents  both  at  New  York  and  Cincin- 
nati shall  annually  take  an  account  of  stock,  includ- 
ing in  their  inventory  all  the  assets  of  whatever  na- 
ture of  the  respective  Publishing  Houses  at  their 
estimated  cash  value,  except  real  estate,  which  shall 
be  appraised  by  the  Local  Committees  respectively 
at  the  beginning  of  each  quadrennium,  and  this  valu- 
ation shall  not  be  changed  during  the  quadrennium 
except  by  the  purchase  or  sale,  improvement  or  de- 
struction, of  property;  said  account  shall  also  con- 
tain a  full  and  detailed  statement  of  aH  liabilities, 
profits,  and  losses.  And  they  shall  hand  over  to  their 
successors  in  office  such  statement  of  assets  and  lia- 
bilities as  shall  be  approved  and  certified  by  the 
Book  Committee. 

f  416.  The  Publishing  Agents  and  Editors  are  re- 
quired to  give  their  undivided  attention  to  the  duties 
of  their  respective  positions,  and  to  require  of  their 
employees  the  faithful  performance  of  the  work  as- 
signed to  them. 

^  .417.  Every  Annual  Conference  shall  appoint  a 
Committee,  >vhich,  in  the  absence  of  an  Agent,  shall 
attend  to  the  collection  of  the  accounts  forwarded 
from  the  Book  Concern,  and  make  accurate  return 
for  the  same.  Every  Presiding  Elder  and  Pastor 
shall  do  all  in  his  power  to  collect  debts  due  the  Con- 
cern. If  any  Minister  or  Member  of  our  Church,  in- 
debted to  the  Book  Concern,  shall  refuse  or  neglect 
to  make  payment,  or  come  to  a  just  settlement,  he

shall  be  dealt  with  In  the  same  manner  as  In  other 
cases  of  debt  or  disputed  accounts. 

f  418.  The  profits  arising  from  the  Book  Concern, 
after  a  sufficient  c^Tpital  to  carry  on  the  business  is 
retained,  shall  be  regularly  applied  to  the  relief  of 
Effective,  Supernumerary,  and  Superannuated  Min- 
isters, their  wives,  widows,  and  children.  The  Pub- 
lishing Agents  shall  every  year  forward  to  each 
Annual  Conference  a  statement  of  the  dividend  to 
which  it  is  entitled,  together  with  a  draft  for  the 
same. 

f  419.  Any  Member  of  an  Annual  Conference 
who  may  publish  any  work  or  book  of  his  own  shall 
be  responsible  to  the  Conference  for  any  obnozioas 
matter  or  doctrine  contained  therein. 


IL  The  Book  Committee, 
H  420,  §  1.  The  (General  Conference  of  A.  D.  1900 
shall  elect  a  Book  Committee  consisting  of  one  mem- 
ber from  each  of  the  General  Conference  Districts 
into  which  the  Annual  Conferences  are  distributed, 
those  elected  from  the  odd  numbered  Districts  to  be 
elected  for  a  term  of  eight  years,  and  those  from 
the  even  Districts  for  a  term  of  four  years;  and 
thereafter  there  shall  be  elected  by  each  General 
Conference,  for  a  term  of  eight  years,  one  member 
for  each  District,  to  take  the  place  of  the  m&mber 
from  the  District  whose  term  is  then  expirini^  or 
to  fill  vacancies,  and  of  three  from  New  York  or  its 
vicinity,  to  be  known  as  the  Local  Committee  in  New 
York;  and  three  from  Cincinnati  or  vicinity,  to  be 
known  as  the  Local  Committee  in  Cincinnati.  The 
Book  Committee  shall  during  the  interval  of  the  Gen- 
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eral  Conference  have  power  to  fill  yacancies  occur* 
rin^ln  its  own  body. 

§  2.  The  Committee  shall  have  general  superyision 
ot  the  publishing  interests  of  th^  Church,  examine 
carefully  into  their  condition,  and  makd  report  of 
the  same  to  the  Annual  Conferences  and  to  the  Gen- 
eral Conference.  It  shall  also  be  its  duty  to  fix  the 
salaries  of  the  Bishops,  Publishing  Agents,  and  all 
official  Editors  not  otherwise  provided  for,  and  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  Agents,  to  elect  a  Book 
Editor,  and  to  determine  the  amount  to  be  allowed 
for  correspondence  for  the  several  official  periodicals. 

§  3.  It  shall  have  full  power  to  discontinue  any 
depository  or  periodicals  when  the  interests  of  the 
Church  or  Book  Concern  demand  it;  said  action 
shall,  however,  not  be  taken  except  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  Committee,  due  notice  of  such  contem- 
plated action  having  been  given  the  Agents.  The 
Committee  shall  have  the  power  to  order  expenses 
curtailed  in  any  department  of  either  Publishing 
House  when  it  deems  it  necessary  for  the  welfare  of 
the  same;  and  when  such  action  as  above  specified 
shall  have  been  taken,  the  Agents  shall  proceed  at 
once  to  carry  out  the  instructions  of  the  Committee. 
The  Committee  shall  also  attend  to  all  matters  re- 
ferred to  it  by  the  Agents  or  Editors  for  its  action 
or  counsel.  The  Agents  of  either  Publishing  House 
are  authorized,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Local  Committee,  to  sell  any  real  estate  be- 
longing to  the  same  when  it  may  be  deemed  best  for 
the  interests  of  the  Church  and  Book  Concern. 

§  4.  The  Book  Committee  shall  apportion  to  the 
Annual  Conferences,  within  the  first  year  of  the 
quadrennium,  the  estimated  expenses  connected 
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with  the  sessions  of  the  General  Conference,  in- 
cluding the  expenses  of  Judicial'  Conferences^  of 
Fraternal  Delegates,  and  disbursements  of  all  kinds 
ordered  by  the  General  Conference  that  do  not  relate 
to  the  publishing  interests;  and  a  collection  for  this 
purpose  shall  be  taken  annually,  or  until  the  appor- 
tionment is  met. 

If  421,  The  Local  Committees  at  New  York  and 
Cincinnati,  acting  jointly,  shall  have  power  to  sus- 
pend an  Agent  or  Editor  for  cause  to  them  sufQcient, 
and  a  time  shall  be  fixed  at  as  early  a  day  as  prac- 
ticable for  the  investigation  of  the  official  conduct  of 
said  Agent  or  Editor,  due  notice  of  which  shall  be 
given  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Book  Committee  to  the 
Bishops,  who  shall  select  one  of  their  number  to  be 
present  and  preside  at  the  investigation,  which  shall 
be  before  the  fourteen  members  from  the  districts  in- 
to which  the  Annual  Conferences  are  distributed,  two 
thirds  of  whom  may  remove  said  Agent  or  Editor 
from  office  in  the  interval  of  the  General  Conference. 
And  in  case  a  vacancy  occurs  in  any  of  the  Agencies 
or  Editorial  Departments  authorized  by  the  General 
Conference,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Book  Commit- 
tee, two  at  least  of  the  General  Superintendents  be- 
ing present  and  a  majority  of  those  present  concur- 
ring, to  provide  as  soon  as  practicable  for  such 
vacancy  until  the  next  General  Conference. 

f  422.  The  Book  Committee  shall  be  governed  by 
the  following  regulations: 

1.  Immediately  after  its  appointment  the  members 
shall  divide  themselves  into  two  sections  of  ten  each, 
the  one  to  consist  of  the  members  from  the  Eastern 
Districts,  together  with  the  Local  Committee  in  New 
York,  to  be  called  the  Eastern  Section;  the  other  to 
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consist  of  the  members  from  the  Western  Districts 
and  the  Local  Committee  in  Cincinnati,  to  be  called 
the  Western  Section. 

2.  To  the  Eastern  Section  shall  pertain  the  super- 
vision of  the  Publishing  House  in  New  York.  The 
three  members  chosen  from  New  York  and  vicinity 
as  a  Local  Committee  shall  meet  monthly  at  the  Book 
Room  in  New  York,  to  examine  into  the  transactions 
of  the  month  preceding.  They  shall  keep  a  correct 
record  of  their  proceedings,  to  be  submitted  to  the 
Eastern  Section  of  the  Book  Committee  at  its  annual 
meeting,  to  be  held  at  the  place  of  and  on  the  day 
previous  to  the  meeting  of  the  Book  Committee. 

3.  The  Western  Section  of  the  Book  Committee  and 
the  Local  Committee  at  Cincinnati  shall  perform  the 
same  duties  for  the  Publishing  House  in  Cincinnati, 
and  be  under  the  same  regulations  as  are  herein 
specified  for  the  government  of  the  Eastern  Section. 

f  423.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Book  Committee 
shall  be  held  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  February, 
and  each  Section  shall  have  meetings"  at  such  time 
as  it  may  elect. 


EL  Editors  and  FeriodkalB* 
f  424.  There  shall  be  elected  quadrennially  by  the 
General  Conference  an  Editor  for  each  of  the  follow- 
ing periodicals:  TTie  Methodist  Review,  The  Chris- 
tian Advocate,  The  Pittsburg  Christian  Advocate, 
The  Southwestern  Christian  Advocate,  The  Western 
Christian^  Advocate,  The  Northwestern  Christian  Ad- 
vocate,  The  Central  Christian  Advocate,  The  Epworth 
Herald,  The  Christian  Apologist,  The  Pacific  Chris- 
tian Advocate,  Haus  und  Herid,  and  The  California 
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Chri^ian  Advocate,  The  Editor  of  Haus  und  Herd 
shall  also  be  BSditor  of  German  Sunday  Schooi  Books, 
periodicals,  and  tracts. 

%  405.  The  Aimual  Conferences  are  aflectionately 
and  earnestly  requested  not  to  establish  or  encourage 
the  founding  of  any  more  Conference  or  local  Church 
papers;  and  where  such  papers  exist  to  discontinue 
the  same,  when  it  can  be  done  consistently  with 
existing  obligations. 


IV*  Spedal  FuhMung  Committees. 

t  4M*  The  California  Christian  Advocate  shall  be 
published  at  San  Francisco,  California,  by  a  Commit- 
sion  appointed  by  the  Book  Committee. 

.%  427.  There  shall  be  a  Publishing  Committee  for 
The  Pittslfurg  Christian  Advocate,  consisting  of  three 
members  from  the  Pittsburg  Conference,  two  from 
the  Erie  Conference,  two  from  the  East  Ohio  Confer* 
enoe,  and  two  from  the  West  Virginia  Conference,  to 
be  chosen  by  the  General  Conference*  The  Com- 
mittee  shall  Ibc  the  salary,  of  the  Editor,  keep  an 
account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  pa^ 
per,  and  shall  report  annually  its  financial  condition 
to  the  patronizing  Confisrences.  A-  copy  of  said  re- 
port shall  also  be  sent  to  the  Agents  at  J<^etw  York, 
and  any  balance  remaining  after  defraying  current 
expenses  shall  be  subject  to  the  order  of  said  Agents. 


V*  Dq^ositories* 
If  428.  There  shall  be  Depositories  of  our  books  at 
Pittsburg,  Pennsylvania;   at  Boston,  Massachusetts; 
and  at  Detroit,  Michigan.    They  shall  ho  furnished 
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by  the  Agents  at  New  York  with  full  supplies  of  the 
boolcs'  of  our  Oeneral  Catalogrue,  Sunday  School  Books 
and  tracts,  to  be  sold  for  the  Concern  at  ^he  same 
terms  as  at  New  York;  provided,  that  there  shall  not 
be  more  than  fifteen  thousand  dollars'  worth  at  Pitts- 
burg, nor  more  than  ten  thousand  dollars'  woi^h  at 
Boston.  There  shall  also  be  a  Depository  at  Chicago, 
Illinois,  at  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  and  at  San  Fran- 
cisco, California,  to  be  supplied  by  the  Agents  at 
Cincinnati. 

f  429.  The  expenses  incident  to  the  transporta- 
tion, management,  and  s^le  of  our  books  at  these 
Depositories  having  been  met  out  of  the  sales,  the 
net  proceeds  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Agents. 

^  430.  Full  statements  shall  be  made  to  the 
Agents,  at  dates  fixed  by  them,  of  the  amount  of  sales 
and  expenses;  distinguishing  cash  sales  from  those 
on  credit.  Annual  statements  shall  also  be  made 
of  the  amount  of  stock. 

f  431.  No  books  shall  hereafter  be  sold  on  com- 
mission, either  from  New  York,  Cincinnati,  or  any 
Depository  or  establishment' under  our  direction. 


VL  Circulation  of  ft^digioos  Tfads. 

T  432,  ft  1.  It  Is  recommended  to  our  people 
everjrwhere  to  form  Tract  Societies  auxiliary  to  the 
Tract  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

§  2.  It  is  recommended  to  Pastors  to  take  annu- 
ally, in  their  several  Congregations,  collections  in  be- 
half of  the  Tract  Society  of  the  Methodist  Eposcipal 
Church. 

f  433.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Presiding 
EUder  to  bring  the  Tract  cause  before  the  last  Quar* 
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terly  Conference  of  each  year,  in  each  Charge  within 
his  District;  and  said  Conference  shall  appoint  a 
Committee,  of  which  the  Pastor  shall  be  Chairman, 
whose  duty  it  shall  he  to  devise  and  execute  plans 
for  local  tract  distribution. 


CHAPTER  IX 

CHURCH  TEMPERANCE  SOCIKTV* 

t  434.  In  order  to  make  more  effectual  the  efforts 
of  the  Church  to  create  public  sentiment  and  crys- 
tallize the  same  into  successful  opposition  to  the  or-' 
ganized  trafQc  in  intoxicating  liquors,  the  €}eneral 
Conference  hereby  authorizes  thei  organizati<m  of 
"The  Temperance  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,"  under  the  following  Constitution: 

Constitution. 

AimoLE  I.  The  object  of  this  Society  is  to  pro- 
mote voluntary  total  abstinence  from  all  intoxicants 
and  narcotics  by  the  members  of  the  Church,  Sunday 
School,  and  Epworth  League,  and  the  speedy  enact- 
ment of  statutory  and  constitutional  laws  prohibit- 
ing the  traffic  in  alcoholic  liquors. 

Abtiole  II.  The  managem^it  of  the  Society  shall 
be  vested  in  a  Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  a 
Bishop,  who  shall  be  President,  and  fifteen  persons 
residing  in  the  territory  in,  near,  or  convenient  of 
access  to  Chicago,  who  shall  be  nominated  by  the 
Bishops  and  elected  by  the  General  Conference. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  annually,  amd 
at  such  annual  meetings  may  fill  vacancies  in  the 
Board,  caused  by  death,  resignation,  or  other  reason* 
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Abticlb  III.  The  officers  of  the  Board  shall  be  a 
President,  Vice  President,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer. 
The  President  shall  be  chosen  out  of  their  number 
by  the  Board  of  Bishops.  The  other  officers  shall  be 
elected  by  the  Board  of  Managers  at  the  first  meet;ing 
thereof  after  the  adjournment  of  the  General  Con- 
ference, at  which  said  Board  is  elected,  and  the  said 
Board  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancies  in  these 
offices  other  than  President.  The  Central  Office  of 
the  Society  shall  be  located  at  Chicago,  Illinois. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  enact 
such  By-laws  as  it  may  deem  necessary  for  its  own 
government. 

Abticxe  IV.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  to  officially  represent  the  Church  in  every 
wise  movement  for  the  promotion  of  voluntary  per- 
sonal total  abstinence,  and  to  secure  legal  prohibi- 
tion of  the  liquor  traffic;  to  publish,  approve,  and 
distribute  literature  on  the  liquor  traffic,  the  use  of 
narcotics  and  other  manufactured  articles  contain- 
ing a  large  percentage  of  alcoholic  spirits;  to  devise 
such  plans  and  make  such  advices  as  shall  epable 
the  Church  to  most  successfully  oppose  and  over- 
throw this  great  foe  of  society,  the  legalized  liquor 
traffic;  to  make  such  use  of  the  money  received  into 
its  treasury  as  the  work  demands;  to  publish  annu- 
ally a  report  of  its  work,  and  make  a  quadrennial 
report  to  the  General  Conference. 

Abtiole  V.  Each  Annual  Conference  shall  foorm 
within  its  bounds  a  Conference  Temperance  Society, 
which  shall  elect  its  own  officers  and  otherwise  regu- 
late its  own  administration.  It  shall  elect  a  Tem- 
perance Committee  in  each  Presiding  £;ider's  Dis- 
trict, concAsting  of  the  Presidiixg  Elder  a^d  two 
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others  nominated  by  the  Presiding  Elders  and  elected 
by  the  Conference. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  District  Committee  to 
cooperate  with  other  reliable  temperance  movements, 
and  to  give  all  possible  aid  to  No-License  campaigns. 
At  each  session  of  the  Annual  Conference  a  Confer- 
ence anniversary  or  mass  meeting  shall  be  held  in 
the  interest  of  temperance  and  prohibition. 

Article  VI.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Pastor  to 
see  that  each  Sunday  School  is  organized  into  a  Tem- 
perance Society,  that  temperance  instruction  is  im- 
parted, and  that  as  far  as  possible  the  members  of 
the  School  are  pledged  to  total  abstinence.

CHAPTER  I. 

MODE  OF  DETERMINING  BOUNDARIES 

m  435.  The  General  CJonference  shall  appoint  a  Com- 
mittee on  Boundaries,  consistinsr  of  two  members  irom 
each  Annual  Conference  to  be  nominated  by  the  delega- 
tions severally,  over  which  one  of  the  Bishops  shall  pre- 
side, of  which  one  of  the  (General  Conference  Secretaries 
shall  be  the  secretary,  and  of  which  Committee  thirty-five 
shall  be  a  quorum.  All  matters  pertaining  to  Conference 
lines  shall  be  referred  to  this  Committee;  and  when  the 
Committee  shall  have  fixed  the  boundaries  of  all  the  Con- 
ferences, it  shall  submit  its  report  to  the  General  Confer- 
ence, which  shall  immediately  act  upon  the  same  as  a 
whole  without  amendment  and  without  debate;  provided^ 
however,  that  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
U  87,  a  Central  Mission  Conference  may  fix  the  bound- 
aries of  the  Annual  Conferences  within  its  boundSv 
the  General  Conference  first  having  determined  the  num- 
ber of  Annual  Conferences  that  may  be  allowed  in  that 
field. 

1  436.  Any  two  or  more  Conferences  which  may  be 
mntually  Interested  in  the  readjustment  of  their  c6mmon 
boundaries  may  at  any  time  raise  a  Joint  Commission, 
consisting  of  five  members  from  each  Conference  directly 
interested,  and  the  decision  of  such  Joint  Commission,  in 
which  it  shall  be  necessary  for  a  majority  of  the  five 
members  representing  each  of  said  Conferences  to  con- 
cur, when  it  shall  be  approved  by  the  Bishop  or  Bishops 
who  may  preside  at  these  Conferences  at  their  sessions 
next  ensuing,  shall  be  final.  But  if  the  Conmiission  so 
appointed  shall  fail  to  agree,  or  Ihe  Presiding  Bishop 
shall  not  concur,  then  the  case,  with  a  statement  of  the 
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facts,  together  with  the  records  of  the  Commission,  shall 
come  to  the  General  Conference  for  final  adjudication. 

f  437.  No  petition,  resolution,  or  memorial  involv- 
ing change  of  Conference  boundaries,  or  the  division  or 
absorption  of  Conferences,  or  the  organization  of  new 
Conferences  out  of  the  territory  already  occupied  by  or- 
ganised Conferences,  shall  be  entertained  by  the  Commit- 
tee on  Boundaries  until  notice  shall  .have  been  given  by 
the  Conference  or  Conferences  desiring  such  change,  or 
by  a  majority  of  the  Presiding  Elders  thereof,  to  all  of 
the  Conferences  to  be  affected  thereby;  provided^  how- 
ever, that  upon  a  petition  of-  a  majority  of  the  delegates 
representing  any  Conference  or  Conferences  to  be  af- 
fected thereby,  the  Committee  on  Boundaries  may  adju£(t 
the  matters  involved  in  said  petition,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Conferences  named  in  such  petition,  at 
their  session  succeeding  the  General  Conference.

may  return  to  the  Montana  Conference. 

§  16.  The  Nevada  Mission  may,  during  the  next  quad- 
rennium, by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the  n^embers  present 
and  voting,  and  witlr  the  approval  of  the  Bishop  pre- 
siding, be  organized  into  an  Annual  Conference. 

§  17.  The  New  Mexico  Spanish  Mission  Conference 
may,  during  the  next  quadrennium,  by  a  vote  of  two 
thirds  of  the  members  present  and  voting,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Presiding  Bishop,  be  organized  into  an  An- 
nual Conference. 

§  18.  The  Norwegian  and  Danish  Conference  may, 
during  the  next  four  years,  by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the 
members  present  and  voting,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Bishop  presiding,  divide  into  two  Conferences,  with  such 
names  and  boundaries  as  they  may  adopt. 

§  19.  The  Oklahoma  Conference  may,  during  the  next 
quadrennium,  by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the  members 
present  and  voting,  with  the  approval  of  the  Presiding 
Bishop,  be  divided  into  two  Conferences  or  into  a  Con- 
ference and  a  Mission  on  the  line  to  be  determined  by  the 
Oklahoma  Conference.

§  21.  The  PhUippine  Islands  Mission  Conference  may, 
during  the  next  quadrennium,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
members  present  and  voting,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Presiding  Bishop,  be  organized  into  an  Annual  Conference. 

§  22.  The  Porto  Rico  Mission  may,  during  the.  next 
quadrennium,  by  a'  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the'  members 
present  and  voting,  with  the  approval  of  the  Presiding 
Bishop,  be  organized  into  a  Mission  Conference. 

§  23.  The  South  Ca/rolina  Conference  may,  during  the 
ensuing  quadrennium,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  mem- 
bers present  and  voting,  with  the  approval  of  the  Bishop 
presiding,  divide  into  two  Conferences  with  such  names 
and  boundaries  as  they  may  adopt. 

§•  24.  The  8outh  Japan  Mission  Conference  may,  dur- 
ing the  next  quadrennium,  by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the 
members  present  and  voting,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Presiding  Bishop,  be  organized  into  an  Annual  Con- 
ference. 

§  25.  The  West  China  Mission  may,  during  the  next 
quadrennium,  by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the  members 
present  and  voting,  with  the  approval  of  the  Presiding 
Bishop,  be  organized  into  an  Annual  Conference.

Quest.  Wilt  thou  then  obediently  keep  €k>d'8  holy 
will  and  commandments,  and  walk  in  the  same  all 
the  days  of  thy  life? 

Ans.  I  will  endeavor  so  to  do,  God  being  my  helper. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  say: 

O  Merciful  God,  grant  that  all  carnal  aftections 
may  die  in  these  persons,  and  that  all  things  belong- 
ing to  the  Spirit  may  live  and  grow  in  them.    Amen. 

Grant  that  they  may  have  power  and  strength  to 
have  victory,  and  triumph  against  the  devil,  the 
world,  and  the  flesh.

CHAPTER  II. 
RECEPTION  OF  MEMBERS* 


IT  444.    Form  for  Receiving  Persons  Into  fhe  Cfitfrcli  as 
Probationers. 


Those  who  are  to  6e  received  into  the  Church  as  Pro- 
Mtioners  shall  he  called  forxoard  ty  name,  and  the 
Minister,  addressing  the  Congregation,  shall  say: 
Deablt  Beloved  Brethren,  that  none  may  be  ad- 
mitted hasitly  into  the  Church,  we  receive  all  persons 
seeking  fellowship  with  us  on  profession  of  faith  into 
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a  preparatory  membership  on  trial;  in  which  proof 
may  be  made,  both  to  themselves  and  to  the  Church, 
of  the  sincerity  and  depth  of  their  convictions  and  of 
the  strength  of  their  purpose  to  lead  a  new  life. 

The  persons  here  present  desire  to  be  so  admitted. 
Ton  will  bear  their  answers  to  the  questions  put  to 
them,  and  If  you  make  no  objection  they  will  be 
received. 

It  is  needful,  however,  that  you  be  reminded  of 
your  responsibility,  as  having  previously  entered  this 
holy  fellowship,  and  as  now  representing  the  Church 
into  which  they  seek  admission.  Remembering  their 
inexperience,  and  how  much  they  must  learn  in  order 
to  become  good  soldiers  of  Jesus  Christ,  see  to  It  that 
they  find  in  you  holy  examples  of  life,  and  loving 
help  in  the  true  serving  of  their  Lord  and  -ours.  I 
beseech  you  so  to  order  your  own  lives  that  th'ese 
new  disciples  ma^  take  no  detriment  from  you,  but 
that  it  may  ever  be  cause  for  thanksgiving  to  God 
that  they  were  led  into  this  fellowship. 

Then  addressing  the  Persons  seeking  Admission  on 
Protfation,  the  Minister  shall  say: 

Dearly  Beloved,  you  have,  by  the  grace  of  God, 
made  your  decision  to  follow  Christ  and  to  serve  him. 
Your  confidence  in  so  doing  is  not  to  be  based  on 
any  notion  of  fitnesd  or  worthiness  In  yourselves,  but 
solely 'on  the  merits  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  on 
his  death  and  intercession  for  us. 

That  the  Church  may  know  your  purpose,  you  will 
answer  the  questions  I  am  now  to  ask  you. 

Have  you  an  earnest  desire  to  be  saved  from  your 
sins? 

Ans,  I  have. 
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Will  yon  guard  yourselves  against  all  things  con- 
trary to  the  teaching  of  God's  word,  and  endeavor 
to  lead  a  holy  life,  foUowing  the  commandments  of 
God? 

Ans,  I  will  endeavor  so  to  do. 

Are  you  purposed  to  give  reverent  attendance  upon 
the  appointed  means  of  grace  in  the  ministry  of  the 
word,  and  in  the  private  and  public  worship  of  God? 

Ans,  I  am  so  determined,  with  the  help  of  Qod. 

No  olyjection  teing  offered,  the  Minister  shall  then 
announce  that  the  Candidates  are  admitted  as  Pro- 
Mtibners  and  shall  assign  them  to  classes. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  offer  extemporary  Prayer,

On  the  day  appointed,  all  that  are  to  he  received  into 
the  Church  shall  he  called  forward,  and  the  Minis- 
ter, addressing  the  Congregation,  shall  say: 

Deably  Bbloved  Brethren,  the  Scriptures  teach 
us  that  the  Church  is  the  household  of  God,  the  body 
of  which  Christ  is  the  he^;.  and  that  It  is  the  design 
of  the  Gospel  to  bring  together  in  one  all  who  are  in 
Christ.  The  fellowship  of  the  Church  is  the  com- 
munion that  its  Members  enjoy  one  with  another. 
The  ends  of  this  fellowship  are,  the  maintenance  of 
sound  doctrine  and  of  the  ordinances  of  Christian 
worship,  and  the  exercise  of  that  power  of  godly  ad- 
monition and  discipline  which  Christ  has  committed 
to  his  Church  for  the  promotion  of  holiness.  It  la 
the  duty  of  all  men  to  unite  in  this  fellowship;  for  it 
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is  only  tbose  that  "be  {Planted  in  the  house  of  the 
Lord"  that  "shall  flourish  in  the  courts  of  our  God." 
Its  more  particular  duties  are,  to  promote  peace  and 
unity;  to  bear  one  another's  burdens;  to  prevent  each 
other's  stumbling;  to  seek  the  intimacy  of  friendly 
society  among  themselves;  to  continue  steadfast  in 
the  faith  and  worship  of  the  Gospel;  and  to  pray  and 
sympathize  with  each  other.  Among  its  privileges 
are,  peculiar  incitements  to  holiness  from  the  hear- 
ing  of  God's  word  and  sharing  in  Christ's  ordinances; 
the  being  placed  under  the  watchful  care  of  Pastors; 
and  the  enjoyment  of  the  blessings  which  are  prom- 
ised only  to  those  who  are  of  the  Household  of 
Faith.  Into  this  holy  fellowship  the  persons  before 
you,  who  have  already  received  the  Sacrament  of 
Baptism^  and  have  been  under  the  care  of  proper 
leaders  for  six  months  on  Trial,  come  seeking  admis- 
sion. We  now  propose,  in  the  fear  of  God,  to  ques- 
tion them  as  to  their  faith  and  purposes,  that  you 
ymay  know  that  they  are  proper  persons  to  be  ad- 
mitted into  the  Church. 

Then^  addressing  the  Applicants  for  Admission,  the 
Minister  shall  say: 
Dearly  Beloved,  you  are  come  hither  seeking  the 
great  privilege  of  union  with  the  Church  our  Saviour 
has  pufchased  with  his  own  blood.    We  rejoice  in  the 
grace  of  God  vouchsafed  unto  you  in  that  he  has 
called  you  to  be  his  followers,  and  that  thus  far  you 
have  run  well.    You  have  heard  how  blessed  are  the 
privileges,  and  how  solemn  are  the  duties,  of  mem- 
bership in  Christ's  Church;  and  before  you  are  fully 
admitted  thereto,  it  is  proper'  that  you  do  here  pub- 
licly renew  your  vows,  confess  your  faith,  and  d^ 
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Clare  yx>ur  purpose,  by  answering  the  following  auea- 
tione: 

Do  you  here>  ii^  the  presence  of  God  and  of  this 
Congregation,  renew  the  solemn  promise  contained 
in  the  Baptismal  Covenant,  ratifying  and  confirming 
the  same,  and  acknowledging  yourselves  bound  faith- 
fully to  observe  and  keep  that  Covenant? 

Ans,  1  do. 

Have  you  saving  faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ? 

Ans,  I  trust  I  have. 

Do  you  believe  in  the  Doctrines  of  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tures  as  set  forth  in  the  Articles  of  Religion  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church? 

Ans.  I  do. 

Will  you  cheerfully  be  governed  by  the  Rules  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  hold  sacred  the  Ordi- 
nances, of  God,  and  endeavor,  as  much  as  la  you  lies, 
to  promote  the  welfare  of  your  brethren  and  the  ad- 
vancement of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom? 

Ans.  I  will.  .     . 

Will  you  contribute  of  your  earthly  substance,  ac- 
cording to  your  ability,  to  the  support  of  the  Gos- 
pel and  the  various  benevolent  enterprises  of  the 
Church? 

Ans.  I  will. 

Then  the  Minister,  addressing  the  Church,  shall  say: 
Brethren,  these  persons  having  given  satisfactory 
responses  to  our  inquiries,  have  any  of  you  reason  to 
allege  why  they  should  not  be  received  into  Full 
membership  in  the  Church? 
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N0  oJ)j^tions  being  aUeged,  the  Mini9ter  shall  say 
to  the  Candidates: 
We  welcome  you  to  the  communion  of  the  Ohurch 
of  God;  and,  in  testimony  of  our  Christian  affection 
and  the  cordiality  with  which  we  receive  you,  I  here- 
by extend  to  you  the  right  hand  of  fellowship:  and 
may  God  grant  that  you  may  be  a  faithful  and  useful 
Meniber  of  the  Church  militant  till  you  are  called  to 
the  fellowship  of  the  Church  triumphant,  which  is 
''without  fault  before  the  throne  of  God." 

Then  shall  the  Minister  offer  extemporary  Prayer. 


CHAPTER  III. 
THE  LORiyS  SUPPER. 

[Whenever  practicable,  let  none  but  the  pure,  unfermented  Juice  of 
the  grape  he  used  in  adminlsterins:  the  Lord's  Supper.] 

CLet  persons  who  have  scmples  conoemins  the  receiving  of  fihe  Sacra- 
inent  of  the  Lord's  Supper  kneellnff  he -permitted  to  receive  It  eithw 
standing  or  sitting.] 

[No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  th^  Lcanl's  Supper  among  us  who  Is 
gnUty  of  any  practice  for  which  we  would  exclude  a  Menih^  of  onr 
Church.] 


If  446*    Order  for  tlie  Administration  of  the  Lord^s  Supper* 

The  Elder  shall  say  one  or  more  of  these.  Sentences, 
during  the  reading  of  which  the  Persons  appointed 
for  that  purpose  shall  receive  the  Alms  for  the 
Poor: 

Let  your  light  so  shine  before  men,  that  they  may 
see  your  good  works,  and  glorify  your  Father  which 
ia  in  heaven.    [Matt,  v,  16.] 
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Lay  not  up  for  yourselves  treasures  upon  earth, 
where  moth  and  rust  doth  corrupt,  and  where  thieves 
break  through  and  steal:  but  lay  up  for  yourselves 
treasures  in  heaven,  where  neither  moth  nor  rust 
doth  corrupt,  and  where  thieves  do  not  break  throui^h 
nor  steal.    [Matt,  vi,  19,  20.] 

Whatsoever  ye  would  that  men  s^jiould  do  to  you, 
do  ye  even  so  to  them:  for  this  is  the  law  and  the 
prophets.    [Matt,  vii,  12.] 

Not  every  one  that  saith  unto  me.  Lord,  Lord,  shall 
enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven;  but  he  that  doeth 
the  will  of  my  Father  which  is  in  heaven.  [Matt, 
vii,  21.] 

Zaccheus  stood,  and  said  unto  the  Lord;  Behold, 
Lord,  the  half  of  my  goods  I  give  to  the  poor;  and  if 
I  have  taken  anything  from  any  man  by  false  accusa- 
tion, I  restore  him  fourfold.'    [Luke  xix,  8.] 

He  which  soweth  sparingly  shall  reap  also  sparing- 
ly; and  he  which  soweth  bountifully  shall  reap  also 
bountifully.  Every  man  according  as  he  purposeth 
in  his  heart,  so  let  him  give;  not  grudgingly,  or  of 
necessity:  for  God  loveth  a  cheerful  giver.  [2  Cor. 
Ix,  6,  7.] 

As  we  have  therefore  opportunity,  let  us  do  good 
unto  a.11  men,  especially  unto  them  who  are  of  the 
household  of  faith.     [Gal.  vi,  10.] 

Godliness  with  contentment  is  great  gain;  for  we 
brought  nothing  into  this  world,  and  it  is  certain  we 
can  carry  nothing  out.    [1  Tim.  vi,  6,  7.] 

Charge  them  that  are  rich  in  this  world,  that  they 
be  not  high-minded,  nor  trust  in  uncertain  riches, 
but  In  the  living  God,  who  giveth  us  richly  all  things 
to  enjoy;  that  they  do  good,  that  they  be  rich  in  good 
works,  ready  to  distribute,  willing  to  communicate; 
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laying  up  in  store  for  themselves  a  good  foundation 
against  the  time  to  come,  that  they  may  lay  hold  on 
eternal  life.     [1  Tim.  vi,  17-19.] 

God  is  not  unrighteous  to  forget  your  work  and 
labor  of  love,  which  ye  have  showed  toward  his  name, 
in  that  ye  have  ministered  to  the  saints,  and  do  min- 
ister.    [Heb.  vi,  10.] 

To  do  good  and  to  communicate  forget  not;  for 
with  such  sacrifices  God  is  well  pleased.  [Heb. 
xiii,  16.] 

Whoso  hath  this  world's  good,  and  seeth  his 
brother  have  need,  and  shutteth  up  his  bowels,  of 
compassion  from  him,  how  dwelleth  the  love  of  God 
in  him?    [1  John  iii,  17.] 

He  that  hath  pity  upon  the  poor  lendeth  unto  the 
Lord;  and  that  which  he  hath  given  will  he  pay  him 
again.    fProv.  xix,  17.] 

Blessed  is  he  that  considereth  the  poor:  the  Lord 
will  deliver  him  in  time  of  trouble.    [Psa.  xli,  1.] 

Thou  Shalt  open  thine  hand  wide  unto  thy  brother, 
to  thy  poor.    [Deut.  rv,  11.] 

After  which  the  Elder  shall  give  the  following  Invi- 
tatiouy  the  People  standing: 

If  any  man  sin,  we  have  an  advocate  with  the 
Father,. Jesus  Christ  the  righteous:  and  he  is  the  pro- 
pitiation for  our  sins:  and  not  for  ours  only,  but  also 
for  the  sins  of  the  whole  world. 

Wherefore  ye  that  do  truly  and  earnestly  repent  of 
your  sins,  and  are  in  love  and  charity  with  your 
neighbors,  and  intend  to  lead  a  new  life,  following 
the  commandments  of  God,  and  walking  from  hence- 
forth in  his  holy  ways,  draw  near  with  faith,  and 
take  this  Holy  Sacrament  to  your  comfort;  and,  de- 
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voutly  kneeling,   make  your  humble  confession   to 
Almighty  God. 

Tfien  shall  this  general  Confession  be  made  by  the 
Minister  in  the  name  of  all  those  who  are  minded 
to  receive  the  Holy  Communion,  both  he  and  all 
the  People  devoutly  kneeling,  and  saying: 
Almighty  God,  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
MaJ^er  of  all  things,  Judge  of  all  men,  we  acknowl- 
edge and  bewail  our  manifold  sins  and  wickedness, 
which  we  from  time  to  time  most  grievously  have 
committed,  by  thought,  word,  and  deed,  against  thy 
Divine  Majesty,  provoking  most  justly  thy  wrath  and 
indignation  against  us.    We  do  earnestly  repent,  and 
are  heartily  sorry  for  these  our  misdoings;  the  re- 
membrance  of   them   is   grievous  unto   us.     Have 
mercy  upon  us,  have  mercy  upon  us,  most  merciful 
Father;  for  thy  Son,  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ's  sake, 
forgive  us  all  that  is  past;  and  grant  that  we  may 
ever  hereafter  serve  and  please  thee  in  newness  of 
life,  to  the  honor  and  glory  of  thy  name,  through 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.    Amen. 

Then  shall  the  Elder  say: 
Almighty  God,  our  heavenly  Father,  ,who  of  thy 
great  mercy  hast  promised  forgiveness  of  sins  to  all 
them  that  with  hearty  repentance  and  true  faith  turn 
unto  thee,  have  mercy  upon  us;  pardon  and  deliver 
us  from  all  our  sins;  confirm  and  strengthen  us  in 
all  goodness;  and  bring  us  to  everlasting  life, 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 
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The  Collect, 

Almighty  God,  unto  whom  all  hearts  are  open,  all 
desires  known,  and  from  whom  no  secrets  are  hid, 
cleanse  the  thoughts  of  our  hearts  by  the  inspiration 
of  thy  Holy  Spirit,  that  we  may  perfectly  lore  thee, 
and  worthily  magnify  thy  holy  name  through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.    Amen, 

Then  shall  the  Elder  say: 

We  do  not  presume  to  come  to  this  thy  table,  O 
merciful  Lord,  trusting  in  our  own  righteousness,  but 
in  thy  manifold  and  great  mercies.  We  are  not 
worthy  so  much  as  to  gather  up  the  crumbs  under 
thy  table.  But  thou  art  the  same  Lord,  whose  prop- 
erty is  always  to  have  mercy.  Grant  us,  therefore, 
gracious  Lord,  so  to  eat  the  flesh  of  thy  dear  Son 
Jesus  Christ,  and  to  drink  his  blood,  that  we  may. 
live  and  grow  thereby;  and  that,  being  washed 
through  his  most  precious  blood,  we  may  evermore 
dwell  in  him,  and  he  in  us.    Amen, 

Then  the  Elder  shall  offer  the  Prayer  of  Consecration, 
as  followeth: 

Almighty  Qod,  our  heavenly  Father^  who  of  thy 
tender  mercy  didst  give  thine  only  Son  Jesus  Christ 
to  suffer  death  upon  the  cross  for  our  redemption; 
who  made  there,  by  his  oblation  of  himself  once 
offered,  a  full,  perfect,  and  sufficient  sacrifice,  obla- 
tion, and  satisfaction  for  the  sins  of  the  whole 
world;  and  did  institute,  and  in  his  holy  Gospel  com- 
mand us  to  continue,  a  perpetual  memory  of  his 
precious  death  until  his  coming  again:  hear  us,  0 
merciful  Father,  we  most  humbly  beseech  thee,  and 
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grant  that  we,  receiving  these  thy  creatures  of  bread 
and  wine,  according  to  thy  Son  our  Saviour  Jesus 
Christ's  holy  institution,  in  remembrance  of  his  death 
and  passion,  may  be  partakers  of  his  most  blessed 
body  and  blood;  who,  in  the  same  ^n  jy^^^  ^^ 
night  that  he  was  betrayed,  took  Mdei-.  may  take 
bread;  (*)  and  when  he  had  given  the  plate  of 
thanks,  he  broke  it,  and  gave  it  to  his  &»earf  in  his 
disciples,  saying.  Take,  eat;  this  is  my  ^««^- 
body  which  is  given  for  you ;  do  this  in  remembrance 
of  me. 

Likewise  after  supper  he  took  i^)  («)  Bere  he 
the  cup;  and  when  he  had  given  r^^V  <«^  <^ 
thanks,  he  gave  it  to  them,  saying,  ^^P  ***  ^** 
Drink  ye  all  of  this;  for  this  is  my  ^'^' 
blood  of  the  New  Testament,  which  is  shed  for  you, 
and  for  many,  for  the  remission  of  sins;  do  this,  as 
oft  as  ye  shall  drjnk  it,  in  remembrance  of  me. 
Amen, 

Then  shall  the  Minister  receive  the  Communion  in 
J>oth  kinds,  and  proceed  to  deliver  the  same  to  the 
other  Ministers,  if  any  he  present;  after  which  he 
shall  say: 

It  is  very  meet,  right,  and  our  bounden  duty  that  we 
should  at  all  times  and  in  all  places  give  thanks  unto 
thee,  O  Lord,  holy  Father,  Almighty,  Everlasting  God. 
Therefore  with  angels  and  archangels,  and  with  all 
the  company  of  heaven,  we  laud  and  magnify  thy 
glorious  name,  evermore  praising  thee,  and  saying. 
Holy,  Holy,  Holy,  Lord  God  of  Hosts,  heaven  and 
earth  are  full  of  thy  glory.  Glory  be  to  thee,  O  Lord 
most  high!    Amen, 
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The  Minuter  shall  then  proceed  to  administer  the 
Communion  to  the  People  in  order,  kneeling,  into 
their  uncovered  hands;  and  when  he  delivereth 
the  Bread,  he  shall  say: 

The  body  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  which  was 
given  fon  thee,  preserve  thy  soul  and  body  unto  ever- 
lasting life.  Take  and  eat  this  in  remembrance  that 
Christ  died  for  thee;  and  feed  on  him  in  thy  heart 
by  faith,  with  thanksgiving. 

And  the  Minister  that  delivereth  the  Cup  shall  say: 
.'.  The  blood  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  which  was 
shed  for  thee,  preserve  thy  soul  and  body  unto  ever- 
lasting life.  Brink  this  in  remembrance  that  Christ's 
blood  was  shed  lor  thee,  and  be  thankful. 

[If  the  Consecrated  bi^ead  or  wine  shall  be  all  spent  before  all  hare 
comxxmxied,  the  Elder  may  Consecrate  more  by  repeating  the  Prayer  of 
Consecration.] 

[When  all  have  communed,  the  Minister  shall  return  to  the  Lord's 
table  and  place  upon  It  what  remalneth  of  the  Consecrated  elements, 
covering  the  same  with  a  fair  linen  cloth.] 

Then  shall  the  Elder  say  the  Lord's  Prayer;  the  Peo- 
ple kneeling,  and  repeating  after  him  every  petition: 
Our  Father  who  art  in  heaven,  hallowed  be  thy 
name.  Thy  kingdom  come.  Thy  will  be  done  In 
earth,  as  it  is  in  heaven.  Give  us  this  day  our  dally 
bread:  and  forgive  us  our  trespasses,  as  we  forgive 
them  that  trespass  against  us:  and  lead  us  not  into 
temptation,  but  deliver  us  from  evil:  for  thine  is  the 
kingdom,  and  the  power,  and  the  glory,  forever. 
Amen, 

After  which  shall  he  said  as  followeth: 
O  Lord  our  heavenly  Father,  we  thy  humble  serv- 
ants desire  thy  Fatherly  goodness  mercifully  to  ac- 
cept this  our  sacrifice  of  praise  and  thanksgiving; 
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most  humbly  bei^eeching  thee  to  grant,  that,  by  the 
merits  and  death  of  thy  Son  Jesus  Christ,  and 
through  faith  in  his  blood,  we  and  thy  whole  Church 
may  obtain  forgiveness  of  our  sins,  and  all  other  ben- 
efits of  his  passion.  And  here  we  ott^  and  present 
unto  thee,  O  Lord,  ourselves,  our  souls  and  bodies,  to 
be  a  reasonable,  holy,  and  lively  sacrifice  unto  thee,* 
humbly  beseeching  thee  that  all  we  who  are  par- 
takers of  this  Holy  Communion  may  be  filled  with 
thy  grace  and  heavenly  benediction.  And  although 
we  be  unworthy,  through  our  manifold  sins,  to  offer 
unto  thee  any  sacrifice,  yet  we  beseech  thee  to  accept 
this  our  bounden  duty  and  service;  not  weighing  our 
merits,  but  pardoning  our  offenses,  through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord;  by  whom,  and  with  whom,  in  the 
unity  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  all  honor  and  glory  be  unto 
thee,  O  Father  Almighty,  world  without  end.    Amen, 

Then  sTiall  be  said  or  sung: 
Glory  be  to  God  on  high,  and  on  earth  peace,  good 
^111  toward  men!  We  praise  thee,  we  bless  thee,  we 
worship  thee,  we  glorify  thee,  we  give  thanks  to  thee 
lOfT  thy  great  glory,  O  Lord  God,  heavenly  King,  God 
the  Father  Almighty! 

O  Lord,  the  only  begotten  Son  Jesus  Christ:  O  Lord 
God,  Lamb  of  God,  Son  of  the  Father,  that  takest 
away  the  sins  of  the  world,  have  mercy  upon  us. 
Thou  that  takest  away  the  sins  of  the  world,  have' 
mercy  upon  us.  Thou  that  takest  away  the  sins  of 
the  world,  receive  our  prayer.  Thou  that  sittest  at 
the  right  hand  of  God  the  Father,  have  mercy  upon 
us.  For  thou  only  art  holy;  thou  only  art  the  Lord; 
thou  only,  O  Christy  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  art  most 
high  in  the  glory  of  God  the  Father.  Amen. 
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Then  the  Elder,  if  he  see  it  expedient,  may  put. up  an 

extemporary  Prayer;  and  afterward  shall  let  the 

People  depart  with  this  Blessing: 

The  peace  of  Qod,  which  passeth  all  understanding, 

keep  your  hearts  and  minds  in  the  knowledge  and 

loye  of  God,  and  of  his  Son  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord: 

and  the  blessing  of  €k)d  Almighty,  the  Father,  the 

Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  be  among  you,  and  remain 

with  you  always.    Amen. 

N.  B.— If  fhe  Elder  is  straitened  for  time  in  the  usual  admlnlstradon 
of  the  Holy  Commtmlon,  he  may  omit  any  part  of  the  service  except  the 
Invitation,  the  Confession,  and  the  Prayer  of  Consecration ;  and  in  its 
administration  to  the  Sick  he  may  omit  any  part  of  the  service  except  the 
Confession,  the  Prayer  of  Consecration,  and  the  nsoal  soatences  In  dellTo 
erlng  the  Bread  and  Win^,  closinfir  with  the  Lord's  Prayer,  extempore 
sappUoation,  and  the  Benediction.  ^ 


CHAPTER  IV. 
MATRIMONY. 


IT  447*    Form  for  tbe  Sokmniradon  of  Matrimony* 
[The  parts  In  brackets  thronerhont  may  be  nsed  or  not  at  discretion.] 

At  the  -day  and  time  appointed  for  the  Solemnization 
of  Matrimony,  the  pzrsons  to  he  married — having 
been  qualified  according  to  law — standing  together, 
the  Man  on  the  right  hand  and  the  Woman  on  fhe 
left,  the  Minister  shall  say: 

Dearly  Beloved,  we  are  gathered  together  here  in 
the  sight  of  God,  and  in  the  presence  of  these  wit- 
nesses, to  join  together  this  man  and  this  woman  in 
holy  "Matrimony;  which  is  an  honorable  estate,  insti- 
tuted of  God  in  the  time  of  man's  innocency,  signify- 
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ing  unto  us  the  mystical  union  that  exists  between 
Christ  and  his  Church;  which  holy  estate  Christ 
adorned  and  beautified '  with  his  presence,  and  first 
miracle  that  he  wrought,  in  Cana  of  Galilee,  and  is 
commendeU  by  Saint  Paul  to  be  honorable  among  all 
men;  and  therefore  is  not  by  any  to  be  entered  into 
unadvisedly,  but  reverently,  discreetly,  and  in  the 
fear  of  God. 

Into  which  holy  estate  these  two  persons  present 
come  now  to  be  joined.  Therefore  if  any  can  show 
just  cause  why  they  may  not  lawfully  be  joined  to- 
gether, let  him  now  speak,  or  else  hereafter  forever 
hold  his  peace. 

[And  also  speaking  unto  the  persons  that  are  to  be 
married,  the  Minister  shall  say: 
I  require  and  charge  you  both,  that  if  either  of  you 
know  any  impediment  why  you  may  not  be  lawfully 
joined  together  in  Matrimony,  you  do  now  confess  it: 
for  be  ye  well  assured,  that  so  many  as  are  coupled 
together  otherwise  than  God's  word  doth  allow,  are 
not  joined  together  by  God,  neither  is  their  Matri- 
mony lawful.] 

If  no  impediment  be  alleged,  then  shall  the  Minister 
say  unto  the  Man: 
If.,  wilt  thou  have  this  woman  to  be  thy  wedded 
wile,  to  live  together  after  God's  ordinance  in  the 
holy  estate  of  Matrimony?  Wilt  thou  love  her,  com- 
fort her,  honor  and  keep  her,  in  sickness  and  in 
health;  and  forsaking  all  other,  keep  thee  only  unto 
her,  so  long  as  ye  both  shall  live? 

The  Man  shall  answer: 

I  will. 
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Then  $hall.the  Minister  say  unto  the  Woman: 
N„  Wilt  thou  have  this  man  to  b«  thy  wedded  hU0* 
band,  to  live  together  after  God's  ordinance  In  the 
holy  estate  of  Matrimony?  Wilt  thou  love,  honor, 
^nd  keep  him,  in  sickness  and  In  health;  and  for- 
saking all  other,  keep  thee  only  unto  him,  so  long  as 
ye  both  shall  live? 

The  Woman  shall  answer: 
I  will. 

[Then  the  Minister  shall  cause  the  Man  loith  his 
right  hand  to  take  the  Woman  6y  her  right  hand, 
and  to  say  after  him  as  followeth: 
I,  M,,  take  thee  N.,  to  be  my  wedded  wife,  to  have 
and  to  hold,  from  this  day  forward,  for  better,  for- 
worse,   for  richer,   for  poorer,   in   sickness   and   in 
health,  to  love  and  to  cherish,  till  death  us  do  part, 
according  to  God*s  holy  ordinance;    and  thereto  I 
plight  thee  my  faith. 

Then  shall  they  loose  their  hands,  and  the  Woman, 

with  her  right  hand  taking  the  Man  by  his  right 

handy  shall  likewise  say  after  the  Minister: 

I,  JV.,  take  thee  M„  to  be  my  wedded  husband,  to 

have  and  to  hold,  from  this  day  forward,  for  better, 

for  worse/  for  richer,  for  poorer,  in  sickness  and  in 

health,  to  love  and  to  cherish,  till  death  us  do  part, 

according  to  G6d's  holy  ordinance;    and  thereto  I 

plight  thee  my  faith.] 

Then  shall  the  Minister  pray  thu^: 
O  Btemal  God,  Creator  and  Preserver  of  all  man- 
kind, Giveit  of  all  spiritual  grace,  the  Author  of  ever- 
lasting life:  send  thy  blessing  upon  these  thy  serv- 
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ants,  this  man  and  this  woman,  whom  we  bless  in  thy 
name;  that  as  Isaa«  and  Behecca  lived  faithfully  to- 
gether* so  these  persons  may  surely  perform  and  keep 
the  vow  and.  covenant  between  them  made,  aad  may 
ever  remain  in  perfect  love  and  peace  together,  and 
Hve  according  to  thy  laws,  through  Jfsus  Cliri^t  our 
Lord.    Amen, 

[If  the  parties  desire  it,  the  Man  shall  here  hand  a 
Ring  to  the  Minister,  who' shall  return  it  to  him, 
and  direct  Jkim  to  place  it  on  the  third  finger  of  the 
Woman's  left  hand.  And  the  Man  sha^l  say  to  the 
Woman,  repeating  after  the  Minister: 
With  this  ring  I  thee  wed,  and  with  my  worldly 
goods  I  thee  endow,  in  the  name  Qt  the  Father,  and 
of  the  Son,  and  of  the  IJoly  Ghost  Amen,] 

Then  shall  the  Minister  join  their  right  hands  to- 
gether, and  say: 
Forasmuch  as  M.  and  N.  have  consented  together 
in  holy  wedlock,  and  have  witnessed  the  same  before 
God  and  this  company,  and  thereto  have  pledged 
their  faith  eithdr  to  other,  and  ha^e  declared  the 
same  by  joining  of  hands;  I  pronounce  that  they  are 
husband  and  wife  together^  in  the  name  of  the  Father, 
and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Those  whom 
God  hath  jpined  together,  let  no  man  put  asunder. 
Amen^ 

And  the  Minister  shall  add  this  }>lessing: 

God,  the   Father,  the   Son,  and  the   Holy   Ghost, 

bless,  preserve,  and  keep  you;  the  liord  mercifully 

with  his  favor  look  upon  you,  and  so  fill  you  with  all 

spiritual  benediction  and  grace  that  ye  may  so  live 
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together  in  this  life  that  in  the  world  to  come  ye  may 
have  life  everlastiiig.    Amen, 

Then  shall  the  Minister  offer  the  following  Prayer: 
O  God  of  Abraham,  Qod  of  Isaac,  God  of  Jacob, 
bless  this  man  and  this  woman,  and  sow 'the  seed  of 
eternal  life  in  their  hearts,  that  whatsoever  in  thy 
holy  word  they  shall  profitably  learn,  they  may  in- 
deed fulfill  the  same.  Look,  O  Lord,  mercifully  on 
them  from  heaven,  and  bless  them:  as  thou  didst 
send  thy  blessings  upon  Abraham  and  Sarah  to  their 
great  comfort,  so  vouchsafe  to  send  thy  blessings 
upon  this  man  and  this  woman,  that  they,  obeying 
thy  will,  and  always  being  in  safety  under  thy  pro- 
tection, may  abide  in  thy  love  unto  their  lives'  end, 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.

IT  44&    Fonn  for  the  Burial  of  the  Dead. 


The  Minister^  going  before  the  Corpse,  shall  say: 

I  AM  the  resurrection,  and  tire  life:  he  that  be- 
lie^eth  In  me,  though  he  were  dead,  yet  shall  he  live: 
and  whosoever  llveth  and  helieveth  in  me  shall  never 
die.    [John  xi,  25,  26.] 

I  know  that  my  Redeemer  llveth,  and  that  he  shall 
stand^  at  the  latter  day  upon  the  earth:  and  though 
after  my  skin  worms  destroy  this  body,  yet  in  my 
flesh  shall  I  see  God:  whom  I  shall  see  for  myself, 
and  mine  eyes  shall  behold,  and  not  another.  [Job 
xix,  25-27.] 

We  brought  s^thing  Into  this  world,  and  it  is  cer- 
tain we  can  carry  nothing  out.  The  Lord  gave,  and 
the  Lord  hath  taken  away;  blessed  be  the  name  of 
the  Lord.    [1  Tim.  vi,  7;  Job  i,  21.] 

V 

In  the  House  or  Church  may  he  read  one  or  both  of 
the  follotoing  PsalmSy  or  some  other  suitable  por- 
tion of  tM  MoVy  Scriptures: 

Psalm  xxxix: 
I  said,  I  will  take  heed  to  my  ways,  that  I  sin  not 
with  my  tongue:  I  will  keep  my  mouth  with  a  bridle, 
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While  the  wicked  Is  before  me.  I  was  dumb  with 
silence,  I  held  my  peace,  even  from  good;  and  my 
sorrow  was  stirred.  My  heart  was  hot  within  me; 
while  I  was  musing  the  fire  burned:  then  sp&ke  I 
with  my  tongue,  Lord,  make'  me  to  know  mine  end, 
and  the  measure  of  my  days,  what  It  is;  that  I  may 
know  how  frail  I  am.  Behold,  thou  hast  made  my 
days  as  a  handbreadth;  and  mine  age  is  as  nothing 
before  thee:  verily  every  man^at  his  best  state  is  al- 
together vanity.  Surely  every  man  walketh  in  a  vain 
show:  surely  they  are  disquieted  in  vain:  he  heapeth 
up  riches,  and  knoweth  not  who  shall  gather  them. 
And  now,  Lord,  what  wait  I  for?  my  hope  Is  In  thee. 
Deliver  me  from  all  my  transgressions:  make  me  not 
the  reproach  of  the  foolish.  I  was  dumb,  I  opened 
not  my  mouth;  because  thou  didst  it.  Remove  thy 
stroke  away  from  me;  I  am  consumed  by  the  blow  of 
thine  hand.  When  thou  with  rebukes  dost  correct 
man  for  Iniquity,  thou  makest  his  beauty  to  consume 
away  like  a  moth:  surely  every  man  is  vanity.  Hear 
my  prayer,  O  Lord,  and  give  ear  unto  my  cry;  hold 
not  thy  peace  at  my  tears:  for  I  am  ft  stranger  with 
thee,  and  a  sojourner,  as  all  my  fathers  were.  O 
spare  me,  that  I  may  recover  strength,  before  I  go 
hence,  and  be  no  more. 

Psalm  xc: 
Lord,  thou  hast  been  our  dwelling-place  In  all  gen- 
erations. Before  the  mountains  were  brought  forth, 
or  ever  thou  hadst  formed  the  earth  and  the  world, 
even  from  everlasting  to  everlasting,  thou  art  God. 
Thou  turnest  man  to  destruction;  and  sayest.  Return, 
ye  children  of  men.  For  a  thousand  years  in  thy 
sight  are  but  as  yesterday  when  it  is  past,  and  as  a 
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watch  in  the  night.  Thou  carriest  them  away  as 
with  a  flood;  they  are  as  a  sleep:  in  the  morning 
they  are  like  grass  which  groweth  up.  In  the  morn- 
ing it  flourisheth,  and  groweth  up;  in  the  evening  it 
is  cut  down,  and.withereth.  For  we  are  consumed 
by  thine  anger,  and  by  thy  wrath  are  we  troubled. 
Thou  hast  set  our  iniquities  before  thee,  our  secret 
sins  in  the  light  of  thy  countenance.  For  all  our 
days  are  passed  away  in  thy  wrath:  we  spend  our 
years  as  a  tale  that  is  told.  The  days  of  our  years  are 
threescore  years  and  ten ;  and  if  by  reason  of  strength 
they  be  fourscore  years,  yet  is  their  strength  labor 
and  sorrow;  for  it  is  soon  cut  off,  and  we  fly  away. 
Who  knoweth  the  power  of  thine  anger?  even  accord- 
ing to  thy  fear,  so  is  thy  wrath.  So  teach  us  to  num- 
ber our  days,  that  we  may  apply  our  hearts  unto 
wisdom..  Return,  O  Lord,  how  long?  and  let  it  repent 
thee  concerning  thy  servants.  O  satisfy  us  early 
with. thy  mercy;  that  we  may  rejoice  and  be  glad  all 
pur  days.  Make  us  glad  according  to  the  days  where- 
in thou  hast  aflaicted  us,  and  the  years  wherein  we 
have  seep  evil.  Let  thy  work  appear  unto  thy  serv- 
ants, and  thy  glory  unto  their  children.  And  let  the 
beauty  of  the  Lord  our  God  be  upon  us:  and  establish 
thou  the  work  of  our  hands  upon  us;  yea,  the  work 
of  our  hands  establish  thou  it. 

Then  may  follow  the  reading  of  the  Epistle,  as  follows: 
1  Corinthians  xv,  41-58: 

There  is  one  glory  of  the  sun,  and  another  glory  of 

the  moon,  and  another  glory  of  the  stars;  for  one  star 

djffereUi  from  another  star  in  glory.    So  also  is  the 

resurrection  of  the  dead.    It  is  sown  in  corruption,  it 
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is  raised  in  incorruption:  it  lA  sown  in  dishonor,  it  is 
raised  in  glory:  it  is  sown  in  weakness,  it  is  raised  in 
power:  it  is  sown  a  natural  body,  it  is  raised  a  spir- 
itual body.  Tbere  is  a  natural  body,  and  there  is  a 
spiritual  body.  And  so  it  is  written,  The  first  man 
Adam  was  made  a  living  soul;  the  last  Adam  was 
made  a  quickening  spirit.  Howbeit  that  was  not  first 
which  is  spiritual,  but  that  which  is  natural;  and 
afterward  that  which  is  spiritual.  The  first  man  is 
of  the  earth,  earthy:  the  second  man  is  the  Lord  from 
heaven.  As  is  the  earthy,  such  are  t^y  also  that  are 
earthy:  and  as  is' the  heavenly,  such  are  they  also 
that  are  heavenly.  And  as  we  have  borne  the  image 
of  the  earthy,  we  shall  also  bear  the  image  of  the 
heavenly.  Now  this  I  say,  brethren,  that  fiesh  and 
blood  cannot  inherit  the  kingdom  of  God;  neither 
doth  corruption  inherit  incorruption.  Behold,  I  show 
you  a  mystery;  We  shall  not  all  sleep,  but  we  shall  all 
be  changed,  in  a  moment,  in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye, 
at  the  last  trump:  for  the  trumpet  shall  sound,  and 
the  dead  shall  be  raised  incorruptible,  and  we  shall 
be  changed.  For  this  corruptible  must  put  on  incor- 
ruption, and  this  mortal  must  put  on  immortality. 
So  when  this  corruptible  shall  have  put  on  incorrup- 
tion, and  this  mortal  shall  have  put  on  immortality, 
then  shall  be  brought  to  pass  the  saying  that  is  writ" 
ten.  Death  is  swallowed  up  in  victory.  O  death, 
where  is  thy  sting?  O  grave,  where  is  thy  victory? 
The  sting  of  death  is  sin;  and  the  strength  of  sin  is 
the  law.  But  thanks  be  to  Qod,  which  giveth  us  the 
victory  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Therefore, 
my  belovsed  brethren^  be  ye  steadfast,  unmovable, 
always  abounding  in  the  work  of  the  Lord,  forasmuch 
as  ye  know  that  your  labor  is  not  In  vain  In  the  Lord. 
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At  the  grave,  when  the  Corpse  is  laid  in  the  Earth, 
the  Minister  shaM  say: 

Man  that  is  born  of  a  woman  hath  bnt  a  short  time- 
to  live,  and  is  full  of  misery.  He  cometh  up,  and  is 
cut  down  like  a  flower:  he  fleeth  as  it  were  a  shadow, 
and  never  continueth  in  one  stay. 

In  the  midst  of  life  we  are  in  death:  of  whom  may 
we  seek  for  succor,  but  of  thee,  O  Lord,  who  for  our 
sins  art  justly  displeased? 

Yet,  O  Lord  God  most  holy,  O  Lord  most  mighty,  O 
holy  and  most  merciful  Saviour,  deliver  us  not  into 
the  bitter  pains  of  eternal  death. 

Thou  knowest,  Lord,  the  secrets  of  our  hearts;  shut 
not  thy  merciful  ears  to  our  prayers,  but  spare  us. 
Lord  most  holyj  O  God  most  mighty,  O  holy  and 
merciful  Saviour,  thou  most  worthy  Judge  eternal, 
suffer  us  not  at  our  last  hour  for  any  pains  of  death 
to  fall  from  thee. 

Then,  while  the  Earth, shall  he  cast  upon  the  Body  hy 
some  standing  }yy,  the  Minister  shall  say: 
Forasmuch  as  it  huth  pleased  Almighty  God,  in  his 
wise  providence,  to  take  out  of  the  world  the  soul  of 
the  departed,  ire  therefore  commit  his  body  to  the 
ground,  earth  to  earth,  ashes  to  ashes,  dust  to  dust; 
looking  for  the  general  resurrection  in  the  last  day, 
and  the  life  of  the  world  to  come,  through  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ;  at  Whose  seeond  coming  in  glorious 
majesty  to  judge  the  world,  the  earth  and  the  sea 
shall  give  up  their  dead;  and  the  corruptible  bodies 
of  those  who  sleep  in  him  shall  be  changed  and  made 
like  unto  his  own  glorious  body;  according  to  the 
mighty  working  whereby  he  is  able  to  subdue  all 
things  unto  himself. 
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Then  shall  he  said: 
I  heard  a  voice  from  heaven  saying  unto  me,  Write, 
From  henceforth  hlessed  are  the  dead  who  die  in  the 
Lord:  Even  so,  saith  the  Spirit;  for  they  rest  ff cm 
their  labors. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  say: 
Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us. 
Christ,  have  mercy  upon  us. 
Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us. 

Then  the  Minister  may  offer  this  Prayer: 
Almighty  God,  with  whom  do  live  the  spirits  of 
those  who  depart  hence  in  the  Lord,  and  with  whom 
the  souls  of  the  faithful,  after  th^y  are  delivered  from 
the  burden  of  the  flesh,  are  in  joy  and  felicity:  we 
give  thee  hearty  thanks  for  the  good  examples  of  all 
those  thy  servants,  who,  having  finished  their  course 
in  faith,  do  now  rest  from  their  labors.  ,And  we  be- 
seech thee,  that  we,  with  all  those  who  are  departed 
in  the  true  faith  of  thy  holy  name,  may  have  our  per- 
fect consummation  and  bliss,  both  in  body  and  soul, 
in  thy  eternal  and  everlasting  glory,  through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.    Amen, 

The  Collect, 
O  Merciful  God,  the  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  who  is  the  resurrection  and  the  life;  in  whom 
whosoever  believeth  shall  live,  though  he  die,  and 
whosoever  liveth  and  believeth  in  him  shall  not  die 
eternally:  we  meekly  beseech  thee,  O  Father,  to  raise

The  Collect, 
Almighty  God,  who  by  thy  Son  Jesus  Christ  didst 
give  to  thy  holy  Apostles,  Elders,  and  Evangelists 
many  excellent  gifts,  and  didst  charge  them  to  feed 
thy  flock:  give  grace,  we  beseech  thee,  to  all  the 
Ministers  and  Pastors  of  thy  Church,  that  they  may 
diligently  preach  thy  word  and  duly  administer  the 
godly  discipline  thereof;  and  grant  to  the  People  that 
they  may  obediently  follow  the  same,  that  all  may 
receive  the  crown  of  everlasting  glory,  through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.    Amen, 

Then  shall  be  read  by  one  of  the  Elders: 

The  Epistle,    Acts  xx,  17-35. 

From  Miletus  Paulsent  to  Ephesus,  and  called  the 

elders  of  the  Church.    And  when  they  were  come  to 

him,  he  said  unto  them,  Te  know,  from  the  first  day 

that  I  came  to  Asia,  after  what  manner  I  have  been 

with  you  at  all  seasons,  serving  the  Lord  with  all 
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humility  of  mind,  and  with  many  tears,  and  tempta- 
tions, which  befell  ^e  by  the  lying  in  wait  of  the 
Jews:  and  how  I  kept  back  nothing  that  was  profit- 
able unto  you,  but  have  showed  you,  and  have  taught 
you  publicly,  and  from  house  to  house,  testifying  both 
to  the  Jews,  and  also  to  the  Greeks,  repentance  to- 
ward God,  and  faith  toward  our  Lord  Jtesus  Christ. 
And  now,  behold,  I  go-bound  in  the  spirit  unto  Jeru- 
salem, not  knowing  the  things  tjiat  shall  befall  me 
there:  save  that  the  Holy  Ghost  witnesseth  in  every 
city,  saying  that  bonds  and  afflictions  abide  me.  But 
none  of  these  things  move  me,  neither  count  I  my  life 
dear  unto  myself,  so  that  1  might  finish  my  course 
with  joy,  and  the  ministry,  which  I  have  received  of 
the  Lord  Jesus,  to  testify  the  Gospel  of  the  grace  of 
God.  And  now,  behold,  I  know  that  ye  all,  among 
whom  I  have  gone  preaching  the  kingdom  of  God, 
Shall  see  my  face  no  more.  Wherefore  I  take  you  to 
record  this  day,  that  I  am  pure  from  the  blood  of  all 
men.  For  I  have  not  shunned  to  declare  unto  you  all , 
the  counsel  of  God.  Take  heed  therefore  unto  your- 
selves, and  to  all  the  flock,  over  the  which  the  Holy 
Ghost  hath  made  you  overseers,  to  feed  the  Church  of 
God,  which  he  hath  purchased  with  his  own  blood. 
For  I  know  this,  that  after  my  departing  shall  griev- 
ous wolves  enter  in  among  you,  not  sparing  the  flock. 
Also  of  your  own  selves  shall  men  arise,  speaking 
perverse  things,  to  draw  away  disciples  after  them. 
Therefore  watch,  and  remember,  that  by  the  space 
ttf.  three  years  I . ceased  not  to  warn  everyone  night 
and  day  with  tears.  And  now,  brethren,  I  commend 
you  to  God,  and  to  the  word  of  his  grace,  which  is 
able  to  build  you  up»  and  to  give  you  an  inheritance . 
among  all  them  which  are  sanctified.  I  have  coveted 
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no  man's  silver,  or  gold,  or  apparel.  Yea,  ye  your- 
selves know,  that  these  hands  have  ministered  unto 
my  necessities,  and  to  them  that  were  with  me.  I 
have  showed  you  all  things,  how  that  so  laboring  ye 
ought  to  support  the  weak,  and  to  remember  the 
words  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  how  he  said.  It  is  more 
blessed  to  give  than  to  receive. 

Then  another  shall  read: 

The  Gospel.    St.  John  xxi,  15-17. 

Jesus  saith  to  Simon  Peter,  Simon,  son  of  Jonas, 
lovest  thou  me  more  than  these?  He  saith  unto 
him.  Yea,  Lord;  thou  knowest  that  I  love  thee.  He 
saith  unto  him.  Peed  my  Iambs.  Htf  saith  to  him 
again  the  second  time,  Simon,  son  of  Jonas,  lovest 
thou  me?  He  saith  unto  him.  Yea,  Lord;  thou  know- 
est tkat  I  love  thee.  He  saith  unto  him.  Feed  my 
sheep.  He  saith  unto  him  the  third  time,  Simon, 
son  of  Jonas,  lovest  thou  me?  Peter  was  grieved 
because  he  said  unto  him  the  third  time,  Lovest  thou 
me?  And  he  said  unto  him,  Lord,  thou  knowest  all 
things;  thoU  knowest  that  I  love  thee.  Jesus  saith 
unto  him.  Feed  my  sheep.

Jesus  came  and  spake  unto  them,  saying.  All  power 
is  given  unto  me  in  heaven  and  in  earth.  Go  ye 
therefore,  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the 
name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghost:  teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  whatso- 
ever I  have  commanded  you:  and,  lo,  I  ^m  with  yo\j 
^ways,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world. 
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After  the  Qoapel,  and  the  Sermon  are  ended,  the 
Elected  Person  shall  he  presented  t>y  two  Elders 
unto  the  Bishop,  saying: 

We  present  unto  you  this  holy  man  to  be  conse- 
crated a  Bishop. 

Then  the  Bishop  shall  move  the  Congregation  present " 
to  pray,  saying  thus  to  them: 

Brethren,  it  is  written  in  the  Gospel  of  Saint  Luke 
that  our  Saviour  Christ  continued  the  whole  night  in 
prayer  before  he  did  choose  and  send  forth  his  twelve 
Apostles.  It  is  written  also  in  the  Acts  of  the  Apos- 
tles that  the  disciples  who  were  at  Antioch  did  fast 
and  pray  before  they  laid  hands  on  Paul  and  Barna- 
bas, and  sent  them  forth  on  their  first  mission  to  the 
Gentiles.  Let  us  therefore,  following  the  example 
of  our  Saviour  Christ,  and  his  Apostles,  first  fall  to 
prayer  before  we  admit  and  send  forth  this  person 
presented  to  us  to  the  work  whereunto  we  trust  the 
Holy  Ghost  hath  called  him. 

Then  shall  the  following  prayer  he  offered: 

Almighty  God,  Giver  of  all  good  things,  who  by  thy 
Holy  Spirit  hast  appointed  divers  Offices  in  thy 
Church:  mercifully  behold  this  thy  servant  now 
called  to  the  Work  and  Ministry  of  a  Bishop,  and  re- 
plenish him  so  with  the  truth  of  thy  doctrine,  and 
adorn  him  with  innocency  of  life,  that  both  by  word 
and  deed  he  may  faithfully  serve  tlMe  in  this  Office, 
to  the  glory  of  thy  name,  and  the  edifying  and  well 
governing  of  thy  Church,  through  the  merits  of  our 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  who  liveth  and  reigneth  with 
thee  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  world  without  end.    Am^, 
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Tlien  the  BUhop  shall  say  to  him  that  is  to  de 
Consecrated: 

Brother,  *forasmuch  as  the  Holy  Scriptures  com- 
mand that  we  should  not  be  hasty  in  laying  on  hands 
and  admitting"  any  person  to  government  in  the 
Church  of  Christ,  which  he  hath  purchased  with  no 
less  price  than  the  shedding  of  his  own  blood;  before 
you  are  admitted  to  this  administration,  you  will,  in 
the  fear  of  God,  give  answer  to  the  questions  which  I 
now  propound: 

Are  you  persuaded  that  you  are  truly  called  to  this 
Ministration,  according  to  the  will  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ? 

Ana,  I  am  so  persuaded. 

The  Bishop,  Are  you  persuaded  that  the  Holy 
Scriptures  contain  sufficiently  all  doctrine  required 
of  necessity  for  eternal  salvation,  through  faith  in 
Jesus  Christ?  And  are  you  determined  out  of  the 
same  Holy  Scriptures  to  instruct  the  people  com- 
mitted to  your  charge,  and  to  teach  or  maintain  noth- 
ing as  required  of  necessity  to  eternal  salvation  but 
that  which  you  shall  be  persuaded  may  be  concluded 
and  pifoved  by  the  same? 

Ans,  I  am  so  persuaded  and  determined,  by  God's 
grace. 

The  Bishop,  Will  you  then  faithfully  exercise  your- 
self in  the  same  Holy  Scriptures,  and  call  upon  God 
by  prayer  for  the  true  understanding  of  the  same, 
so  that  you  may  be  able  by  them  to  teach  and  exhort 
with  wholesome  doctrine,  and  to  withstand  and  con- 
ylnce  the  gainsay ers? 

Ans,  I  wjUl  do.  so,  by  the  help  of  God.  . 

The  Bishop,  Are  you  ready  with  faithful  diligence 
to  banish  and  drive  away  all  erroneous  and  strange 
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doctrines  contrary  to  God's  word,  and  both  privately 
and  openly  to  call  upon  and  encourage  others  to  the 
same? 

An8.  I  am  ready,  the  Lord  being  my  helper. 

The  Bishop,  Will  ybu  deny  all  ungodliness  and 
worldly  lust,  and  live  soberly,  righteously,  and  godly 
in  this  preseht  world,  that  you  may  show  yourself  in 
an  things  an  example  of  good  works  unto  others,  that 
the  adversary  may  be  ashamed,  having  nothing  to 
say  against  you? 

Ana.  I  will  do  so,  the  Lord  being  my  helper. 

The  Bishop,  Will  you  maintain  and  set  forward,  as 
much  as  shall  lie  in  you,  quietness,  love,  and  peace 
among  all  men;  and  such  as  shall  be  unquiet,  dis- 
obedient, and  criminal,  correct  and  punish  according 
to  such  authority  as  you  have  by  God's  word,  and  as 
shall  be  committed  unto  you? 

Ans,  1  will  do  so,  by  the  help  of  God. 

The  Bishop,  Will  you  be  faithful  in  Ordaining,  or 
laying  hands  upon  and  sending  others,  and  in  all  the 
other  duties  of  your  office? 

Ans,  I  will  so  be,  by  the  help  of  God. 

The  Bishop,  Will  you  show  yourself  gentle,  and  be 
merciful,  for  Christ's  sake,  to  poor  and  needy  people, 
and  to  all  strangers  destitute  of  help? 

Ans,  I  will  so  show  myself,  by  God's  help. 

Then  the  Bishop  shaXVsay:  • 
Almighty  God,  our  heavenly  Father,  who  hath  given 
you  a  good  will  to  do  all  these  things,  grant  also  tinto 
you  strength  and  power  to  perform  the  same;  that  he 
accomplishing  in  you  the  good  work  which  he  has 
begun,  you  may  be  found  blameless  at  the  last  day, 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 
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Then  shall  Veni,  Creator  Spiritus,  he  said: 

Gome^  Holy  Ghost,  our  souls  inspire, 
And  lighten  with  celestial  fire. 
Thoii  the  anointing  Spirit  art, 
Who  dost  thy  sevenfold  gifts  impart.

Almighty  and  Most  Merciful  Father,  who  of  thine 
infinite  goodness  hast  given  thine  only  and  dearly 
beloved  Son  Jesus  Christ  to  be  our  Redeemer,  and 
the  author  of  everlasting  life;  who,  after  he  had 
made  perfect  our  redemption  by  his  death,  and  was 
ascended  into  heaven,  poured  down  his  gifts  abun-

Then  the  Bishop  and  Elders  present  shall  lay  their 
hands  upon  the  head  of  the  Elected  Person,  kneel- . 
ing  before  them,  the  Bishop  saying: 

The  Lord  pour  upon  thee  the  Holy  Ghost  for  the 
Office  and  Work  of  a  Bishop  in  the  Church  of  God 
now  committed  unto  thee  by  the  authqrity  of  the 
Church  through  the  imposition  of  our  hands,  in  the 
name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghost.

Then  shall  the  Bishop   deliver  to  him  the  Bible, 


Give  heed  unto  reading,  exhortation,  and  doctrine. 
Think  upon  the  things  contained  in  this  book.  Be 
diligent  in  them,  that  the  Increase  coming  thereby 
may  be  manifest  unto  all  men.  Take  heed  unto  thy- 
self, and  to  thy  doctrine;  for  by  so  doing  thou  shalt 
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both  save  thyself  and  them  that  hear  thee.  Be  to  the 
flock  of  Christ  a  shepherd,  not  a  wolf;  feed  them, 
devour  them  not.  Hold  up  the  weak,  heal  the  sick, 
bind  up  the  broken,  bring  again  the  outcast,  seek  the 
lost;  be  so  merciful  that  you  may  not  be  too  remiss; 
so  minister  discipline  that  you  forget  not  mercy; 
that  when  the  chief  Shepherd  shall  appear,  you  may 
receive  the  never-fading  crown  of  glory,  through 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.    Amen. 

[Then  the  Blabop  shall  administer  thd  Lord's  Sapper  to  the  newly  Con* 
aecrated  Blahop  and  other  persons  presents] 

Then  shall  he  offered  the  following  Prayers: 

Most  Merciful  Father,  we  beseech  thee  to  send 
down  upon  this  thy  servant  thy  heavenly  blessing, 
and  to  so  endue  him  with  thy  Holy  Spirit  that  he, 
preaching  thy  word,  and  exercising  authority  In  thy 
Church,  may  not  only  be  earnest  to  reprove,  beseech, 
and  rebuke  with  all  patience  and  doctrine,  but  also 
may  be,  to  such  as  believe,  a  wholesome  example  in 
word,  in  conversation,  in  love,  in  faith,  and  in  purity; 
that  faithfully  fulfilling  his  course,  at  the  last  day 
he  may  receive  the  crown  of  righteousness  laid  ap  by 
the  Lord,  the  righteous  Judge,  who  liveth  and  reign- 
eth,  one  God  with  the  Father  and  the  Holy  Ghost, 
world  without  end.    Amen, 

Prevent  us,  O  Lord,  in  all  our  doings  with  thy  most 
gracious  favor,  and  further  us  with  thy  continual 
help,  that  in  all  our  works,  begun,  continued,  anci 
ended  in  thee,  we  may  glorify  thy  holy  name;  and 
finally,  by  thy  mercy,  obtain  everlasting  life,  througl^ 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 
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The  peace  of  God,  which  passeth  all  understand- 
ing, keep  your  hearts  and  minds  In  the  knowledge 
and  love  of  God,  and  of  his  Son  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord:  and  the  hlessing  of  God  Almighty,  the  Father, 
the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  be  among  you,  and  re- 
main with  you  always.    Amen, 


U  45a    The  Form  of  Ordaining  Elden. 

[When  the  day  appointed  by  the  Bishop  is  come,  there  shall  be  a  Ser- 
mon or  Exhortation,  declaring  tlfe  Duty  and  Office  of  such  as  come  to  be 
admitted  Elders ;  how  necessary  that  Order  Is  in  the  Charch  of  Christ, 
and  also  how  the  People  ought  to  esteem  the  Elders  in  their  Office.] 

After  which,  one  of  the  Elders  shall  present  unto  the 
Bishop  all  them  that  are  to  he  Ordained,  and  say: 

I  present  unto  you  these  persons  to  be  ordained  as 
Elders. 

Then,  their  names  beinff  read  aloud,  the  Bishop  shall 
say  to  the  People: 

Brethren,  these  are  they  whom  we  purpose,  God 
willing,  this  day  to  ordain  Elders.  For  after  due 
examination,  we  find  not  to  the  contrary,  but  that 
they  are  lawfully  called  to  this  function  and  minis- 
try, and  that  they  are  persons  meet  for  the  same. 
But  if  there  be  any  of  you  who  knoweth  any  crime  or 
impediment  in  any  of  them,  for  the  which  he  ought 
not  to  be  received  into  this  holy  Ministry  let  him 
come  forth  in  the  name  of  God,  and  show  what  the 
crime  or  impediment  is. 

[If  any  crime  or  impediment  be  objected,  the  Bishop  shaU  surceaaa 
from  ordaining  that  person  until  such  time  as  the  party  accused  shall  be 
found  clear  of  the  same.] 
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Then  shall  be  said  the  Collect^  Epistle,  and  ^a^pel, 
as  followeth:

Almighty  God,  Giver  of  all  good  things,  who  by  thy 
Holy  Spirit  hast  appointed  (Jlvers  Orders  of  Ministers 
in  thy  Church:  mercifully  behold  these  thy  servants 
now  called  to  the  Office  of  Elders,  and  replenish  them 
so  with  the  truth  of  thy  doctrine,  and  adorn  them 
with  innocency  of  life,  that  both  by  word  and  good 
example  they  may  faithfully  serve  thee  in  this  Office, 
to  the  glory  of  thy  name,  and  the  edification  of  thy 
Church,  through  the  merits  of  our  Saviour  Jesus 
Christ,  who  liveth  and  reigneth  with  thee  and  the 
Holy  Ghost,  world  without  end.    Amen. 

The  Epistle.    Ephesians  iv,  7-13» 

Unto  every  one  of  us  is  given  grace  according  to 
the  measure  of  the  gift  of  Christ.  Wherefore  he 
saith.  When  he  asceoded  up  on  high,  he  led  captivity 
captive,  and  gave  gifts  unto  men.  Now  that  he  as- 
cended, what  is  it  but  that  he  also  descended  first  into 
the  lower  parts  of  the  earth?  He  that  descended  is 
the  same  also  thieit  ascended  up  far  above  all  heavens, 
that  he  might  fill  all  things.  And  he  gave  some, 
Apostles;  ajid  some.  Prophets;  and  some.  Evangel 
ists;  and  some.  Pastors  and  Teachers;  for  the  per- 
fecting of  the  saints,  for  the  work  of  the  ministry, 
for  the  edifying  of  the  body  of  Christ:  till  we  all 
come  in  the  unity  of  the  faith,  and  of  the  knowledge 
of  the  Son  of  God,  unto  a  perfect  man,  unto  the  meas^ 
ure  of  the  stature  of  the  fullness  of  Christ, 
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After  this  shall  he  read  for  the  Cfospel  part  of  the 
tenth  chapter  of  St.  Johtk: 

St.  John  X,  1-16. 

Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you.  He  that  entereth  not 
by  the  door  into  the  sheepfold,  but  climbeth  up  some 
other  way,  the  same  is  a  thief  and  a  robber.  But  he 
that  entereth  in  by  the  door  is  the  shepherd  of  the 
sheep.  To  him  the  porter  openeth;  and  the  sheep 
hear  his  voice :  and  he  calleth  his  own  sheep  by  name, 
and  leadeth  them  out.  And  when  he  putteth  forth 
his  own  sheep,  he  goeth  before  them,  and  the  sheep 
follow  him;  for  they  know  his  voice.  And  a  stranger 
will  they  not  follow,  but  will  flee  from  him;  for  they 
know  not  the  voice  of  strangers.  This  parable  spake 
Jesus  unto  them;  but  they  understood  not  what 
things  they  were  which  he  spake  unto  them.  Then 
said  Jesus  unto  them  again,  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto 
you,  I  am  the  door  of  the  sheep.  All  that  ever  came 
before  me  are  thieves  and  robbers:  but  the  sheep  did 
not  hear  them.  I  am  the  door:  by  me  if  any  man 
enter  in,  he  shall  be  saved,  and  shall  go  in  and  out, 
and  find  pasture.  The  thief  cometh  not  but  for  to 
steal,  and  to  kill,  and  to  destroy:  I  am  come  that  they 
might  have  life,  and  that  they  might  have  it  more 
abundantly.  I  am  the  good  shepherd:  the  good  shep- 
herd  giveth  his  life  for  the  sheep.  But  he  that  is  a 
hireling,  and  not  the  shepherd,  whose  own  the  sheep 
are  not,  seeth  the  wolf  coming,  and  leaveth  the  sheep, 
and  fleeth;  and  the  wolf  catcheth  them,  and  scatter- 
eth  the  sheep.  The  hireling  fleeth,  because  he  is  a 
hireling,  and  careth  not  for  the  sheep.  I  am  the 
good  shepherd,  and  know  my  sheep,  and  am  known 
of  mine.    As  the  Father  knoweth  me,  even  so  know 
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I  the  Father:  and  I  lay  down  my  life  for  the  sheep. 
And  other  sheep  I  have/ which  are  not  of  this  fold: 
them  also  I  must  bring,  and  they  shall  hear  my  voice; 
and  there  shall  be  one  fold  and  one  shepherd. 

And  that  done,  the  Bishop  shall  say  unto  the  Persona 
to  J>e  Ordained  Elders: 

You  have  heard,  brethren,  in  your  private  examina- 
tion, and  in  the  holy  lessons  taken  out  of  the  Gospel 
and  the  writings  of  the  Apostles,  of  what  dignity  and 
of  how  great  importance  this  Office  is  whereunto  ye 
are  called.  And  now  again  we  exhort  you,  in  the 
name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  ye  have  ^in  re- 
membrance Into  how  high  a  dignity  and  to  how 
weighty  an  Office  ye  are  called:  that  is  to  say,  to  be 
Messengers,  Watchmen,  and  Stewards  of  the  Lord; 
to  teach  and  to  premonish,  to  feed  and  provide  for, 
the  Lord's  family;  to  gather  the  outcasts,  to  seek  the 
lost,  and  to  be  ever  ready  to  spread  abroad  the  Gos- 
pel, the  glad  tidings  of  reconciliation  with  God. 

Have  always  therefore  printed  in  your  remem- 
brance how  great  a  treasure  is  committed  to  your 
charge.  For  they  are  the  sheep  of  Christ,  which  he 
bought  with  his  death  and  for  whom  he  shed  his 
blood.  The  Church  which  yoU  must  serve  is  his 
spouse  and  his  body.  And  -if  It  shall  happen,  the 
same  Church,  or  any  member  thereof,  do  take  any 
hurt  or  hindrance  by  reason  of  your  negligence,  ye 
know  the  greatness  of  the  fault,  and  also  the  fearful 
punishment  that  will  ensue.  Wherefore  consider 
with  youtselves  the  end  of  the  ministry  toward  the 
children  of  God,  toward  the  spouse  and  body  of 
Christ;  and  see  that  you  never  cease  your  labor,  your 
care  and  diligence,  until  you  have  done  all  that  lieth 
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in  you,  axicording  to  your  bg^undeu  duty,  to  bring  all 
such  as  are  or  shall  be  committed  to  your  charge  unto 
that  agreement  in  the  faith  and  knowledge  of  God, 
and  to  tb£^t  ripemess  and  perlectness  of  age  in  Christ, 
that  there  be  no  place  left  among  you  either  for  error 
in  religion  or  for  viciousness  in  life. 

Forasmuch  then  as  your  Office  is  both  of  so  great 
excellency,  and  of  so  great  difficulty,  ye  see  with  how 
great  care  and  study  ye  ought  to  apply  yourselves,  as 
well  that  ye  may  show  yourselves  dutiful  and  thank' 
ful  unto  that  Lord  who  hath  placed  you  in  so  high 
a  dignity;  as  also  to  beware  that  neither  you  your- 
selves offend,  nor  be  occasion  that  others  oftend. 
Howbeit  ye  cannot  have  a  mind  and  will  thereto  of 
yourselves,  for  that  will  and  ability  are  given  of  God 
alone;  therefore  ye  ought,,  and  have  need,  to  pray 
earnestly  for  his  Holy  Spirit.  And  seeing  that  ye 
cannot  by  any  other  means  compass  the  doing  of  so 
weighty  a  work,  pertaining  to  the  salvation  of  man, 
but  with  doctrine  and  exhortation  taken  out  of  the 
Holy .  Scriptures,  and  with  a  :life  agreeable  to  the 
same;  consider  how  studious  ye  ought  to  be  in  read- 
ing and  learning  the  Scriptures,  and  in  framing  the 
manners,  both  of  yourselves  and  of  them  that  spe- 
cially pertain  unto  you,  according  to  the  rule  of  the 
same  Seriptnreis;  and  for  this  selfsame  cause,  hpw  ye 
ought  to  forsake  and  set  aside,  as  much  as  you  may, 
all  worldly  eares  and  studies. 

We  have  good  hope  that  you  have  all  weighed  and 
pondered  these  things  with  yourselves  long  liiefore 
this  time:  and  that  you  have  clearly  determined,  by 
God's  grace,  to  give  yourselves  wholly  to  this  Office, 
whereunto  it  has  pleased  God  to  call  you:  so  that,  as 
inuch   as  Ueth  in  you,   you-  will  apply  yourselves 
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wholly  to  this  one  thing,  and  draw,  all  your  cares  and 
studies  this  way,  and  that  you  will  continually  pray 
to  God  the  Father,  by  the  mediation  of  our  only 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  for  the  heavenly  assists^nce  of 
the  Holy  Ghost;  that  by  daily  reading  and  wei^ffhing 
of  the  Scriptures  ye  may  wax  riper  and  stronger  In 
your  ministry;  and  that  ye  may  so  endeavor  to  sanc- 
tify the  lives  of  you  and  yours,  and  to  fashion  them 
after  the  rule  and  doctrine  of  Christ,  that  ye  may  be 
wholesome  and  godly  examples  and  patterns  for  the 
people  to  follow. 

And  now,  that  this  present  Congregation  of  Christ 
here  assembled  may  also  understand  your  minds  and 
wills  in  these  things,  and  that  this  your  promise  m^-y 
the  more  move  you  to  do  your  duties,  ye  shall  answer 
plainly  to  these  things  which  we,  in  the  name  of  God 
and  his  Church,  shall  demand  of  you  touching  the 
same: 

Do  you  think  in  your  heart  that  you  are  truly 
called,  according  to  the  will  of  our  Lord  Jesus  ChrisI, 
to  the  Order  of  Elders? 

Ans.  I  think  so. 

The  Bishop.  Are  you  persuaded  that  the  Holy 
Scriptures  contain  sufficiently  all  doctrine  required 
of  necessity  for  eternal  salvation  through  faith  in 
Jesus  Christ?  And  are  you  determined  out  of  the 
said  Scriptures  to  instruct  the  people  committed  to 
your  charge,  and  to  teach  nothing  as  required  o^ 
necessity  to  eternal  salvation  but  that  which  you 
shall  be  persuaded  may  be  concluded  and  proved  by 
the  Scriptures? 

Ans.  I  am  so  persuaded,  and  have  so  determined, 
by  God's  grace. 

The  Bishop,  Will  you  then  give  your  faithful  dil- 
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Igence  always  so  to  minister  the  Doctrine,  and  Sacra- 
ments, and  Discipline  of  Christ,  as  the  Lord  hath 
commanded? 

Arts,  I  will  so  do,  by  the  help  of  the  Lord. 

The  Bishop.  Will  you  be  ready  with  all  faithful 
diligence  to  banish  and  drive  away  all  erroneous  and 
strange  doctrines  contrary  to  God's  word,  and  to  use 
both  public  and  private  monitions  and  exhortations, 
as  well  to  the  sick  as  to  the  whole  within  your  charge, 
as  need  shall  require  and  occasion  shall  be  given? 

Ana,  I  will,  the  Lord  being  my  helper. 

The  Bishop.  Will  you  be  diligent  in  Prayers,  and 
in  reading  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  and  in  such  studies 
as  help  to  the  knowledge  of  the  same,  laying  aside 
the  study  of  the  world  and  the  flesh? 

Ans,  I  will  endeavor  so  to  do,  the  Lord  being  my  helper. 

The  Bishop.  Will  you  be  diligent  to  frame  and 
fashion  yourselves,  and  your  families,  according  to 
the  doctrine  of  Christ;  and  to  make  both  yourselves 
and  them,  as  much  as  in  you  lieth,  wholesome  ex- 
amples and  patterns  to  the  flock  of  Christ? 

Ans.  I  will  apply  myself  thereto,  the  Lord  being 
my  helper. 

The  Bishop.  Will  you  maintain  and  set  forward, 
as  much  as  lieth  In  you,  quietness,  peace,  and  love, 
among  all  Christian  people,  and  especially  among 
them  that  are  or  shall  be  committed  to  your  charge? 

Ans.  I  will  so  do,  the  Lord  being  my  helper. 

The  Bishop.  Will  you  reverently  obey  your  chief 
Ministers,  unto  whom  is  committed  the  charge  and 
government  over  you,  following  with  a  glad  mind 
and  will  their  godly  admonitions,  submitting  your- 
selves to  their  godly  judgments?

The  Epistle.  1  Timothy  iii,  8-13. 
Likewise  must  the  Deacons  be  grave,  not  double* 
tongued,  not  given  to  much  wine,  not  greedy  of  filtjiy 
lucre;  holding  the  mystery  of  the  faith  in  a  pure  con- 
science. And  let  these  also  first  be  proved;  then  let 
them  use  the  Office  of  a  Deacon,  being  found  blame- 
less. Even  so  must  their  wives  be  grave,  not  slan- 
derers, saber,  faithful  in  all  things.  Let  the  Deacons 
be  the  husbands  of  one  wife,  ruling  their  children 
and  their  own  houses  well.  For  they  that  have  used 
the  Office-  of  a  Deacon  well  purchase  to  themselves  a 
good  degree,  and  great  boldness  in  the  faith  wliich  is 
in  Christ  Jesus.

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CHAPTER  VII. 
CORNER  STONE  AND  DEDICATION. 


IT  452*    Form  for  Laying  the  Comer  Stone  of  a  Church* 

The  Minister^  st<mding  near  the  place  where  the  Stone 
is  to  be  laid,  shall  say  unto  the  Congregation: 

Deablt  Beloved,  we  are  taught  in  the  word  of  God, 
that,  although  the  heaven  of  heavens  cannot  contain 
the  Eternal  One,  much  less  the  walls  of  temples  made 
with  hands,  yet  his  delight  is  ever  with  the  sons  of 
men,  and  that  wherever  two  or  three  are  gathered  in 
his  name,  there  is  he  in  the  midst  of  them.  And  in 
all  ages  his  servants  have  separated  certain  places 
for  his  worship:  as  Jacob  erected  a  stone  in  Bethel 
for  God*s  house;  as  Moses  made  a  tabernacle  in  the 
desert;  as  Solomon  builded  a  temple  for  the  Lord, 
which  he  filled  with  the  glory  of  his  presence  before 
all  the  people.  We  are  now  assembled  to  lay  the 
Corner  S^bne  of  a  new  house  for  the  worship  of 
the  God  of  our  fathers.  Let  us  not  doubt  that  he  will 
favorably  approve  our  godly  purpose,  and  let  us  now 
devoutly  unite  in  singing  his  praise,  and  in  prayer 
for  his  blessing  on  this  our  undertaking. 

Let  one  of  the  Hymns  856-871  te  sung. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  say: 

Let  us  pray. 

Most  glorious  God,  the  heaven  is  thy  throne  and 
the  earth  is  thy  footstool;  what  house  then  can  b^ 
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builded  for  thee,  or  where  is  the  place  of  thy  rest? 
Yet,  blessed  he  thy  name,  O  Lord  God,  that  it  hath 
pleased  thee  to  have  thy  habitation  among  the  sons  of 
men,  and  to  dwell  in  the  midst  of  the  assembly  of  the 
saints  upon  the  earth.  And  now,  especially,  we  ren- 
der thanks  unto  thy  holy  name  that  it  hath  pleased 
thee  to  put  it  into  the  hearts  of  thy  servants  to  erect 
in  this  place  a  house  for  thy  worship.

and  we  pray  thee  to  continue  thy  blessing  upon  their 
pious  undertaking.

May  many  unite  with  them  in  their  holy  work, 
until  this  habitation  of  thy  house  shall  be  completed, 
and  ready  for  dedication  to  thy  service,  free  from  all 
debt  or  claim  of  man.    Amen. 

May  peace  and  harmony  prevail  in  the  counsels  of 
thy  servants,  and  may  no  selfish  or  divided  aims  find 
place  among  them.  May  the  work  of  this  building 
be  completed  without  hurt  or  accident  to  any  person. 
And  when  thou  shalt  have  prospered  the  work  of 
their  hands  upon  them,  and  this  house  shall  be  pre- 
pared and  finished  for  thy  service,  grant  that  all  who 
shall  enjoy  the  benefit  of  this  pious  work  may  show 
forth  their  thankfulness  by  making  a  right  use  of  It, 
to  the  glory  of  thy  blessed  name,  throyigh  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.    Amen. 

Grant  that  all  who  shall  hereafter  worship  thee  in 
the  temple  here  to  be  builded  may  so  serve  and  please 
thee  in  all  holy  exercises  of  godliness,  that  in  the  end 
they  may  come  to  that  temple  on  high,  even  to  the 
holy  place  made  without  hands,  whose  builder  and 
maker  is  God.    Amen, 
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Heat*  us,  0  Lord,  for  thou  art  our  God  in  whom  we 
trust.  And  when  we  shall  cease  to  pray  unto  thee  on 
earth,  may  we,  with  all  those  who  in  like  manner 
have  erected  such  places  to  thy  name,  and  with  all 
thy  saints  and  redeemed  ones,  eternally  praise  thee 
for  all  thy  goodness  vouchsafed  unto  us  here  on 
earth  and  laid  up  for  us  there  in  heaven.    Amen. 

Accept  these  our  prayers,  we  beseech  thee,  for  the 
sake  of  thy  dear  Son ;  and  to  thee,  the  only  true  and . 
living  God,  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghost,  be' honor, 
praise,  and  glory,  forever  and  ever.    Amen, 

Then  shall  the  Minister  read  the  following  Psalm,  or 
the  Minister  and  People  may  read  it  in  alternate 
verses;  the  parts  in  italics  to  he  read  hy  the  People:

I  have  ordained  a  lamp  for  mine  anointed. 

His  enemies  will  I  clothe  with  shame: 

But  upon  himself  shall  his  crown  flourish. 

The  Lesson,  1  Corinthians  iii,  9-23. 
For  we  are  laborers  together  with  God:  ye  are 
God's  husbandry,  ye  are  God's  building.  According 
to  the  grace  of  God  which  is  given  unto  me,  as  a  wise 
master  builder,  I  have  laid  the  foundation,  and  an- 
other buildeth  thereon.  But  let  every  man  take  heed 
how  he  buildeth  thereupon.  For  other  foundation 
can  no  man  lay  than  that  is  laid,  which  is  Jesus 
Christ.  Now  if  any  man  build  upon  this  foundation 
gold,  silver,  precious  stones,  wood,  hay,  stubble; 
every  man's  work  shall  be  made  manifest:  for  the 
day  shall  declare  it,  because  it  shall  be  revealed  by 
fire;  and  the  fire  shall  try  every  man's  work  of  what 
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sort  It  is.  If  any  man's  work  abide  which  he  hath 
built  thereMpon,  he  shall  receive  a  reward.  *If  any 
man's  work  shall  be  burned,  he  shall  suffer  loss:  but 
he  himself  shall  be  saved ;  yet  so  as  by  fire.  Know  ye 
not  that  ye  are  the  temple  of  God,  and  that  the  Spirit 
of  God  dwelleth  in  yo\i?  If  any  man  defile  the  tem- 
ple of  God,  him  shall  God  destroy;  for  the  temple  of 
God  is  holy,  which  temple  ye  are.  Let  no  man  de- 
ceive himself.  If  any  man  among  you  seemeth  to  be 
wise  in  this  world,  let  him  become  a  fool,  that  he 
may  be  wise.  For  the  wisdom  of  this  world  is  fool- 
ishness with  God:  for  it  is  written.  He  taketh  the 
wise  in  their  own  craftiness.  And  again.  The  Lord 
knoweth  the  thoughts  of  the  wise,  that  they  are  vain. 
Therefore  let  no  man  glory  in  men:  for  all  things  are 
yours,  whether  Paul,  or  ApoUos,  or  Cephas,  or  the 
world,  or  life,  or  death,  or  things  present,  or  things 
to  come;  all  are  yours;  and  ye  are  Christ's;  and 
Chxist  is  God's. 

Then  shall  follow  the  Sermon,  or.  an  address  suitable 
to  the  occasion,  after  which  the  OontribiUions  of 
.  the  Pisople  shall  he  received.  . ,

year,  Chnrch  periodicals  of  recent  date,  the  names  of  the  Pastor,  Tnutees, 
and  Bnildlnfir  Gommliteeraf  thiei  Chnrch,  wtth  soch  other  docmuMitsas 
may  be  desired.  A  list  of  these  piay  be  read,  afUr  which  the  Minister  may 
depoMthehoxin  the  Stone  amd  cover  it:  and  the  Stone  ehaU  be  laid  and 
amuiea  ^y  th0  JMnlft^,  anitUA  by  the  Builder. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  say: 
In  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of 
the  Holy  Ghost,  we  lay  this  Comer  Stone  for  the 
foundation  of  a  house  to  be  builded  and  consecrated 
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to  the  service  of  Almighty  God,  according  to  the 
Order  and  Usages  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Ohurch. 
Amen, 

The  service  may  conclude  with  extemporary  Prayer, 
the  Lord's  Prayer,  and  the  Benediction,

The  Congregation  being  assembled  in  the  Church, 
the  Minister  shall  say: 

Deably  Beloved,  the  Scriptures  teach  us  that  God 
is  well  pleased  with  those  who  build  temples  to  his 
name.  We  have  heard  how  he  filled  the  temple  of 
Solomon  with  his  glory,  and  how  in  the  second  tem- 
ple he  manifested  himself  still  more  gloriously.  And 
the  Gospel  approves  and  commends  the  centurion 
who  built  a  synagogue  for  the  people.  Let  us  not 
doubt  that  he  will  also  favorably  approve  our  pur- 
pose of  dedicating  this  place  in  solemn  manner,  for 
the  performance  of  the  several  offices' of  religious 
worship;  and  let  us  now  devotitly  join  in  praise  to 
his  name,  that  this  godly  undertaking  hath  been  so 
far  completed,  and  in  prayer  for  his  further  blessing 
upon  all  who  have  been  engaged  therein,  and  upon 
all  who  shall  hereafter  worship  his  name  in  this 
place. 

Let  one  of  the  Hymn*  85"6-S71  be  sung;  afterward  let 
extemporary  Prayer  be  offered,'  the  Congregation 
'  flfi«  kneeling.  i.     . 
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Then  9haU  the  Minister,  or  some  one  appointed  hy 
him^  read: 

The  First  Lesson.    2  Chronicles  vi,  1,  2,  18-21,  40-42; 
vii,  1-4. 

Then  said  Solomon,  The  Lord  hath  said  that  he 
would  dwell  in  the  thick  darkness.  But  I  have  built 
a  house  of  habitation  for  thee,  and  a  place  for  thy 
dwelling  forever. 

But  will  God  in  very  deed  dwell  with  men  on  the 
earth?  Behold,  heaven  and  the  heaven  of  heavens 
cannot  contain  thee;  how  much  less  this  house  which 
I  have  built!  Have  respect  therefore  to  the  prayer 
of  thy  servant,  and  to  his  supplication,  O  Lord  my 
God,  to  hearken  unto  the  cry  and  the  prayer  which 
thy  servant  prayeth  before  thee:  that  thine  eyes  may 
be  open  upon  this  house  day  and  night,  upon  the 
place  whereof  thou  hast  said  that  thou  wouldest  put 
thy  name  there;  to  hearken  unto  the  prayer  which 
thy  servant  prayeth  toward  this  place.  Hearken 
therefore  unto  the  supplications  of  thy  servant,  and 
of  thy  people  Israel,  which  they  shall  make  toward 
this  place:  hear  thou  from  thy  dwelling-place,  even 
from  heaven;  and  when  thou  hearest,  forgive. 

Now,  my  God,  let,  I  beseech  thee,  thine  eyes  be 
open,  and  let  thine  ears  be  attent  unto  the  prayer 
that  is  made  in  this  place.  Now  therefore  arise,  O 
Lord  God,  into  thy  resting-place,  thou,  and  the  ark 
of  thy  strength:  let  thy  priests,  O  Lord  God,  be 
clothed  with  salvation,  and  let  thy  saints  rejoice  in 
goodness.  O  Lord  God,  turn  not  away  the  face  of  thine 
anointed:  remember  the  mercies  of  David  thy  servant. 

Now  when  Solomon  had  made  an  end  of  pray- 
ing, the  fire  came  down  from  heaven,  and  consumed 
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the  burnt  offering  and  the  sacrifices;  and  the  glory 
of  the  Lord  filled  the  house.  And  the  priests  could 
not  enter  into  the  house  of  the  Lord,  because  iiie 
glory  of  the  Lord  had  filled  the  Lord's  house.  And 
when  all  the  children  of  Israel  saw  how  the  fire  came 
down,  and  the  glory  of  the  Lord  upon  the  house,  they 
bowed  themselves  with  their  faees  to  the  ground  up- 
on the  pavement,  and  worshiped,  and  praise.d  the 
Lord,  saying.  For  he  is  good;  for  his  mercy  endureth 
forever.  Then  the  king  and  all  the  people  offered 
sacrifices  before  the  Lord. 

The  Second  Lesson.  Hebrews  x,  19-26. 
Having  therefore,  brethren,  boldness  to  enter  into 
the  holiest  by  the  blood  of  Jesus,  by  a  new  and  living 
way,  which  he  hath  consecrated  for  us,  through  the 
veil,  that  is  to  say,  his  flesh;  and  having  a  high 
priest  over  the  house  of  God;  let  u»  draw  near  with  a 
true  heart  in  full  assurance  of  faith,  having  our 
hearts  sprinkled  from  an  evil  conscience,  and  our 
bodies  washed  with  pure  water.  Let  us  hold  fast  the 
profession  of  our  faith  without  wavering;  for  he  is 
faithful  that  promised;  and  let  us  consider  one  an- 
other to  provoke  unto  love  and  to  good  works:  not 
forsaking-  the  assembling  of  ourselves,  together,  as 
the  manner  of  some  is;  but  exhorting  one  another: 
and  so  much  the  more,  as  ye  see  the  day  approaching. 
For  if  we  sin  willfully  after  that  we  have  received 
the  knowledge  of  the  truths  there  remaineth  no  more 
sacrifice  for  sins. 

Then  shall  one  of  the  Hymns  856-871  he  sung;  after 
which  the  Minister  shall  deliver  a  Sermon  suitable 
to  the  occasion.  Contrihutions  shall  then  he  re- 
ceived from  the  People. 
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Then  sTiatt  the  Minister  r^ad  the  foUotoing  Psalm,  or 
the  Minister  and  the  Congregation  may  read  it 
alternately;  the  parts  in  italics  to  be  read  J>y  the 
Congregation, 

Psalm  cxxii. 

I  was  glad  wh^n  they  said  unto  me,  Let  us  go  into 
the  house  of  the  Lord. 

Our  feet  shall  stand  toithin  thy  gates,  O  Jerusalem. 

Jerusalem  is  builded  as  a  city  that  is  compact  to- 
gether : 

Whither  the  tribes  go  up,  the  trihes  of  the  Lord, 

Unto  the  testimony  of  Israel,  to  give  thanks  unto 
the  name  of  the  Lord. 

For  there  are  set  thrones  of  judgment,  the  thrones 
of  the  house  of  David, 

Pray  for  the  peace  of  Jerusalem: 

They  shall  prosper  that  love  thee. 

Peace  he  within  thy  walls. 

And  prosperity  within  thy  palaces. 

For  my  brethren  and  companions'  sake,  I  will  now 
say.  Peace  be  within  thee. 

Because  of  the  house  of  the  Lord  our  Ood  I  vHU 
seek  thy  good. 

Then  let  the  Trustees  stand  up  before  the  Altar,  and 
one  of  them,  or  some  one  in  their  behalf,  say  unto 
the  Minister: 

We  present  unto  you  this  Building,  to  be  dedicated 
as  a  Church  for  the  seryice  and  worship  of  Almighty 
God. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  request  the  Congregation  to 

stand,  while  he  repeats  the  following 
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DECLARATION: 

Dearly  Beloved,  it  is  meet  and  right,  as  we  learn 
from  the  Holy  Scriptures,  that  houses  erected  for  the 
public  worship  of  God  should  be  specially  set  apart 
and  dedicated  to  religious  uses.  For  such  a  dedica- 
tion we  are  now  assembled.  With  gratitude,  there- 
fore, to  Almighty  God,  who  has  signally  blessed  his 
servants  in  their  holy  enterprise  of  erecting  this 
Churdh,  we  dedicate  it  to  his  service,  for  the  reading 
of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  the  preaching  of  the  word  of 
God,  the  administration  of  the  Holy  Sacraments,  and 
for  all  other  exercises  of  religious  worship  and  serv- 
ice, according  to  the  Discipline  and  Usages  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  And,  as  the  dedication 
of  the  temple  is  vain  without  the  solemn  consecra- 
tion of  the  worshipers  also,  I  now  call  upon  you.  all  to 
dedicate  yourselves  anew  to  the  service  of  God.  To 
him  let  our  souls  be  dedicated,  that  they  may  be  re- 
newed after  the  image  of  Christ.  To  him  let  our 
bodies  be  dedicated,  that  they  may  be  fit  temples  for 
the  indwelling  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  To  him  may  our 
labors  and  business  be  dedicated,  that  their  fruit  may 
tend  to  the  glory  of  his  great  name,  and  to  the  ad- 
vancement of  his  kingdom.  And  that  he  may 
graciously  accept  this  solemn  act,  let  us  pray. 

The  Congregation  kneeling,  the  Minister  shall  offer 
the  following  Prayer:.. 

O  Most  Glorious  Lord,  we  acknowledge  that  we  are 
not  worthy  to  offer  unto  thee  anything  belonging 
unto  us;  yet  we  beseech  thee,  in  thy  great  goodness, 
graciously  to  accept  the  dedication  of  this  place  ^to 
thy  service,  and  to. prosper  this  our  undertaking;  re- 
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ceive  the  prayers  and  intercessions  of  all  those  thy 
servants  who  shaU  call  upon  thee  in  this  house; 
and  give  them  grace  to  prepare  their  hearts  to  serve 
thee  with  reverence  and  godly  fear;  affect  them  with 
an  awful  apprehension  of  thy  divine  majesty,  and  a 
deep  sense  of  their  own  unworthiness;  that  so  ap- 
proaching thy  sanctuary  with  lowliness  and  devo- 
tion, and  coming  hefore  thee  with  clean  thoughts 
and  pure  hearts,  with  bodies  undefiled,  and  minds 
sanctified,  they  may  always  perform  a  service  accept- 
able tp  thee,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.    Amen. 

Regard,  O  Lord,  the  supplication  of  tl^y  servants, 
and  grant  that  whosoever  shall  be  dedicated  to  thee 
In  this  house  by  Baptism  may  cjver  remain  in  the 
number  of  thy  faithful  children.    Amen, 

Grant,  0  Lord,  that  whosoever  shall  receive  in  this 
place  the  blessed  Sa<?rament  o^  the  Body  and  Blood 
of  Christ  may  come  to  that  holy  Ordinance  with 
faith,  charity,  and  true  repentance;  and,  being  filled 
with  thy  grace  and  heavenly  benediction,  may,  to 
their  great  and  endless  comfort,  obtain  forgiveness  of 
their  sins,  and  all  other  benefits  of  his  death.    Amen, 

Grants  O  Lord,  that  by  thy  holy  word  which  shall 
be  read  and  preached  in  this  place,  and  by  thy  Holy 
Spirit  grafting  it  inwardly  in  the  heart,  the  hearers 
thereof  may  both  perceive  and  know  what  things 
they  ought  to  do,  and  may  have  power  and  strength 
to  perform  the  same.    Amen. 

Now,  therefore,  arise,  0  Lord,  and  come  into  this 
plac^  of  thy  rest,  thou  and  the  -ark  of  thy  strength. 
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Let  thine  eye  be  open  toward  this  house  day  and 
night;  and  let  thine  ears  be  ready  toward  the  prayers 
of  thy  children  which  they  shall  make  nnto  thee  In 
this  place:  and  whensoever  thy  servants  shall  make 
to  thee  their  petitions  here,  do  thou  hear  them  from 
heaven,  thy  dwelling-place,  the  throne  of  the  glory 
of  thy  kingdom;  and  when  thou  hearest,  forgive. 
And  grant,  0  Lord,  we  beseech  thee,  that  here  and 
elsewhere  thy  ministers  may  be  clothed  with 
righteousness,  and  thy  saints  rejoice  in  thy  salvation. 
And  may  we  all,  with  thy  people  everywhere,  grow 
up  into  a  holy  temple  in  the  Lord,  and  be  at  last  re- 
ceived into  the  glorious  temple  above;  the  house  not 
made  with  hands,  eternal  in  the  heavens.  And  to 
the  Father,  and  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Spirit,  be  glory 
and  praise,  world  without  end,    Amen.

But  Bishops  are  many,  and  in  the  division  of  the  work 
into  different  Conferences  presided  over  by  different 
Bishops,  a  Bishop  can,  in  accordance  with  the  Discipline 
and  usages  of  the  Church,  transfer  an  effective  Preacher, 
with  or  without  his  desire,  into  a  Conference  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  another  Bishop  without  at  the  same  time 
himself  giving  him  an  appointment.  But  every  effective 
Preacher  is  entitled  to  an  appointment  within  the  Con- 
ference of  which  he  is  a  member.  His  transfer  to  another 
Conference  carries  with  it  this  right,  and  should  not  there- 
fore be  made  without  at  the  same  time  making  adequate 
provision  in  a  regular  manner  for  his  protection.  Never- 
theless, if  a  Preacher  requests  such  a  transfer  to  a  Confer- 
ence not  to  meet  for  some  time  after  his  transfer,  he  can- 
not complain  if  he  does  ndt  receive  work  till  the  next 
ensuing  session  of  the  Conference  after  such  transfer. —

H  35.    Election§  by  the  Book  CommlUee. 

Your  Committee  has  considered  the  matter  embraced  in 
the  following  preamble  and  resolution  passed  by  the  Gen- 
eral Conference,  to  wit: 

**  Whereas,  The  right  of  the  Bishops  to  take  part  in  the 
deliberations  of  the  Book  Committee,  pending  the  election 
of  an  editor  or  agent,  has  been  questioned ;  and,  whereas, 
several  members  of  the  Book  Committee  of  the  last  quad- 
rennium  have  filed  n  petition  (see  page  15  of  the  report 
of  the  Book  Committee)  asking  the  General  Conference 
to  define  the  duties  and  the  rights  of  our  Creneral  Super- 
intendents in  the  election  of  an  editor  or  agent  by  the 
Book  Committee ;  therefore, 

**Resolv€d,  That  this  question  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Judiciary  with  instructions  to  consider  it  and 
report  their  conclusions  to  this  body." 

And  it  respectfully  reports: 

While  the  language  of  the  Discipline  beating  upon  the 
question  involved  (If  421)  is  obscure,  and  its  meaning  is 
not  easily  determined,  the  Committee  is  of  the  opinion 
that  when  vacancies  are  to  be  filled  the  General  Superin- 
tendents are  not  present  as  part  of  a  joint  committee^  nor 
for  the  purpose  of  joint  action  in  any  particular  with  the 
Book  Committee,  but  they  are  present  as  a  separate  bod^ 
3S^ 
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to  hear  the  action  of  the  Book  Committee,  and  their  onlj 
function  is  to  concur  or  to  refuse  to  concur  in. that  action, 
and  they  may  take  part  in  ^ny  discussion  had  by  the  Book 
Committee  only  by  virtue  of  its  request  or  permission. — 
Journal,  1892,  p.  487. 


IT  36.    €on§olidatfoii  of  Churches. 

The  Bishops  have  full  power  under  the  law  and  usage 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  to  eonsolidate 
Churches  and  appoint  one  Pastor  for  the  united  Congre- 
gation. 

In  so  doing  they  exercise  an  authority  which  from  the 
beginning  of  pur  distinct  Church  life  has  been  held  to  be 
resident  in  the  Bishop  presiding  in  an  Annual  Conference 
by  virtne  of  his  power  to  "fix  the  appointments  of  the 
Preachers."— </o«r»ci,  1900,  p.  422. 


CHAPTER  .IV. 
L  GENERAL  CONFERENCE  OF  J904. 


U  37.    Rules  of  Order. 

TIME   OF   MEETING,   RECESS,    AND   ADJOURNMENT. 

1.  After  the  opening  session  of  the  General  CJonference, ' 
which  shall  be  held  on  the  day  and  at  the  hour  fixed  by  the 
Constitution  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Churchy  the  Gen- 
eral Conference  shall  meet  at  8 :30  o'clock  A.  M.,  and  ad- 
journ at  12 :30  o'clock  p.  m.,  but  the  Conference  may  alter 
the  time  of  meeting  and  may  adjourn  and  fix  the  time. to 
which  it  shall  adjourn  at  its  discretion.  A  recess  of  ten 
minutes  shall  be  taken  at  10:30  o'clock,  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  Conference. 
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THB  PBESIIHEIIT. 

2.  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  precisely  at  the 
hour  to  which  the  Conference  stood  adjourned,  and 
cause  the  same  to  be  opened  by  the  reading  of  the  Scrip- 
tures, singing,  and  prayer,  and  on  the  appearance  of  a 
quorum  shall  have  the  Journal  of  the  preceding  session 
read  and  approved,  and  see  that  ^e  business  of  the  Con- 
ference shall  proceed  in  the  regular  order,  according  to 
these  Rules  of  Order  and  other  rules  and  regulations 
adopted  by  the  General  Conference. 

3.  The  President  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order, 
subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Conference,  and  in  case  of 
such  appeal*  the  question  shall  be  taken  without  debate, 
except  that  the  President  may  state  the  grounds  of  his 
decision,  and  the  appellant  may  state  the  grounds  of  his 
appeal. 

4.  The  President  shall  appoint  all  committees,  unless 
otherwise  especially  ordered  by  the  Conference. 

5.  On  assigning  the  floor  to  any  member  of  the  Confer* 
ence  the  President  shall  distinctly  announce  the  name  of 
the  member  to  whom  it  is  assigned  and  the  Annual  Con- 
ference he  represents. 

OBDEB  OF  BUSINESS. 

6.  The  regular  order  of  business  shall  be: 

(1)  Devotional  services. 

(2)  The  reading  of  the  Journal  and  action  thereon. 

(8)  The  calling  of  the  roU  of  Conferences  in  alpha- 
betical order  for  the  presentation  of  appeals,  resolutions, 
and  miscellaneous  business,  for  immediate  consideration. 
The  person  introducing  a  proposition  under  this  call  may 
speak  to  it  if  it  be  seconded ;  after  which  a  motion  to  refer, 
if  made,  shall  be  entertained  and  be  decided  without  de- 
bate. But  immediately  after  the  motion  or  resolution  has 
been  presented  the  question  of  consideration  may  be  raised 
by  a  member  saying,  **Mc*  President,  on  that  I  raise  the 
question  of  consideration.'' 
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The  question  of  consideration  shail  then  be  put  without 
debate,  and  if  there  is  a  two-thirds  vote  against  con- 
sideration, the  proposition  shall  not  be  entertained. 

(4)  Reports,  first  of  the  standing  and  then  of  the  select 
committees;  provided,  always,  that  each  call  severally 
shall  have  been  completed  before  either  preceding  one  shall 
be  repeated. 

(5)  Miscellaneous  business. 

DUTIES  AND  PmVtLEOES  OF  HEMBEBS. 

7.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  to 
deliver  any  matter  to  the  Conference,  he  shall  arise  and 
respectfully  address  the  President,  but  shall  not  proceed 
until  recognized  by  him.  The  member  must  address  the 
chair  from  his  place. 

8.  No  member  shall  be  interrupted  when  speaking,  ex- 
cept by  the  President,  to  call  him.  to  order  when  he  departs 
from  the  question,  or  uses  personalities  or  disrespectful 
language ;,  but  any.  member  may  call  the  attention  of  the 
President  to  the  subject  when  he  deems  a  speaker  out  of 
order,  and  any  member  may  explain,  when  he  thinks  him- 
self misrepresented. 

9.  When  a  member  desires  to  speak  to  a  question  of 
privilege  he  shall  briefly,  state  the  (question;  but  it  shall 
not  be  in  order  for  him  to  proceed  until  the  President 
shall  have  decided  it  a  privileged  question. 

10.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same 
question  nor  inoi^  than. ten  minutes  at.6ne  time,  without 
leave  of  the  Conference ;  nor  shaJl  ^ny  person  speak  more 
than  once  until  every  member  choosing  to  speak  shaU  have 
spoken ;  provided,  however,  that  a  committee  making  a 
n^port  shall,  through  its  chairman^  or  6ne  ot  its  members 
selected  by  the  committee  or  i€s  chairman,,  in  all  cases  be 
entitled  to  ten  minutes- to  close,  the  debate,  either. to  op- 
pose the  motion  to  :lay  the  report  on ,  the  table,  or,  this 
permission. not  having  been  used,  to  cle^  the  debate  on 
the  motioh  to  adopt.  The  committee  shall  not.be  deprived 
of  its  right  to  close  the  debate  even  after  the  previc^ga 
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qtiesHlott  has  been  ordered,  and*  when  a  report  oonsisting 
of  two  or  more  propositions  has  a.  seriatim  consideration, 
the  chairman  or  representative  of  the  committee  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  same  rights  and  privileges  on  each  proposi- 
tion thus  decided  separately  as  he  would  if  the  report  was 
cobsidered  as  a  unit. 

11.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  sessions 
of  the  Conference  without  leave,  unless  he  is  sick  or  un- 
able to  attend. 

MOTIONS  AND  BESOLUTIONS. 

12.  Resolutions  shall  be  written  and  presented  in  dupli- 
cate by  the  mover. '  All  motions  shall  be  reduced  to  writ- 
ing if  the  Ppesideot,  Secretary,  or  any  member  requests  it. 
If  the  Conference  shall  order  a  resolution  to  be  referred 
to  a  committee,  then  the  mover  shall  furnish  to  the  Secre- 
tary a  third  copy  for  the  use  of  the  committee. 

13.  AU  written  motions,  reports,  and  communications 
to  the  Conference 'shall  be  passed  to  the  Secretary,  to  be 
by  him  read  to  the  Conference. 

14.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  or  a  resolu- 
tion introduced  and  seconded,  or  a  report  presented  and 
read  by  the  Secretary,  or  stated  by  the  President,  it  shall 
be  deemed  in  possession  of  the  Conference;  but  any  mo- 
tion  or  resolution  may  be  withdrawn  by  the  mover  at  any 
time  before  amendment  or  decision. 

15.  The  motions 

(1)  To  adjourn, 

(2)  To  suspend  the  rules, 

(3)  To  lay  on  the  table,  and 

(4)  To  take  from  the  table ;  also 

(5)  The  question  of  consideration,  and 

(6)  The  call  for  the  previous  question, 
shall  be  taken  without  debate. 

16.  No  new  motion  or  resolution  shall  be  entertained 
until  the  one  under  consideration  has  been  disposed  of, 
which  may  be  done  by  adoption  or  rejection,  but  one  or 
more  of  the  following  motions  may  be  made,  and  they  shall 
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have  precedence  in  the  order  in  wliicli  tlifey  are  l^aced, 
namely : 

(1)  To  fix  the  time  to  whidi  the  Oonferenee  shall  ad- 
joumV 

(2)  To  adjourn. 

(3)  To  take  a  recess. 

(4)  To  lay  on  the  table. 

(5)  For  the  previous  question. 

(6)  To  postpone  to  a  given  time- 

(7)  To  refer. 

(8)  Substitute. 

(9)  Amendment. 

^  (10)  To  postpone  indefinitely. 

The  motion  for  the  previous  question  cannot  be  laid  on 
the  table. 

Only  one  amendment  to  an  amendment  shall  be  in  or- 
der, but  then  it  shall  be  in  order  to  move  a  substitute 
for  the  main  question,  and  x>ne  amendment  to  the  substi- 
tute, and  if  a  substitute  is  accepted,  it  shall  replace  the 
original  proposition. 

17.  It  shall  be  in  order  to  move  the  previous  guestion, 
or  that  the  question  be  taken  without  further  debate,  on 
any  measure  pending,  except  in  cases  in  which  character 
is  involved,  and  if  sustained  by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  the 
questicm  shall  be  taken ;  nevertheless,  it  shall  be  in  order 
under  this  rule  to  move  to  refer- or  to  recommit  (on  either 
of  which  the  vote  shall  be  taken  without  debate),  to  di- 
vide or  to  lay  on  the  table  after  the  previous  question  haa 
been  ordered.  It  shall  not  be  in  order  to  move  the  pre- 
vious question  or  to  move  to  lay  on  the  table  at  the 
close  of  a  speech  in  which  the  pending  question  has  been 
discussed. 

18.  On  the  call  of  a  member  a  question  shall  be  divided 
if  it  is  divisible  into  distinct  propositions. 

19.  The  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  taken  without  de- 
bate, and  shall  always  be  in  order,  except  (1)  when  a 
member  has  the  floor;  (2)  when  a  question  is  actnally 
put,  or  a  vote  is  benig  taken, ,  or  until  finally  decided ; 
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(3)  when  a  question  is  pending  on  sustaining  t(he  de- 
mand for  the  previous  question;  (4)  when  the  previous 
question  has  been  called  and  sustained,  and  action  under 
it  is  still  pending,  and  (5)  when  a  motion  to  adjourn 
has  been  negatived,  and  no  business  or  debate  has  inter- 
vened. 

20.  When  any  motion  or  resolution  shall  have  been 
acted  upon  by  the  Conference,  it  shall  be  in  order  for 
any  member  who  voted  with  the  prevailing  side  to  move  a 
reconsideration;  but  a  motion  to  reconsider  a  nondebat- 
able  motion  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

21.  All  resolutions  contemplating  verbal  alterations  of 
the  IKscipline  shall  state  the  language  of  the  paragraph 
and  line  to  be  altered,  and  also  the  language  to  be  sub- 
stituted. 

22.  No  resolution  or  report  which  proposes  a  change  in 
the  Book  of  Discipline  shall  be  considered  until  it  has  been 
in  the  possession  of  the  Conference  for  one  day  and  shall 
have  been  printed  in  the  Daily  Ohristian  Advocate,  but 
when  it  is  under  consideration  amendments  which  art 
gennane  and  duly  presented  to  the  Conference  shall  be 
in  order. 

23^  When  any  member  shall  move  the  reference  of  any 
portion  of  the  Journal  of  any  Annual  Conference  to  any 
committee  he  shall  at  the  same  time  furnish  a  copy  of  the 
portion  he  wishes  referred,  prepared  as  hereafter  provided 
in  the  ease  of  memorials.   ' 

VOTINO. 

24.  Every  member  who  is  within  the  bar  at  the  time  a 
question  is  put  shall  vote,  imless  the  Conference,  for 
q>ecial  reasons,  excuses  him. 

25.  No  membet  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  on  any  ques- 
tion who  is  not  within  the  bar  at  the  time  when  such 
question  shall  be  put  by  the  President,  except  by  leave  of 
the  Conference,  when  such  member  has  been  necessarily 
absent. 

26.  Voting  shall  be  by  the  uplifted  hand,  but,  on  a

division  of  the  house,  a  count  vote  shall  be  tak^n,  the 
delegates  rising  in  their  places  and  standing  until  they 
shall  have  been  counted.  Votes  may  also  be  taken  by 
ballot  and  by  ayes  and  noes. 

27.  It  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  tovcall  for  the 
ayes  and  noes  on  any  question  before  the  Conference,  and 
if  the  call  be  sustained  by  one  hundred  members  present, 
the  vote  .thereon  shall  be  taken  by  ayes  and  noes.  If  not 
sustained,  members  voting  in  the  minority,  if  the  number 
voting  in  said  minority  is  less  than  one  hundred,  may  have 
their  votes  recorded  by  name^ 

28.  In  voting  when  there  is  a  substitute  and  amend- 
ments have  been  proposed  to  the  original  resolution  and 
an  amendment  to  the  substitute  has  been  moved,  the  Con> 
ference  shall  pursue  the  following  order,  namely:  The 
main  question  shall  first  be  perfected  by  voting  on  the 
amendments  proposed  thereto,  and  then  the  Conference 
shall  vote  upon  the  amendment  to  the  substitute,  th€9]i 
upon  the  question  of  substitution,  and  finally  upon  the 
question  of  adoption. 

29.  A  call  for  a  vote  •  by  orders  shall  be  made  and 
seconded  by  members  of  the  same  order,  "and  shaU  re- 
quire the  vote  of  one  third  of  the  order  of  delegates  pres- 
ent and  voting." 

30.  When  voting  by  orders  the  separation  shall  be 
merely  in  regard  to  the  taking,  announcing,  deciding,  Sind 
recording  the  vote  of  each  order  on  the  question  on  which 
the  separate  vote  is  demanded.  Any  incidental  matter 
bearing  upon  such  vote  shall  be  decided  by  the  Confer- 
ence acting  as  one  body.  In  taking  a  vote  by  OT^ers.  it 
shall  be  by  a  count  vote,  first  of  the.  order  calling  for  the 
separate  vote  and  then  of  the  other,  but  either  order  may 
call  for  the  ayes  and  noes  by  one  fourth  of  its  members, 
and  if  the  call  is  sustained  the  names  of  the  delegates, 
first  of  the  order  calling  and  then  of  the  other,  shftU  be 
called,  and  each  member  shall  answer  aye  or  no.

32.  Members  presenting  memorials,  petitions,  and  other 
papers  for  reference,  shall  prepare  the  paper  (preferably 
written  on  "legal  cap")  by  writing  in  a  plain  hand  on  the 
back  of  it,  after^folding,  the  following  items,  in  the  follow- 
ing order,  namely : 

(1)  Name  of  the  member  presenting  the  paper. 

(2)  CoBfierence  to  which  he  belongs. 

(3)  Conference,  member,  or  church  whence  it  comes. 

(4)  Subject  to  which  it  relates. 

(5)  First  name  on  the  petition. 

(6)  Number  of  other  petitipners. 

(7)  The  committee  to  wh^ch  he  desires  it  referred. 

All  resolutions  and  papers  thus  presented  shall  be  de- 
livered to  the  Secretary  of  the  Conference,  in  triplicate, 
and  shall  be  sent  by  him  to  the  committee  according  to 
indorsement,  and  announced  in  the  Journal  of  the  day; 
providedf  that  in  case  of  memorials  and  documents  of  un- 
usual ;  .length,  whicU  ,  are  not  intended  for  publication, 
pnly  qne  complete  original  copy  shall  be  required,  to- 
gether with  two  copies  of  the  indorsement  thereon  as 
required. )i)y  this  paragraph.

Any  layman  desiring  to  sit  separately  from 
his  ministerial  delegation  shall  notify  the  Secretary  of 
the  General  Conference  within  one  week  of  his  election. —

t  43.    Assig^nment  to  Committees. 

As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  election  of  delegates 
the  Secretary  of  each  Annual  Conference  shall  call  to- 
gether the  ministerial  and  lay  delegates  for  organization. 
They  shall  select  one  of  their  number  as  chairman,  and 
assign  to  membership  in  each  of  the  standing  committees* 
one  ministerial  and  one  lay  delegate,  ^he  chairman  of 
the  delegation  shall  then  forward  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
'last  General  Conference  the  names  of  the  delegates  from 
his  Conference,  arranged  alphabetically,  and  indicate  the 
order  to  which  each  belongs,  and  the  committees  to  which 
each  is  assigned ;  and  from  these  returns  the  Secretary . 
of  the  last  General  Conference  shall  construct,  |is  far  as 
possible,  the  roll  of  committees  in  advance  of  Ctie  opening 
of  the  session  of  the  ensuing  General  Conference. 


CHAPTER  V. 
MISCXLL ANEOU& 


ir  43.    Temperance  and  the  Prohibition  of 
the  liiquor  Traffic. 

.  Notwithstanding  the  magnitude  of  the  evil  of  intem- 
perance, the  tremendous  social,  financial,  and  political 
power  of  the  saloon,  and  the  astounding  indifference 
of  many  good  citizens  who  ought  to-be  aroused  to 
activity  against  its  encroachments,  we  are  still  firm  in 
the  belief  that  an  awakened  and  aggressive  Church  can 
and  shonld,  under  divine  guidance,  deal  the  liquor 
traffic,  ''th«  sum  of  all  villainies,"  its  deathblow.  In 
the  language  of  the  Episcopal  Address  we  declare 
tbftt  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  most  continue 
i02 
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'*to  war  opon  the  whole  system  from  its  be^inQing  to  its 
horrible  consummation." 

We  are  neither  appalled  nor  dismayed,  bat  in  the 
name  of  the  Master  we  call  upon  every  member  of  our 
Church  to  put  forth  increasing  and  persistent  effort  to 
ace(HBp)ish  the  overthrow  of  this  mighty  agency  of  evil, 
the  legalized  liquor  traffic,  a  business  that  debases  all 
who  come  beneath  its  baleful  sway,  while  it  brings  in- 
deseribable  wretchedness  to  thousands  of  innocent 
sufferers. 

1.  ^Personal  Abstinence. 

We  insist  that  total  abstinence  from  all  intoxicating 
beverages  is  the  plain  duty  df  every  individual  and  an 
obligation  which  rests  with  peculiar  weight  ut)on  every 
Christiam 

2.  Other  OrpatUzations. 

-  We  rejoice  in  the  existence  of  those  organizations 
that  are  committed  to  the  principle  of  total  abstinence 
and  those  that  are  seeking  to  secure  the  legal  prohibi- 
tion of  the  liquor  traflSc.  To  them  all  we  bid  a  hearty 
Godspeed  and  commend  to  the  kindly  and  favorable  con- 
sideration of  our  people  the  various  organizations  that 
are  earnestly  and  courageously  striving  to  secure  such 
beneficent  results. 

• 
3.  Attitude  toward  the  Traffic, 
We  are  more  firmly  convinced  than  ever  of  the  truth 
and  the  force  of  that  vigorous  declaration  of  the  Episco- 
pal Address  of  1888,  "It  can  never  be  legalized  without 
sin."  Planting  ourselves  upon  the  bedrock  of  that  solid 
proposition,  we  declare  that  no  citizen  and  no  Christian 
has  a  right  by  example,  by  voice,  by  influence,  or  by 
bis  ballot  to  contribute  to  the  establishment  or  to  the 
maintenance  of  the  ungodly  license  policy  as-  applied  to 
the  liquor  traffic. 

We  are  unalterably  opposed  to  the  enactment  of  license 
laws,  becauKe  such  laws  are  wrong  in  ^principle  and  in- 
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effectaal  as  a  means  of  restraint.  We  will  not  be  con- 
tenf  with  any  system  of  levying  tribute  upon  this  corrupt 
traffic.  We  demand  its  entire  destruction,  and  to  the 
accomplishment  of  this  result  we  pledge  our  best  en- 
deavor. 

The  Church  of  God  should  be  always  and  everywhere 
the  courageous,  hopeful,  and  unflinching  foe  of  this  enemy 
of  all  things  pure  and  good,  and  should  continue  its 
warfare  until,  like  the  crime  of  slavery,  the  saloon  has 
become  a  thing  of  the  past 

4.  Oovernment  and  the  Traffic, 
We  deplore  the  fact  that  our  general  Government,  by 
its  internal  revenue  system,  continues  to  give  legal  recog- 
nition to  so  corrupt  a  business,  and  especially  do  we 
condemn  the  course  of  the  Government  in  accepting  and 
collecting  revenue  from  persons  in  prohibition  towns  or 
States  who  are  known  by  the*  officers  of  the  Treasury 
Department  to  be  engaged  in  the  violation  of  prohibitory 
law. 

We  commend  as  worthy  our  unstinted  praise  the  act 
of  Congress  in  prohibiting  the  sale  of  intoxicating  bever- 
ages at  army  posts  and  in  forts,  camps,  and  reservations 
used  for  military  purposes.  We  record  with  gratitude 
our  appreciation  of  the  act  of  Secretary  John  D.  Long, 
of  the  Navy,* in  banishing  the  sale  of  intoxicants  from 
our  war  vessels  and  navy  yards. 

We  deeply  regret  that  after  the  enactment  of  a  law 
prohibiting  the  sale  of  intoxicating  beverages  at  army 
posts*  and  in  forts,  camps,  reservations,  and  National 
Soldiers*  Homes  used  for  military  purposes,  a  law, 
plainly  intended  to  effect  this  result,,  and  so  understood 
by  its  friends  and  foes  in  and  out  of  Congress,  and  by 
the  chief  magistrate  who  signed  it,  by  •b.  construction,  it 
seems  to  us,  forced  and  unnatural,  placed  upon  the  law 
by  the  Attorney-General,  its  plain  intent  was  defeated, 
and  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  amid  the  ex- 
ultation of  all  sympathizers  with  the  liquor  traffic,  re^ 
404 
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snnied  the  practice  of  selllBg  intoxicating  liquors  to  its 
soldiers;  we  are- gratified  that  ttie  House  Committee  on 
Military  Affairs  has  favorably  reported'  a  bill  so  explicit 
in  its  terms  that  no  antagonism  to  its  object  can  obscure 
its  meaning. 

We  earnestly  appeal  to  the  President  of  the  United 
States  to  use  his  powerful  influence  to  promote  its  adop- 
tion, and  to  our  ministers  and  members  to  urge  by 
petition  knd  personal  letters  to  their  representatives  in 
the  House  and  Senate  the  speedy  enactment  of  this 
measure  of  protection  to  our  soldiers  from  a  foe  more 
deadly  than  shot  or  shell. 

Aroused  and  indignant  at  the  aggressions  of  the 
liquor  power,  at  the  ine;scusable  miscarriage  of  the  anti^ 
canteem  law,  and  at  the  new  perils  in  which  the  nation 
is  involving  its  new  possessioiis,  the  Church  wiir  sum- 
mon and  pledge  all  our  ministers  and  people  to  a  more 
determined  struggle  against  this  enormous  evil,  and  urge 
each  to  contribute  thereto,  according  to  his  judgment, 
bis  testimony,  his  example,  and  his  ballot. 

We  call  upon  the  administration  to  make  use  of  its 
tremendous  power  in  the  military  government  of  the 
Eastern  islands  that  have  come  under  our  control,  so  that 
the  people  of  those  islands  shall  not  be  debauched  by  the 
introduction  of  the  liquor  traflic  among  them. 

5.  Political  Action. 

Conceding  that  it  is  not  the  province  of  the  Church 
to  give  affirmative  direction  to,  or  assume  to  control, 
the  franchise  of  the  citizen,  it  by  no  means  follows  that 
the  Church  must  be  silent  concerning  great  wrongs  be- 
cause they  have  intrenched  themselves  in  law  or  have 
beooiJo  potent  in  influencing  and  controlling  political 
action. 

One  of  the  greatest  dangers  to  our  country's  welfare 

is    the   tremendous    power    which    the  organized    liquor 

traffic  wields  in  political  affairs,  a  power  so  great  and  so 

promptly  applied  that,  with  rare  exceptions,  candidates 
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for  public  office- dare  not  speak  their  hobest  sentiments 
concerning  that  traffic,  while  officeholders,  sunbitions  to 
secure  ^  reelection,  realize  that  the  faithful  performance 
of  ~  their  duty  in  the  enforcement  of  law  against  the 
saWon^will  be  fatal  to  their  hopes  for  promotion. 

When  the  Christian  citizen  is  as  prompt'  with  his 
political  rewards  and  punishments  as  is  the  supporter 
of  the  saloon  the  cause  of  civic  righteousness  will  have 
made  a  noble  advance. 

Quoting  and  reaffirming  the  action  of  the  (Jaieral 
Conference  of  1892,  we  "record  our  deliberate  judgment 
that  no  political  party  has  a  right  to  expect,  nor  ought 
it  to  receive,  the  support  of  Christian  inen  so  long  as  it 
stands  committed  to  the  license  policy  or  refuses  to  put 
itself  on  record  in  an  attitude  of  open  hostility 'to  the 
saloon.  But  the  foregoing  must  not  be  considered  as  in 
the  interest  of  any  political  party.** 

6.  Recommendations, 

1.  We  note  with  pleasure  the  growth  of  sentiment 
among  railroad  companies  and  other  large  employers  of 
labor  requiring  employees  to  abstain  from  the  use  of  in- 
toxicating liquors  and  cigarettes,  and  we  urge  upon  our 
Pastors,  Sunday  school  teachers,  and  other  leaders  of 
young  people  the  importance  of  teaching  them  the  value 
of  abstinence  from  the  use  of  alcoholic  liquors  and  ciga- 
rettes in  relation  to  their  future  business  life ;  and  recom^ 
mend  that  by  every  means  at  our  command' we  encourage 
teachers  in  our  public  schools  and  higher  institutions  of 
learning  to  give  careful  attention  to  the  matter  of  scien- 
tific temperance  instruction  as  provided  by  the  laws  of 
most  of  our  States. 

2.  Appreciating  the  various  editorial  and  strong  con- 
tributions appearing  from  time  to  time  in  our  Church 
papers,  we  recommend  that  our  editors  give  more  atten- 
tion to  the  various  phases  of  temperance  and  prohibition 
reform  and  furnish  more  detailed  information  on  this 
question. 
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3.  We  recommend  that  ministerfl  imd  members  of  our 
Church  do  not  become  nor  remain  members  of  social  clubs 
which  keep  a  bar  or  provide  intoxicating  liquors  for  the 
use  of  their  members  or  others,  and  that  they  do  nojt  pat- 
ronize entertainments  where  liquors  are  served. 

4u  We  recommend  in  cases  where  united  effort  of 
churches  of  different  denominations  is  necessary  to  accom- 
plish important  legislation  or  law  enforcements  which 
tend  to  the  ultimate  extinction  of  the  saloon  that  the  tem- 
perance societies  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and 
the  District  and  Quarterly  Conference  temperance  com- 
mittees shall  cooperate  icigorously  and  effectively  with 
similar  committees  from  other  Church  and  denominational 
bodies  through  the  medium  of  such  agency  as  may  be 
constituted  for  this  purpose;  provided,  such  agency  is 
Christian  in  character;  and  further  recommend  that  any 
approved  agency  t^lready  established  which  complies  with 
this  condition  shall  be  utilized  rather  than  cause  unfor- 
tunate division  by  multiplying  cooperative  agencies,— 
Journal,  1904.

This  Society  is  preeminently  worthy  of  the  most  gener- 
ous and  hearty  support. 

The  Methodist  Episcopal  CJhtirch,  recognizing  Its  obli- 
gation, has  directed  each  Pastor  **to  take  an  annual  col- 
lection iti  behalf  of  the  American  Bible  Society." 

We  recommend  that  every  Annual  Conference  shall 
constitute  a  Standing  Committee  on  the  Bible  Cause,  and 
that  as  often  as  practicable  there  shall  be  held  public 
meetings  in  the  interests  of  this  Society.  With  propor- 
tionate giving  on  the  part  of  the  people,  and  a  uniform 
apportionment  to  each  Presiding  Elder's  district  of  the 
amount  to  be  raised  for  this  work,  the  financial  difficulties 
of  this  Society  would  be  greatly  diminished,  and  it  would 
soon  be  able  to  meet  the  calls  continually  coming  to  it  for 
help  in  sending  the  Gospel  to  all  the  world. 

We  recommend  the  recent  action  of  the  Society  making 
it  possible  for  it  to  issue  the  English  Bible  in  the  King 
James  Version  and  also  in  the  Revised  Version  of  1881 
and  1885  and  the  American  Revision  of  1901. 

Reviewing  the  work  of  the  Society  and  that  which  it 
has  accomplished,  we  gratefully  exclaim,  "What  hath  God 
wrought!"  This  great  Society,  the  result  of  th*  Wesley 
Methodist  revival  in  England,  led  to  the  formation  of  the 
British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society.  The  leaders  of  reli- 
gious thought  and  action  in  our  own  country  were  not 
slow  to  see  the  advantages  and  the  opportunities  opening 
to  such  an  organization.  The  American  Bible  Society  is 
only  twelve  years  younger  than  the  parent  Society  across 
the  sea.  Small  in  its  beginnings,  it  has  grown  to  be  a 
giant  among  the  great  forces  making  for  the  salvation  of 
the  world. — Journal,  1904.

The  Sunday  School  Union  of  the  Methodist 
episcopal  Ghurdi  sustains  no  organic  or  official  relation 
whatever  to  the  American  Sunday  School  Union,  any 
relation  existing  being  only  of  a  fraternal  character. 

§  2.  Our  distinct  doctrines  and  work  are  sufficient 
reasons  for  our  having  .a  distinct  organization ;  and  we 
exhort  our  people  to  organize  any  new  schools  \!^hich  may 
be  formed  under  the  auspices  of  our  own  Union.  (See 
H  349,  Discipline.) 

§  3.  Annual  collections  for  our  Union  should  be  made 
in  all  our  charges,  contributions  for.  other  bodies  of  a 
like  character  being  of  a  secondary  importance  and  of 
no  obligation  as  a  Church  4^y. 


IT  49.    Union  witb  Other  Churches. 

Whenever  any  Synod,  Conference,  Church  Society,  or 
other  body  of  Christians,  agreeing  in  doctrine  with  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  shall  desire  to  become  a 
component  part  of  said  Church,  the  Annual  Conference 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  most  nearly  or  con- 
yeni^tly  related,  terriitorially,  to  such  Synod,-  Confer- 
encor  Church  SWety,  or.  body,,  shall  have  power,  with  the 
consult  of  the  Bishop  presiding,  on  being  satisfied  with 
the  agreement  of.  such  Synod*  Conference,  Church  So- 
ciety,- or  body  of  Christians  with  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church/ in  Doctrine  and  Discipline,  to  receive  such  or- 
ganization in  a  body  into  our  communion.  Ministers 
,80  received!  shall  hold  such  relations  and  enjoy  such 
prlvlli^s  asi  thfty  would  hold,  or  enjoy  if  admitted  indi- 
vidaaMSP  09  ^if  .oredentials.    Mei^abers  so  received  shair 
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'Busf ain  the  same  relation  to  the  local  Church  they  would 
sustain  -  if  received  individually  by  certificates.  Before 
siich  reception,  however,  a  properly  authenticated  register 
of  such  ministers  and  members  shall  be  deposited  with 
the  Secretary  of  the  Conference  considering  such  recep- 
tion. In  all  cases  of  the  reception  of  Churches,  satis- 
factory assurance  shall  be  given  the  Conference  that  the 
property  shall  be  placed  in  the  custody  of  Trustees  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  that  the  Churches 
will  receive  pastors  appointed  by  the  authority  of  the 
General  Conference  of  said  Church.

t  M.    Federation  of  Charetaes. 

First.  We  accept  and  adopt  the  action  of  the  joint 
Commission  on  Federation  providing  for  a  common 
Hymnal,  a  common  Catechism,  and  a  common  Order  of 
Worship  for  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  the 
Methodist  Episcopa^l  Church,  South.  ' 

Second.  This  General -Conference  hereby  approves  and 
adopts  t^e  acts  passed  by  the  joint  Commission  on  Feder- 
ation' of  the  Churches  to  the  effect  that  where  either 
Church  is  doing  the  work  of  Methodism  the  other  Church 
shall  not  organize  a  society  *or  erect  a  church  building 
uiitil  the  Bishop  having  jurisdiction!  in  the  case  of  the 
work  proposed  shall  be  coiisulted  and  his  approval  ob- 
tained. 

Third.  We  agree  with  the  Epise6pafl  Attdress,  that  steps 
might  be  wisely  taken  toward  a  more  fa'dle  interchange 
of  ministers  and  members,  And  to  promote  other  ideasni^s 
of  practical  fraternity  between  the  two  chief  branches  of 
•American  Episcopal  Methodism,  and  refer  the  subj^t  to 
"the  Board  of  Bishops  and  to  the  joint  Commission  of 
Federation,  to  adopt  such  measures  as  in  their  judgment 
shall  fulfill  the  spirit  of  this  resolution,  aiid  to  that  end 
we  recommend  the  continuance  of  the  joint  Comihlssloii 
on  Federation  for  another  quadrennium,  its  in^iBl>er8  to 
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be  i^pointed  by  the  Board  of  Bishops;  and  we  further 
recommend  that  the  CSommissifim  on  Federaticm  take 
such  steps  as  it  may  deem  wise  and  necessary  to  bring 
about  a  closer  unity  and  a  grcsater  fraternity  and  coopera- 
tion in  Christian  work  between  the  colored  Methodist 
Churches  having  an  episcc^al  form  of  government.  Two 
of  these  Churches,  the  African  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  and  the  African  Methodist  Episcopal  Zion 
Church,  are  now  holding  General  Conference  sessions,  and 
we  suggest  that  thiey  and  the  Colored  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  of  America,  and  other  Methodist  bodies;  be  ia- 
yited  to  join  with  us  in  the  use  of  the  common  Hymnal, 
the  common  Order  of  Worship,  and  the  common  Catechism. 

Fourth.  W-hereas,  Two  Churches  of  like  creed,  polity, 
spirity  and  purpose  with  our  own  have  signified  thtou^ 
prominent  officials  to  some  of  the  members  of^this  6en^. 
eral  Conference  a  desire: that  some  initial  step  might  be 
taken  at  this  session  looking  toward  the  consolidation  of 
these  Churches  with  the.  Metbodist  Episcopal  Church ; 
therefore. 

Resolved,  That  the  powers  of  the  Commission  on  Fed- 
eration be  so  enlarged  as  to  meet  like  commissions  from 
other  Churches,  receive  overtures,  and  report  to  the  Gen- 
eral €k>nference  of  1908. 

Fifth.  On  the  subject  of  general  Church  federation  and 
cooperation  we  recommend  that  we  take  part  in  the  pro- 
posed Conference  of  ■  representatives  of  Protestant 
Churches  to  be  held  in  New  York  eity  in  November^  1905, 
and  that  the  Bishops  be  requested  to  appoint  fifty  repare^ 
aentatlves  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  who  shall 
serve  without  expense  to  the  Church,  and  that  Frank 
Mason  North  be  appointed  representative  of  this  Church 
on  the  Committee  of  Arrangements. — Journal,  1904. 


IT  51'.    Union  of  Mettaodism  in  Japan. 

On  unification  of  Methodist  bodies  in  Japan  we  would 
respectfully  recommend: 
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1.  That  we  recoipiiee  the  desirability  of  the  anion  of 
the  several  Methodist  bodies  in  Japan. 

2.  That  all  papers  submitted  to  this  General  Confer- 
ence on  the  subject  of  Methodist  union  be  referred  to  a 
commission  of  five,  to  consist  of  one  Bishop,  the  Corre- 
sponding Secretary  of  the  Missionary  Society,  and  three 
other  members,  two  of  whom  shall  be  laymen,  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Board  of  "Bishops. 

3.  That  said  commission  shaU  have  full  power  to  con- 
fer with  similar  commissions  appointed  by  other  Metho- 
dist bodies  proposing  to  enter  into  the  union,  and  to  take  \^ 
final  action  in  the  adoption  of  a  plan  of  nnification,  pro- 
vided it  shall  secure  the  approval  of  four  out  of  the  five 
commissioners,  and,  provided,  further,  that  in  casid  a  plan 
of  union  is  agreed  upon  by  our  own  and  one  other  of  the 
negotiating  bodies  said  plan  of  union  may  be  adopted 
without  further  legislation  on  the  part  of  the  General 
Conference  of  the. Methodist  Episcopal  Church* 


T  59.    BEarriage  and  Btvorce. 

Whereas,  The  Protestant  Churches  of  the  United  States 
are  making  a  united  effort,  through  an  Inter-Ohurch  Con- 
ference, to  rouse  the  religious  and  moral  sentiment  oi  the 
land  in  defense  of  the  purity  and  stability  of- the  marriage 
relation ; 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Bishops  be  requested  to 
appoint  a  commission  to  represent  the  Methodist  Bpisco* 
pal  Church  in  the  Inter-Church  Conference  of  Protestant 
denominations  now  consulting  together  upon  the  urgently 
important  question  of  divorce  and  remarriage. 

Reiolved,  That  we  call  special  attention  of  all  our  min- 
isters to  our  law  contained  in  If  66  of  the  Discipline,  re- 
lating to  marrying  divorced  persons,  and  earnestly  Insist 
upon  the  necessity  of  strict  obedience  to  the  lavif  of  our 
Church  upon  this  matter. — Journal,  1004. 
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T  M.    Proposed  Amendments  to  the 
ConMltutlon. 

"^  S  1.  The  Generals-Conference  of  1904,  by  a  vote  of  517 
ayes  to  27  noes,  recommended  that  the  Third  Restrictive 
Rule,  t  46,  §  3,  of  Discipline  of  1904,  be  amended  as  fol- 
lows: Strike  out  all  that  follows  the  disjunctive  "but" 
and  insert  the  "words,  "may  elect  a  Bishop  or  Bishops  for 
work  among  particular  races  and  languages,  or  for  any 
of  our  Foreign  Missions,  limiting  their  Bpiscopal  juris- 
diction to  the  same  respectively,"  so  that  th€  whole  para- 
graph shaU  read : 

"The  General  Conference  shall  not  change  nor  alter 
any  part  or  rule  of  our  government  so  as  to  do  away 
Episcopiacy,  nor  destroy  the  plan  of  our  itinerant  General 
Superin tendency ;  but  may  elect  a  Bishop  or  Bishops  for

§  8.  If  printed  and  bound,  there  should  be  the  Sec- 
retary's Certificate  that  the  volume  is  a  complete  and 
correct  Record  of  the  proceedings,  and  that  it  .was 
adopted  by  the  Conference  as  its  Official  Record. 

§  9.  There  should  be  proper  headings  of  pages,  mar- 
ginal indexes,  or  subheads,  and  clearness  and  accuracy 
of  statement  of  the  business  transacted.. 

§  10.  Chirography,  orthography,  erasures,  interlinea- 
tions, pastings,  and  the  neat,  businesslike  appearance  of 
the  page  should  be  noted. 

§  11.  Separate  items,  df  business  should  be  in  sepa- 
rate paragraphs. 

.§  12.  The  Journal  should  state  where  the  sessions 
were  held,  the  names  of  makers  of  motions,  the  findings 
of  committees  of  trials,  all  the  disciplinary  questions 
properly  noted,  with  their  answers;  the  action  on  a 
motion,  a  title-page,  and  decisions  of  Bishops  on  ques- 
tions of  law. 

§  IS.  Any  action  adverse  to  the  polity,  the  unity,  or 
.the  purity  of  the  Church  should  be  carefully  noted. 

§  14.  The  Annual  Conference  Secretaries  should  pre- 
pare their  Conference  "Records  in  view  of  such  exami- 
nations.— Journal,  1884,  p.  319. 

§  15.  The  Committee  on  Itinerancy  shall  after  exami- 
nation of  the  Journal  deliver  them  to  the  respective  dele- 
gations.— Journal,  1904.

$1.  This  General   Conference   shall  provide  for   the 
organisation  of  a  Mutual  Church  Insui^anoe  Company 
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for  the  benefit  of  the  Church  in  the  United  States,  for 
such  of  our  churches  and  pastors  as  desire  to  avail  them- 
selves of  it,  as  follows : 

§  2.  The  General  Conference  shall  elect  a  Board  of 
Insurance  to  serve  for  four  years,  consisting  of  one  from 
each  General  Conference  District  to  be  nominated  by  the 
delegates  of  each  District  represented,  and  five  to  be 
nominated  by  the  Bishops. 

§  3.  Such  Board  shall  have  general  supervision  of  the 
matter  of  fire,  lightning,  and  tornado  insurance;  it  shall 
as  speedily  as  practicable  be  incorporated  according  to 
law,  with  such  powers  and  prerogatives  as  may  be  need- 
ful to  the  organization  and  operation  of  a  Mutual  Insur- 
ance Company ;  such  organization  to  be  subject  to  the 
control  of  the  General  Conference. 

§  4.  The  time  of  service  of  said  Board  shall  begin  on 
the  second  Wednesday  in  June  following  their  election, 
and  continue  until  their  successors  shall  be  duly  chosen 
and  have  entered  upon  their  duties. 

§  5.  The  Board  may  fill  vacancies  occurring  among  its 
members. 

§  6.  The  officers  of  the  Board,  who  shall  also  be 
officers  of  the  organizAtjon  as  incorporated,  shall  be  a 
President,  a  Vice  President,  a  Secretary,  a  Treasurer, 
and  an  Attorney,  who,  together  with  two  others,  shall 
constitute  the  Executive  Committee,  all  of  whom  shall 
be  elected  by  the  Board  at  the  'first "regular  meeting  of 
each  quadrennium,  and  shall ,  hold  office  for  four  years, 
or  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualify.  The 
Executive  Committee  shall  have  control  of  the  business 
subject  to  the  Board.

Not  later  than  January  5  each  year  the  Secre- 
tary shall  send  to  each  member  of  the  Board  a  copy  of 
the  Annual  Statement,  promptly  upon  the  receipt  of 
which  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  member  of  the  Board 
to  express  to  the  President  in  writing  his  opinion  as  to 
whether  the  full  Board  or  only  the  Executive  Committee 
should  attend  the  annual  meeting.

This  School  shall  be  under  the  supervi- 
sion of  a  Sunday  School  Board,  consisting  of  the  Preach- 
er in  Charge,  the  Sunday  School  Committee  appointed 
by  the  Quarterly  Conference,  the  Superintendent,  the 
Assistant  Superintendents,  the  Secretaries,  the  Treasurer, 
the  Librarians,  and  the  Teachers  of  the  School. 

Abticle  IV.  Xhe  Superintendent  shall  be  nominated

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an  accused  Member  of  the  Church  there  should  be  a  brief 
statement  defining  the  offense  by  its  generic  name,  such 
as  "Defamation,"  "Dishonesty,"  "Lying,"  "Imprudent 
Conduct,"  "Indulging  Sinful  Tempers  or  Words,"  "Dis- 
obedience to  the  Order  and  Discipline  of  the  Church," 
"Neglecting  Prayer  Meetings,"  "Neglecting  Class  Meet- 
ings," etc.  Each  charge  should  be  accompanied  with  one 
or  more  specifications  germane  to  the  charge;  and  the 
following  forms  may  serve  to  illustrate  the  manner  of 
preparing  charges  and  specifications.  The .  charges  and 
specifications  must  be  so  varied  'in  the  several  cases  as  to 
meet  the  facts  or  evidence  relied  upon  for  conviction. 
The  bill  of  charges  should  be  signed  by  one  or  more  Mem- 
bers of  the  Church,  and  must  be  addressed  to  the  Preacher 
in  Charge  of  the  Circuit  or  Station  in  which  the  accused 
person  holds  his  Membership.

CHAPTER  VIL 
CXDURSES  OF  STUDY. 

f  62,  §  1.  The  General  Conference  earnestly  recom- 
mends to  all  candidates  for  the  Ministry  of  our  Church 
that  they  complete  a  full  collegiate  coarse  of  study, 
and,  if  possible,  a  course  in  one  of  our  Theological  Schools, 
before  applying  for  admission  to  an  Annual  Conference. 

§  2.  The  General  Conference  further  earnestly  recom- 
mends to  the  Annual  Conferences  that  they  require  as  a 
minimum  for  admission  a  standard  of  scholarship  equiva- 
lent to  that  prescribed  by  the  University  Senate  for  ad- 
mission to  college. — Journal,  1900,  p.  449. 
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K  63,  §  1.  Certificates  from  our  regular  Theological 
Seminaries,  Universities,  and  Colleges  approved  by  our 
University  Senate  may  be  accepted  by  the  Conferences, 
provided,  (1)  that  each  certificate  shall  distinctly  show 
that  the  student  has  been  a  regular  attendant  on  the  class 
room  instruction  in  the  specified  book;  and  (2)  that  he 
has  passed  a  thorough  examination  in  the  book,  gaining 
a  standing  equivalent  to  that  fixed  in  t  64,  §  5,  it  being 
understood  that  the  Annual  Conference  shall  examine  all 
candidates  in  regard  to  their  personal  attitude  toward  the 
Doctrine  and  Discipline  of  the  Church. 

§  2.  Any  Conference  may  also,  at  its  discretion,  accept 
similar  I  certificates  from  the  institutions  above  described, 
indicating  like  proficiency  in  any  particular  study,  6e- 
.  cured  by  the  use  of  a  different  book  or  by  lectures  fully 
equivalent  to  the  corresi>ond]ng  book  in  our  Course  of 
Study. 

§  3.  Similar  certificates  may  also  be  accepted  In  all 
studies  not  biblical  or  theological  from  other  than  Metho- 
dist Colleges,  if  of  equal  grade  with  those  approved  by  our 
University  Senate,  and  in  American  history  from  acade- 
mies or  seminaries  either  approved  by  our  University 
Senate  or  of  equal  grade  with  those  thus  approved. 

§  4.  A  certificate  of  graduation  from  one  of  our  regu- 
lar Theological  Seminaries  may  be  accepted  in  place  of 
an  examination  in  ail  the  biblical  and  theological  studies 
of  the  various  courses. 

§  5.  A  certificate  of  admission  to  or  graduation  from 
'  any  high  school  or  academy  of  good  standing  may  be  ac- 
cepted in  place  of  an  examination  in  '^Elementary  English 
Branches." 

I  6.  All  certificates  shall  state  the  date  when  the 
studies  were  pursued. 

§  7.  All   examinations   occurring  after   May   1,   1905, 
shall  be  upon  the  Courses  of  Study  given  below. 
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IF  d4.    Method  of  Conducting  Conference 
Examfnattong. 

§  1.  In  each  Annual  Conference  a  Board  of  Examiners 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Presiding  Bishop;  consii^ting  of 
not  less  than  eight  nor  more  than  twtanty,  care  being 
taken  to  select  men  with  special  qualifications  for  the 
work,  to  whom  shall  be  refecred  all  pveachers,  both  travel- 
ing and  lo^al,  purstting  the  Course  of  Study  with  a  view 
to  ordination  or  Conference  Member^ip.  This  Board 
shall  be  continued  for  a  term  of  f6ur  years,  subject  to 
reappointment.  Vacancies  to  be  filled  ate&ch  session  of 
the  Annual  Conference. 

§  2.  This  Board  shall  organize  by  electing  one  of  its 
members  Chairman  and  another  Registrar;  the  latter  to 
keep  a  permanent  record  of  the  standing  of  the  students, 
and  report  to  the  Conference  when  required.  This  record 
shall  include  the  credits  allowed  students  for  work  done  in 
Theological  Seminaries  and  Colleges  described  in  K  63. 

§  3.  The  Chairman  shall  assign  to  each  Examiner  the 
books  or  subjects  in  which  he  is  to  give  instruction  by 
correspondence  and  final  e;tamination,  for  which  exami-/ 
.nation  he  shall  prepare  and  send  to  the  Chairman  printed 
or  written  questions,  at  lescst  ten  in  numbe^v  two  weeks 
before  the  time  of  examination.  Vacancies  occurring  in 
'.  the  Board  during  the  year  may  foe  filled  by  the  Chairman 
until  the  ensuing  Annual  Conference. 

§  4.  One  or  two  examinations  may  be  held  during  the 
year  in  locations  convenient  to  the  students.  These  ex- 
aminations shall  be  under  the  personal  supervision  of 
some  member  of  the  Board  deleg^ated  by  the  Cfaairtnan. 

§  5.  The  examinations  shall  be  in  writing,  if  prac- 
ticable,' and  in  the  presence  of  witnesses,  and  in  that  case 
the  papers  shall  be  sent  to  the  Examiners  to  whom  they 
belong  respectively.  Also  in  special  cases  the  Chairman 
may  appoint  supervisors  other  than  members  of  the  Board 
before  whom  students  may  write  their  examinations,  and 
such  supervisors  shall  sign  the  papers  and  send  them  to 
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their  respective  Examiners.  The  examinations  shall  be 
graded  upon  the  scale  of  100,  and  none  below  70  per  cent 
shall  pass.  The  Examiners  shall  report  the  marking  of 
each  paper  to  the  Registrar. 

§  6.  The  provision  for  mid-year  examinations  shall  not 
deprive  any  student  of  the  opportunity  of  being  examined 
^  the  seat  and  time  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

§  7.  The  Board  of  Examiners  shall  convene  at  the  seat 
and  time  of  the  Annual  Conference,  the  day  before  the 
session  opens,  to  review  and  complete  the  work  of  the 
year;  to  examine  any  students  who  have  not  been  ex- 
amined during  the  year,  and  to  arrange  for  the  work  of 
the  year  to  come.— Journal,  1896,  p.  296 ;  1900.
